We are looking straight at realities to-day. War has come home 
to us. American lives have been taken in battle, and the heart 
of the nation is driving its willing hands to work. 

We to whom citizenship has been as a garment lightly worn, and 
patriotism a forgotten song, have awakened to the responsibilities 
of the one and to the burning zeal of the other. 

So too in our Church life we feel the tremendous reality of our 
religion and its vital relation to the principles for "which we and 
our allies contend. The persistent effort of the human race toward 
ideals of freedom has its origin and motive in those elements of 
mean's inmost being which were determined by the will of his 
creator, and aspiration toward perfect liberty in the spiritual sphere 
indicates the trend and the goal of the religion which was given to 
the world by Jesus Christ. When St. Paul wrote to the Christians 
of Rome in the days of persecution, he showed them that ** the 
sufferings of this present time are not worthy to be compared with 
the glory which shall be revealed in us. Because the creature itself 
also' shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God." In the light of that hope 
we can understand the meaning of Calvary and, looking through 
the agony of the present world to the Captain of our salvation who 
endures His Cross for the joy that was set before Him, we know 
that ** tribulation, or distress, or famine, or nakedness, or peril or 
sword " cannot separate us from Him who leads the' way to perfect 
freedom. ** Nay, in all these things we are more than conquerors 
through Him that loved us." From the altar of our God we go 
forth inspired and strengthened to do our duty in the nation's 
crisis, and the faith in which we worship is the faith in which we 
press on toward the prize of our high calling and to final victory 
in the presence of Him who made man to be free. 

This winter will be to all of us a season of earnest thought and 
prayer; a time of resolute endeavor to attain new heights of 
character, and to set aside everything which may hinder the full 
performance of our duty to our country and our God. I do not 
think it necessary for me to suggest a plan for the Church's co- 
operation in the work of the nation, because I find that our Clergy 
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and the people of their congregations have displayed a striking 
unanimity in doing the obviously right thing. The Clergy have 
been patriotic in their utterances and they have kept in touch with 
their men who are in the service. They have also encouraged their 
people to write the letters which are so keenly appreciated in the 
camps and in the armies abroad. They are co-operating with the 
Y. M. C. A., which has proved itself to be a well co-ordinated and 
practical agency for increasing the comfort and promoting the 
welfare of the men. Our people have subscribed generously to the 
Liberty Loans and have enlisted in the Red Cross work, which will 
call upon them more and more as the needs of our armies multiply. 
We have not added so much as a committee to our Diocesan 
machinery, because the people have gone directly to existing organi- 
zations and heve merged themselves in the united effort of the 
nation, acting under the common and generous impulse which is 
characteristic of a great people in times of trial. 

The thought may be present in some minds that it is desirable to 
preserve a record of the part played by our Church in the World 
War. The Church's record will be found in the work which our 
people are doing and will continue to do as citizens of the Country 
and along lines which make them units in the common task, and the 
credit which the Church shall gain in the eyes of the true historian 
will be proportioned to the self-forgetfulness with which she and 
her members shall perform the pressing duties of the day. 

I feel very strongly that while our hands are occupied with the 
tasks incidental to war, we should direct our minds toward the 
social problems which have introduced complexities into the con- 
flict of nations and which must be solved before there can be a real 
peace in the world. The tendency toward a truer socialization of 
the public conscience has suffered some reaction by reason of the 
unpatriotic and even seditious attitude of those who have mis- 
represented and brought discredit upon a true social movement. 

The questionable sincerity of these radicals must not blind our 
eyes to the importance of the issue nor divert us from the task of 
seeking a true remedy for the imperfections of our democracy and 
a closer approximation to ideals of true liberty and justice. 

The outlook cannot be regarded as hopeless when we note that 
leaders in the hitherto opposing camps of Capital and Labor have 
shown an earnest desire to find a solution of the great industrial 
problem. True representatives of the labor movement have risen 
above the position of mere criticism and have addressed them- 
selves to the more difficult task of shaping a constructive policy 
which will in its turn become an object of criticism. Those who 
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have enjoyed " the better seats at life's table " have given evidence 
of a desire to criticize their own position and to consider with open 
mind any modification of present methods which is likely to remedy 
existing ills and to promote the common welfare. 

The spirit in which the people of any age address themselves 
to the solution of their problems, has much to do with the ultimate 
success of their efforts, and I believe that it is the duty of the 
Church in this time to assist in the creation of an atmosphere which 
shall be friendly to the development of a true social conscience and 
to the evolution of a strong social structure. It may seem pre- 
mature to introduce these thoughts in a time when nations are en- 
gaged in hideous war and when at least one of them is in the throes 
of a social revolution, but I hold that this is the time of all times to 
think out the problems which must be solved in the near future. 
Opposing interests may agree to sink their diflferences for the time 
being in order that they may unite to meet a common danger. Now 
that they are so united it is possible for them to acquire the spirit 
in which a greater danger can be removed from the path ef the 
world's civilization. 

The Clergy cannot be expected to discover and present the 
detailed plan by which these desired results may be accomplished. 
The " intellectuals " of no nation have made very brilliant contribu- 
tions to the world's latest controversy. The practical solution of 
industrial problems must be found by those who know from exper- 
ience how work must be done, but if those who have the opportunity 
to shape public opinion will devote their best efforts to make the 
importance of these things clear, and to foster the spirit of fairness 
in the minds of all, they will not have failed to contribute something 
to the cause of justice which is the foundation of liberty.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 20, 1917. 
To the Convention: 

The Secretary of the Convention respectfully presents his annual report. 

One thousand copies of the Journal of the Convention were printed and dis- 
tributed in accordance with the instruction of the Convention. Letters were 
sent to the authorities of churches and to five other clergymen who failed to 
report to the Convention of 1915 asking their reasons for not complying with 
the requirements of the Canon; one reply has been received from one warden; 
t^o letters were returned to the writer. 

The Convention will need to make these elections this year: The Standing 
Committee and the Board of Missions and the Board of Religious Education, 
as usual; four Clerical and four Lay Deputies to the Provincial Synod; as also 
the Trustees of the various trusts funds of the Diocese and the Susan Fenimore 
Cooper Foundation. 

Nominations for election as members of the Board of Missions have been 
received from the several Archdeaconries, as follows : For the Archdeaconry 
of Albany, the Rev. Charles C. Harriman and Mr. Robert Selden; for the 
Archdeaconry of Troy, the Rev. Charles M. Nickerson, D. D., and Mr. Frank E. 
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Norton ; for the Archdeaconry of thq Susquehanna, the Rev. George C. Dickin- 
son and Mr. Lee D. Van Woert; and for the Archdeaconry of Ogdensburg, the 
Rev. D. Charles White, and Mr. Levi Hasbrouck.

The following resolution was regularly adopted: 

"Resolved, That the Synod requests the Diocese within the Province to con- 
tribute to the treasury of the Synod thirty (30) cents for each Clergjman 
canonically resident in the Diocese." 

The blank form for sending the names of the Deputies and alternates is en- 
closed, and under separate cover I am sending you a copy of the Journal of the 
Synod of 1917.

RESOLUTIONS 

Resolved, That the following changes be made in the Order for Daily Morning 
Prayer, and that the proposed alterations be made known to the several Dioceses 
in order that they, may be severally adopted by the next General Convention 
in accordance with the provisions of Article X. of the Constitution. 

(1) In the first rubric on page 1, omit the word "always.'* 

(2) In the second rubric on page 1, omit the first six words, so that it shall 
read, "He may omit/' etc. 
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(3) Add at end of the third rubric on page 1, these words : *' The same order 
may he followed on all week days save on Days of Fasting or Abstinence." 

(4) Substitute in place of the Sentences at present in the Prayer Book, print- 
ing together in one section without breaks, but indicating in the margin those 
appropriate for certain seasons or days, the following Sentences, namely: 

The Lord is in his holy temple: let all the earth keep silence before him. 
Hab. ii. 20. 

I was glad when they said unto me, We will go into the house of the Lord. 
Psalm cxxii. L 

Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be always 
acceptable in thy sight, O Lord, my strength and my redeemer. Psalm xix. 
14, 15. 

send out thy light and they truth, that they may lead me, and bring me 
unto thy holy hill, and to thy dwelling. Psalm xliii. 3. 

Thus saith the high and lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, whose na<me is 
Holy: I dwell in the high and holy place, with him also that is of a contrite 
and humble spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, and to revive the heart of 
the contrite ones. Isaiah Ivii. 15. 

The hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship him.

(15) Print Benedicite in four portions, with large capitals for introductory 
O ALL, etc.; 

and for the three portions: 
O YE Heavens ; 
O LET the Earth, etc.; 
O LET Israel, etc. 

(16) Insert before Benedicite, as follows: 

Or this Canticle. 
Benedictus es D amine. 
Blessed art thou, O Lord God of our fathers: praised and exalted above 
all for ever. 

Blessed art thou for the Name of thy Majesty: praised and exalted above 
all for ever. 
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Blessed art thou in the temple of thy holiness: praised and exalted above 
all iar^ ever. 

Blessed art thou tfiat beholdest the depths and dwellest beitween the Oherubim : 
praised and exalted above all for ever. 

Blessed art thou on the glorious throne of thy Kingdom : praised and exalted 
above all for ever.

for that branch of the same planted by God in this land, whereof we are

Ye shall pray for the President of the United States, and for the Governor 
of this State, and for all that are in authority ; that all, and every one of them, 
may serve truly in their several callings to the glory of God, and the edifyinfif 
and well-governing of the people, remembering the account they shall be called 
upon to give at the last great day. 

Ye shall also pray for the ministers of God's Holy Word and Sacraments; 
for Bishops (and herein more especially for the Bishop of this Diocese), that 
they may minister faithfully and wisely the discipline of Christ; likewise for 
all Priests and Deacons (and herein more especially for the Clergy here 
residing), that they may shine as lights in the world, and in all things may 
adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour. 

And ye shall pray for a due supply of persons fitted to serve God in the 
Ministry and in the State; and to that end, as well as for the good education of 
all the youth of this land, ye shall pray for all schools, coUeges and seminaries 
of sound and godly learning, and for all whose hands are open for their mainte- 
nance; that whatsoever tends to the advancement of true religion and useful 
learning may for ever flourish and abound. 

Ye shall pray for all the people of these United States, that they may live 
in the true faith and fear of God, and in brotherly charity one towards another. 

Ye shall pray also for all who travel by land or sea; for all prisoners and 
cajptives; for all wiho are in sickness or in sorrow; for all who have fallen 
into grievous sins; for all who, through temptation, ignorance, helplessness, 
grief, trouble, dread, or the near approach of death, especially need our prayers.

Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and that 
the proposed alteration be made known to the several EMoceses, in order that 
♦the same may be adopted in the next General Convention in accordance with 
Article XI. of the Constitution: 

Strike out Section 3 of Article I. and insert in place thereof the following: 

Section 3. Upon the expiration of the term of office of the Presiding Bishop^ 
the General Convention shall elect the Presiding Bishop of the Church. The 
House of Bishops shall choose one of the Bishops having jurisdiction within 
the United States to be the Presiding Bishop of the Church by vote of a 
majority of all the Bishops entitled to vote in the House of Bishops, such^ 
choice to be subject to confirmation by the House of Deputies. His term and 
tenure of office and duties shall be prescribed by the Canons of the General 
Convention. 

But if the Presiding Bishop of the Church shall resign his office as such, or 
if he shall resign his episcopal jurisdiction, or if by reason of infirmity he shall 
become disabled, or in case of his death, the senior Bishop of this Church in the 
order of consecration, having jurisdiction within the United States, shall there- 
upon become the Presiding Bishop of the Church imtil an election of Presiding 
Bishop be held by the General Convention. 



Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and that 
the proposed alteration be made known .to the several Dioceses, in order that 
the same may be adopted in the next General Convention in accordance with 
Article XI. of the Constitution : 

Amend Article II. by the insertion of the following as Section 5 of said 
Article, the present Section 5 to be renumbered as Section 6: 

" Section 5. It shall be lawful for a Diocese to prescribe by the Constitution 
and Canons of such Diocese that upon the death of the Bishop a Suffragan 
Bishop of that Diocese may be placed in charge of such Diocese and become 
temporarily the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof until such time as a new 
Bishop shall be chosen and consecrated; or that during the disability or ab- 
sence of the Bishop a Suffragan Bishop of that Diocese may be placed in charge 
of such Diocese and become temporarily the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof." 



Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and that 
the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses, in order that 
the same may be adopted by the next General Convention in accordance with 
Article XL of the Constitution : 
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Amend Article IV. so that it shall read as fpUows: 

''Article IV. In every Diocese a Standing Conicnittee shall be appointed by 
the Convention thereof. When there is a Bishop in charge of the Diocese, the 
Standing Committee shall be his Council of Advice. If there be no Bishop 
or Bishop Coadjutor or Suffragan Bishop canonically authorized to act, the 
Standing Committee shall be the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese for all 
purposes declared by the General Convention. The rights and duties of the 
Standing Committee, except as provided in the Constitution and Canons of 
the General Convention, may be prescribed by the Canons of the respective 
Dioceses." 



Resolved, That the following change be made in the Constitution, and that 
the proposed alteration be made known to the several Dioceses, in order that 
the same may be adopted in the next General Convention in accordance with 
Article XI. of the Constitution: 

Strike out the second paragraph of Article IX. of the Constitution and insert 
in place thereof the following: 

"Presbyters and Deacons canonically resident in a Diocese shall be tried by 
a Court instituted by the Convention thereof; Presbyters and Deacons canoni- 
cally resident in a Missionary District shall be tried according to Canons 
adopted by the Bishop and Convocation thereof, with the approval of the 
House of Bishops; Provided, that the General Convention in each case may 
prescribe by Canon for a change of venue." 

On motion. Rule of Order 6 was suspended in order to allow the 
Convention to act on the Amendment to Article I of the Constitution 
which was proposed and adopted at the last Convention and has been 
awaiting final action at this Convention. 

On motion of the Secretary, the amendment to Article II of the Con- 
stitution was finally adopted and ratified by a unanimous vote of both 
orders voting separately, as follows : 

Resolved, That Article II of the Constitution is hereby amended to read as 
follows : 

Article II. 
Of the Annual Meetings of the Convention, 

The Convention shall assemble on the first Tuesday in May, in each year, in 
such place as the Bishop shall appoint, giving fifteen days* notice thereof. In 
case of his inability to act, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall appoint 
the place; and if there be no Bishop, the Standing Commitee shall appoint 
The place of meeting may be changed for sufficient reason after having been 
appointed, provided that ten days* notice of such change shall be given. 

For urgent reasons the time of meeting may be changed by the Bishop, acting 
with the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, and giving twenty days' 
tiotice of said change.

The difference between the balance as shown in his repor 
the Convention in November and the deficit shown on the first of Janu 
1916, in this report is due to the fact that many of the heaviest calls upon 
Fund, such as mileage, entertainment, etc., have to be met during this pe 
and few, if any, assessments are paid until the following spring. 

The Convention at this session will be required to provide for the follo\

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCH PENSION FUND. 

The Committee on the Church Pension Fund herewith reports: First, That 
it has suffered serious loss in the death of one of its members, Mr. J. H. 
Callanan, of Schenectady, an able and devoted friend' of the pension system; 
Secondly, That it has been in close communication, during the year, with Mr. 
Monell Sayre, the Secretary of the Church Pension Fund, and has tried to 
aid him in those particulars prescribed by Canon XXL, and in such other ways 
as he has from time to time indicated or as the exigencies of pension work have 
seemed to require. In May last Mr. Sayre proposed, in the interests ©f 
business simplicity, to have all premiums sent direct to 14 Wall St., New York, 
thus saving time and the superfluous labors of an intermediary financial agent. 
To this proposition your Committee most willingly assented. 

At the present time, bills are being sent to 103 churches in the Diocese at a 
monthly rate of $821.78, which is seven and one-half per cent, of $10,957.05. 
These figures do not include the assessments on the stipends paid by the 
Board of Missions. On November 15, 1917, the monthly assessments on 
salaries, exclusive of those paid by the Board of Missions, were in arrears 
$640.77, an approximate average of one month for each organization. Many 
parishes have paid their premiums regularly and promptly; others are two 
and three months in arrears. There is nothing very serious about this, pro- 
vided that such arrears are paid by January 1 ; but it will be a serious thing 
if this is not done. 

In general, it may be stated, on the authority of Mr. Sayre, that the first 
fiscal year of ten months is going to show a very satisfactory return in the 
way of assessments; there is no question of the cordiality with which the 
Church is supporting the assessment system. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that at the meeting of the Convention in 
May, 1918, Canon XXI. should be revised conformably with the simpler 
methods now being pursued by the Church Pension Fund in relation to the 
Diocese of Albany.

We are living in the culmination of human history, and we arc 
striving for unity of mankind. 

When we consider that all the habitable regions of the earth have 
been explored, and a^;e linked together by a system of communica- 
tions which has unified the interests of all the nations; when we 
note how all of the forces which have operated in past ages for 
progress or reaction are now marshaled in the opposing ranks of 
the world's armies, it is no exaggeration to say that civilization has 
come to the Valley of Decision. 

To one of little faith, a world-wide catastrophe may appear to be 
6 
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impending, but to those whose confidence in man is a corollary of 
their belief in God, it is the Kingdom of Heaven which is at hand. 

Life would cease to be tolerable if we were unable to believe that 
out of this supreme tragedy and sacrifice there must come a unity 
of mankind in which discordant voices shall be silenced and the 
age of harmony be ushered in. Within the nation we look for 
political and social peace, established upon secure foundations of 
righteousness and justice; and between the nations we expect to 
see co-operation under the guidance and the restraint of moral law. 

With this vision of political and social unity we cannot fail to 
note that there is a new impulse toward the unification of man- 
kind in the sphere of religion, and it is so spontaneous in its origin 
and so lofty in its idealism that it stamps our earlier consideration 
of this matter as the merest trifling. 

I should fail to meet the supreme isaue of this critical time if 1 
were to address you* to-day on any other subject than that of 
Christian unity as viewed in the light of a world struggle for peace 
on the earth. 

In our overwhelming desire to accomplish this high purpose we 
dare not confine our hopes within the bounds of a merely Christian 
harmony. There is one God and Father of mankind, and our aim 
must be toward a world wide union of all His children ; but we shall 
be in a better position to deal with this larger question after we 
have established concord within our own borders, and for this rea- 
son we may and we must employ our best endeavor to discover the 
basis upon which the followers of Jesus Christ may in one body 
glorify God with one mind and one mouth. 

In approaching the study of this vital matter, we must realize the 
importance of maintaining our contact with realities while we reach 
toward the high ideal. A generous impulse is only one element in 
the complex process by which the disintegrating forces of past ages 
are to be converted into a movement toward organic unity. 

There is something more than mere coincidence in the fact that 
the present desire for Christian unity has arisen while the suffering 
nations are striving and praying for a just and lasting peace. The 
same elements of human nature which lead to political and social 
contentions operate in the religious world to create and multiply 
divisions, and the same principles which shall furnish the basis for 
peace between nations and classes, will be found applicable to nego- 
tiations which shall lead to the unity of Christendom. 

There are two human dispositions upon which we must fix our 
attention if we are to grasp the fundamental issue of the world war, 
and if we are to perceive the necessary conditions of peace. The 
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first of these is that instinctive desire for liberty, which is the fruit- 
ful stimulus of investigation, progress and creative activity. The 
second is the disposition toward social organization for the well- 
being of those who live together. A right conception of law and 
liberty must lie at the foundation of every theory which ainis at the 
happiness and harmony of human beings. , 

Here we must face the fact that there is a wide divergence of 
opinion as to the essential character of law, and, in consequence of 
this, there are mutually destructive theories as to the nature and 
quality of liberty. If law is to be regarded as the will of the strong, 
which the weak must obey under compulsion, it follows that lib- 
erty in any true sense becomes the exclusive property of the 
strong. To the weak it can mean only so much freedom of thought 
and action as may be permitted for the time being, and which may 
be revoked at the will of the master. It is a concession rather than 
an inherent and universal right. Under this theory of law and lib- 
erty, unity of organization must be maintained by force, and is 
liable at any time to be destroyed by an outbreak of the human dis- 
position toward liberty. If, on the other hand, we regard law as 
the progressive expression and embodiment of a common con- 
science, by which free people acquiesce in the regulation of per- 
sonal liberty for the greater good of the individual and the com- 
munity, it becomes a condition under which liberty is both defined 
and secured. 

That unity must be preserved by force, was the fundamental 
theory of those civilizations which preceded the Christian era, and 
of which the Roman Empire is the best known example, while 
unity as an expression of free co-operation is the basic principle 
of the civilization toward which the most enlightened nations have 
been moving more or less consciously from the beginning of Euro- 
pean history. It is for the final triumph of this principle that the 
free peoples of the world are now united in their contest with the 
reactionary powers of Central Europe and Asia Minor, and it is in 
this same political and social ideal that we must seek the elements 
of unity within the borders of Christendom. 

It cannot be secured by force, and it will not find Its expression 
in mere uniformity. It will come through the free co-operation of 
those who hold its fundamental truths in common, and it will be 
marked by the variety which is the constant fruit of free life. It 
will serve a useful purpose if we remember that ideals have a true 
existence even though their realization may be postponed, and their 
persistence in the face of seeming failure furnishes the ground on 
which we base our faith in the ultimate triumph of civilization. 
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Greece gave to the world the idea of political liberty, and Rome 
upheld for four hundred years the idea of unity under law. The 
civilization of the Greek City States perished because it had not 
sufficient power to withstand the pressure of larger political organ- 
izations, but its ideals have survived and they form the ground- 
work of the best political thought of our day. 

The Roman idea of unity failed because of the decadence which 
attended its insistence upon order at the expense of liberty. 
Where monotony takes the place of creative variety, life declines 
and unity is defeated by overinsistence upon itself. But while 
Rome perished, the idea of unity remained fixed in the European 
mind and reasserted itself under various forms during the turbulent 
ages which followed the overthrow of the older civilization. The 
Papacy was undoubtedly the most effective agency for preserving 
this idea during chaotic times, and its counterpart in the political 
world may be found in that somewhat nebulous entity known as 
the Holy Roman Empire, to the title of which the objection has 
been made that it was neither Holy, Roman nor an Empire. It was 
little more than an idea, but as such it had its value. 

In theory the Papacy was an ideal organ of unity, but in practice 
it broke down and became an instrument of division. It was 
unable to guarantee its own internal unity against the setting up 
of rival claimants to the See of St. Peter, and, by reason of its 
overinsistence upon assumed prerogatives, it invited revolt on the 
part of those in whom the instinct to liberty was beginning to 
reassert itself. If the reign of Innocent III. was the culminating 
point in the upward curve of papal power, we must remember 
also that it was made memorable by the granting of England's 
Great Charter in which the political and religious liberties of the 
nation are forever guaranteed. 

In the English Reformation, the important point to be noted 
is that the Papal jurisdiction was rejected as a condition of Cath- 
olic unity. The Church of England maintained stoutly that it 
was not separating itself from the unity of Christendom in repu- 
diating that which it regarded as a usurped authority. It 
retained all those features of corporate life which were necessary 
to preserve its continuity from primitive times, and it believed 
itself to be identically the same Church before and after its 
rejection of Papal jurisdiction. 

It is worthy of note that the same claim was put forth by 
reformers of the Continental type, as well as by those bodies in 
England which subsequently rejected the Episcopate. Without 
critical examination of the particular questions involved, we may, 
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nevertheless, take note of the fact that all these bodies professed 
to found their systems upon some features of primitive doctrine 
and in this way implied that they intended no departure from jthe 
fundamental unity of the Church as the Body of Christ. 

Had there been from the beginning a less rigorous insistence 
upon uniformity in matters of secondary importance it may rea- 
sonably be held that there would have been less tendency toward 
separate organization. In criticizing the uncompromising atti- 
tude of Churchmen throughout those centrifugal times it is no 
more than fair to recognize that there was real danger in the 
extreme radicalism and fanaticism of some independent move- 
ments, and we must remember also that these were fanned into 
fiercer flames by their relation to some burning political issues of 
the time. 

In spit? of all this we cannot fail to regret that the English 
Church sought to impose a Prayer Book upon Scotland, that Eng- 
lish Protestantism planted itself forcibly in Ireland, that Meth- 
odism was not welcomed by the Church of the Wesleys and that 
some leaders of the Oxford Movement were permitted to leave 
the Church in which their cherished principles have a recognized 
place to-day. 

It is worthy of note that national and political jealousies have 
played an influential part in the long process by which the divisions 
of Christendom have been created, and now that we are beginning 
to understand the forces which for a century have been working 
toward the present war, as well as those which have sought to 
avert it, we cannot fail to see that these are the same human 
elements which make for division or for unity in the Church of 
God. 

The strife of nations and the divisions of Christendom are both 
due to the suppression of liberty in the attempt to secure a perfect 
reign of law, and the return of the world's peace as well as the 
restoration of harmony among Christians will come when law has 
been recognized as the guarantee rather than the restriction of 
liberty. 

The past century has witnessed the birth of that real though 
elusive community consciousness which we call nationalism, and 
which is fundamentally an instinct toward freedom. Those who 
are conscious of affinity in their desire to live their own life, to 
realize their own visions of progress, and to cherish their own tra- 
ditions have come to regard national independence as a sacred 
right for which they are ready to sacrifice life itself. 

With this movement toward self-determination there has arisen 
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a demand for greater personal freedoAi within the nations. De- 
mocracy has raised its voice and has won recognition as the politi- 
cal theory which aims at securing the rights of individuals to live 
their own life under laws of their own making. This gives full 
play to individual enterprise and it results in the variety which is 
essential to progress. But if nations are to be at peace within 
themselves the liberty of the individual must be exercised with due 
regard to the good of others, and it is equally true that nations 
must recognize the rights of other nations if the great human 
family is to remain at peace. 

The law of international relations has been of slow growth and 
it may seem to have no real or practical existence, but we must not 
ignore the progress that has been made since the end of the 
Napoleonic Wars. The unity of Europe has been something of 
an illusion during the past one hundred years, and yet it has been 
a true and a persistent idea. From the so-called Holy Allistnce 
which originated in the pacific dreams of the Tsar Alexander I, to 
The Hague Tribunal which first met on the invitation of Nicholas 
II, all of the more important disputes of Europe have been settled 
by peace treaties drawn up by a Congress of the nations. The 
, concert of Europe has existed as an idea having for its object the 
ultimate determination of controversies through a conference of 
all the interested parties. In recent years there has been a grow- 
ing desire and tendency to develop some such institution into an 
effective agency for the settlement of all disputes by arbitration, 
and the failure to accomplish this high purpose has been due to 
the fact that the influence of one reactionary power has been used 
consistently to defeat this pacific project. The present war has 
shown the weakness of the earlier attempts at international comity, 
but it has none the less proved to the nations that their life and 
happiness depend upon the regulation of their mutual relations by 
the same moral principles which govern those of enlightened and 
self-respecting gentlemen. Since the world has become a unit, 
the political expression of that unity has become a moral necessity. 

I feel that this world process which we have been considering 
furnishes the plane upon which we may project our ideas of Chris- 
tian imity. It may be unwise to offer a programme at the present 
stage of our thought. It may be better to speak of a tendency 
and an ideal rather than a definite plan, but we may lay down cer- 
tain principles which the experience of nations has shown to be 
necessary. 

First, we may assume that the desired unity will give assurance 
of liberty and variety within the limits of those fundamental prin- 
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ciples which are necessary to the existence of Christianity as a 
definite religio:i. There must be no imposition of unessential 
features of organization or worship. There must be no insistence 
upon definition of doctrine as distinguished from the simple jind 
honest statement of the fundamental verities which have been held 
everywhere always and by all Christian people. There must be 
tender reverence for traditions of all kinds : Greek and Latin, Eng- 
lish, Scoth and Irish as well as those of other races. Our outlook 
must be world wide, and the word Catholic must acquire a con- 
notation corresponding to its original content as well as to the 
larger outlook of to-day. Assurance must be given that no part 
of Christendom will be asked to give up any doctrines, or any 
established practices which are not subversive of the established 
foundations. The difficulties which seem to arise under this head 
will disappear when we all come, with fair and open minds, to 
study the religious systems of those with whom we have not been 
in accord. Through lack of inforniation and by reason of partisan 
prejudices many bodies of Christians are credited with holding 
views which they themselves repudiate, and legitimate differences 
have frequently been exaggerated to the magnitude of impassable 
obstacles. 

It is not to be expected that Christians will ever come to think 
and to feel exactly alike on all matters which have to do with their 
religion, but we may venture to hope that the time is not far distant 
when they will be able to recognize that variety is a necessary and 
desirable feature of life. 

Within the borders of the Episcopal Church it has been found 
possible for brethren to dwell together in unity while exhibiting 
at the same time a diversity of theory and practice which is suf- 
ficient to embrace very nearly all known varieties of Christian 
thought and custom. It ought to be so. Extremists and mod- 
erates have much to learn one from another, and toleration of 
variety among ourselves has given us the experience by which we 
are enabled to say to others that the larger unity is possible as soon 
as all are agreed to adopt the same spirit of larger toleration. 

I assume that there must be agreement in the fundamentals of 
Christian faith and practice, and I am aware that I shall invite 
criticism if I attempt to *state what the fundamentals are, but it 
would be futile to say anything at all if we may not venture to 
discuss the essential points. 

I would make two groups of those who profess and call them- 
selves Christians. First, there are those who hold the faith which 
is declared in the Nicene Creed, and who assent to that decree of 
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the Council of Chalcedon which forbids the setting forth of any- 
other " Faith " or any other " Symbol." A distinction is drawn 
here between the expression of the Faith in certain words and the 
belief which is declared through these words. The Greek, Latin 
and Anglican Communions might be expected to agree on the pre- 
cise wording of the Nicene Symbol, seeing that they do not differ 
as to the doctrine set forth in their slightly variant forms. The 
return of all these parties to the original wording as finally ap- 
proved by the Council of Chalcedon would be a simple and logical 
solution of this problem. Among the Christian bodies represented 
in the Federation of Churches in this country there is an expressed 
agreement as to their belief in the Deity of Our Lord Jesus Christ 
and a recognition of Him as the Saviour of the world. I venture 
to hold that any one who honestly and sincerely holds this belief 
may be regarded as holding the faith of the Nicene Symbol in its 
most fundamental and necessary substance. In response to a sim- 
ilar statement, St. Philip baptized the Ethiopian Eunuch and it 
seems probable that such a confession would have been regarded 
as meeting requirements in the Apostolic Age. The Nicene Creed 
was set forth to defend this faith against the attacks of those who 
denied the Deity of our Lord, and it should not be employed to 
exclude from the Unity of His Body those who truly believe in 
Him and who give evidence of it by their devotion and self-sacri- 
ficing labors to extend His Kingdom. Many of these were bap- 
tized into the Church of Christ on their simple confession of Him 
as the Divine Lord and Saviour. We acknowledge the validity 
of such a baptism and we recognize such persons as members of 
the Body of Christ. In so doing we do not give up the Nicene 
Creed as the one adequate symbol of the Catholic faith ; we merely 
assert the fundamental unity of baptized persons. 

In another group I must place those who accept the moral and 
religious leadership of Jesus Christ, but who deny that He is 
divine in any sense which may not be employed in a lesser degree 
as applying to other men. I refrain from passing judgment upon 
such, because I am imperfectly informed as to their tenets and it 
may be that many of them approximate more closely to the tra- 
ditional faith of Christendom than their verbal declarations seem 
to us to indicate. It is, however, difficult to include them in that 
unity of belief which may be regarded as characteristic of those 
who have been included in the former group. 

I do not find great difficulty in ofFering a view of the Sacrapients 
in which all believers in Jesus Christ may find unity of belief and 
practice. These are things which are to be done rather than to 
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be defined. The authority to administer Sacraments will be con- 
sidered under the head of Ministry, so that for the present we may 
confine ourselves to the meaning which must be attached to them. 
If we assume, as I do in all that I am saying, that Jesus Christ is 
accepted as the Divine Saviour of men, I believe that we can leave 
the interpretation of Baptism and Holy Communion to each be- 
liever as a matter of personal experience between him and his 
Lord. There are particular questions concerning baptism and the 
Lord's Supper which have to be studied in detail, but I do not 
believe that they would raise obstacles to unity if there were a 
general agreement to abstain from imposing definitions upon those 
who regard Sacraments as the outward and visible signs of a per- 
sonal relation to the living Christ. We may not deny to any one 
any truth that he may find in them, lest perchance we should be 
found to interpose a barrier between Christ and the soul to which 
He is speaking. 

The same principle may apply to other sacramental acts and 
ordinances. Those which are not necessary to salvation for men 
in general may not be required of all, nor may any be deprived 
of the help which they find in a wider application of the sacra- 
mental principle, which is indeed a universal principle of human 
life. 

Forms and Ceremonies need not stand in the way of Unity. 
Where Baptism is administered with water and with the words 
which our Lord has given us, the necessary outward conditions are 
observed. In the Eucharist it is essential that the elements and 
words which our Lord used at the institution should be used by 
us when we " Do this " in remembrance of Him, Tradition and 
Scripture are practically unanimous on these points which cover 
all thai is essential for the unity of Christendom in form and cere- 
mony. Were no more than this required, it is probable that there 
would be confusing variety for a time, but, in the atmosphere of 
liberty, the better forms would win their way, and those which 
have been found adequate through long centuries would prove 
their value in times to come. 

The chief difficulty lies with the question of the ministry. We 
must recognize the fact that a large number of Christians hold that 
there is no valid or regular priesthood beyond the jurisdiction of 
the Papacy. There are others who believe that a valid and regu- 
lar priesthood requires and is sufficiently assured by ordination 
at the hands of a bishop. There are others still who reject the 
idea of priesthood as necessary to a valid ministry, and who believe 
that authority to officiate for the congregation may be conferfec 
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by pastors, or by the body of the people acting for themselves. It 
will not do to apply the principle of laissez faire to these existing 
varieties and to say let them grow together until the harvest, 
because, as a matter of fact, they do not grow together and they 
serve to perpetuate disunion. What we want is to have an ac- 
cepted standard of ministry which will make it possible for all 
Christians to receiv^e the Sacraments at the hands of any minister 
without feeling that an essential principle has been violated. We 
wish for such a fundamental and essential unity of ministerial char- 
acter that all who share in the sacred oflfice may without incon- 
sistency exchange one with another in the exercise of their func- 
tions. It is not necessary that they should do this actually and 
indiscriminately. For a long time it might be better that they 
should continue to serve their people in the ways to which they 
have become accustomed. The main point is that such interchange 
should involve no question of principle. 

There is one point on which we should keep our attention fixed 
if we are not to be diverted from our principal aim. We must 
have a continuous ministry which shall be in practical unity with 
the ministry of all the Christian ages. Our chief aim is not to 
support or to deny the claim of the Papacy as an organ of unity, 
nor is it to maintain the claim of the Episcopate to embody the 
Apostolic Succession in a particularly defined order. We ask 
merely that there shall be a guaranteed, regular and universally 
recognized ministry with unquestioned authority to perform all 
the functions of the prophetic and priestly offices. 

In the Greek, Latin and Anglican Communions it is held that 
ordination by a bishop is the chief element in conferring authority 
to minister as a priest in the Church of God. I pass over ques- 
tions of form and matter, as well as those of jurisdiction, because 
these are of a subsidiary nature and could be answered without 
difficulty were there agreement on the main question. Let us note 
that ordination by bishops has been the accepted rule in the three 
bodies named from the earliest time of which we have any record, 
and that for fifteen hundred years it was the universal practice. 

Now let us consider that very respectable minority of Christians 
who do not believe in the necessity of Episcopal ordination. 
Those who serve them are true ministers of Christ, conspicuous for 
faith and devotion. Only the blindest bigotry can deny that they 
exhibit the fruits of the spirit in their lives and in the results of 
their labors. We who share in the older tradition of ministerial 
continuity are ready to grant all that they themselves claim as to 
the nature and validity of their office. The one thing that remains 
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is that they are not one with us in that which seems to us to con- 
stitute union with the continuous ministry of all the Christian ages. 

Two questions await answer. First, are we willing to grant to 
them that which we possess and which they appear to us to lack, 
giving it on no condition save this that they believe Jesus Christ 
to be the Divine Saviour of the world and that they will administer 
the Sacraments which Christ ordained with the elements and words 
which are of His appointment? Second, will they for the sake of 
unity accept that which would enable us to regard them as having 
full title to a share in the universal ministry, reserving to them- 
selves freedom to continue in such practices of religion as repre- 
sent their devotion to the Lord and Saviour of all? 

It is not for me to assume that the Greek and Latin Chufches 
would assent to this. I can only express the hope that out of the 
community of feeling which must be engendered by a world's suf- 
fering in war, there may grow a magnanimity which will remove 
all obstacles to unity. The Church of Rome has the opportunity 
now to offer peace terms which the entire Christian world could 
accept without the sacrifice of any principle. Let us pray that 
the Spirit of God may so guide her that the great opportunity may 
not pass. In all this world tragedy. I can see but one supreme and 
universal Person. It is Jesus Christ the Son of God who became 
man that mankind might find its unity in Him. Whatever shall 
tend to that end I desire to serve and promote. If the unity of 
mankind shall be better secured by the establishment of a spiritual 
centre whose traditions shall aid in unifying our devotion to the 
one Lord and Saviour, I shall not refuse to accept such a Roman 
primacy as stall make for order without seeking to suppress lib- 
erty or to destroy variety. If Episcopacy requires modification in 
order to adapt it to present conditions and to harmonize it with the 
general tendency toward democracy, I am ready to return to the 
days when every important city had its bishop. I am not con- 
cerned with pride of office or extent of jurisdiction for these are 
of little importance. The great thing is that we should set aside 
mere preferences and bend all our efforts toward unity of faith and 
of the knowledge of the Son of God which shall make His Church 
a power for the maintenance of peace on the earth.

On the first Tuesday in May, A. D. 1918, the day appointed for 
the meeting of the Annual Convention of the Diocese of Albany, 
the Bishop of the Diocese having designated the Guild House of 
the Cathedral Church of AH Saints in the City and Diocese of 
Albany as the place of meeting of the Fiftieth Annual Convention, 
the Bishop and a number of other Clergy and Lay Deputies assem- 
bled in the Guild House at eight o'clock in the evening. 

In accordance with Section 1, Canon I, of the Diocese, the Bishop 
presented a List of Clergy canonically resident in the Diocese.

The Secretary presented evidence of the presence of a quorum and 
the Right Rev. President declared the Convention organized and 
ready for business. 

The election of officers being in order, on motion of the VtXL 
W. H. Larom, the Rev. William C. Prout was elected Secretary. 

The Secretary appointed the Rev. Canon Fulcher as Assistant 
Secretary. 

On motion of the Rev. W. C. Prout, the Rev. Frederick S. Sill, 
D. D., was elected Registrar. 

On motion of the Rev. W. C. Prout, Mr. Selden E. Marvin was 
elected Treasurer. 

The Right Rev. President appointed as the Committee on Cre- 
dentials of Lay Deputies, the Rev. Frederick T. Ashton and Mr. 
Robert Lenox Banks, with the Secretary of the Convention. 

The Right Rev. President appointed as the Committee on the

The Bishop of the Diocese read his Annual Address. 

On motion of the Rev. Charles C. Harriman, the following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted by a rising vote : 

Resolved, That the Convention of the EHocese of Albany, here duly convened, 
place itself on record as giving its unqualified support and approval to the 
National Government and the President of the United States in requisitioning 
such power and talents as God has so richly given to this Nation and people, 
to secure by force of arms a final victory over those evil and sinister forces 
which threaten Democracy and Christianity alike. And furthermore, that this 
Convention, through its representatives and delegates, pledge " In the Faith once 
and for all delivered to the Saints," the continued loyalty and support of those 
whom it represents, to the further prosecution of this war until such time as a 
lasting and Christian peace may be assured, and that it does this in the con- 
scious realization of the personal sacrifices of life and love which such an 
ideal involves. 

On Motion of the Ven. Archdeacon Brooks, it was 

Resolved, That the Right Rev. President appoint two clergymen and two 
laymen as a committee to which may be referred all resolutions offered in the 
Convention, except such as are properly referable to the Committee on the Con- 
stitution and Canons. 

The President appointed the Ven. Roelif H. Br.ooks, the Rev.

Resolved, That the Board. of Missions be and it is hereby directed to take 
such proceedings as may be necessary for the transfer to "The Trustees of 
the Episcopal Fund" of the episcopal residence and the land in connection 
therewith. 

Resolved, That the resolution passed by the Convention in 1904 directing The 
Union Trust Company of Albany, N. Y., as trustee, to pay the income from the 
trust fund held by it for " The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund " to the secretary 
of the Committee on the Bishop's Salary be and the same is hereby rescinded, 
and that until the further order of this Convention the said Union Trust Com- 
pany, as such trustee, pay over the net income from said trust fund to the 
treasurer of "The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund." 

On motion of the Rev. D. Charles White, it was 

Resolved. That a committee of three clergymen and three laymen be appointed 
to present to this Convention a plan by which the attention of the vestries and 
parishes of the Diocese may be called to the imperative need of making an 
increase in the salaries or stipends of their rectors. 

The Right Rev. President appointed as the Committee on the 
Increase of the Stipends of Rectors, the Rev. Oliver S. Newell, the 
Ven. R. H. Brooks, the Rev. H. R. Freeman, D. D., Mr. DeLancey 
M. Ellis, Mr. Samuel B. Coffin and Mr. C. H. Upham. 

On motion of Mr. Russell M. Johnston, the following resolutions 
were adopted : 

Resolved, That "The Trustees of the Fund for the Support of Aged and 
Infirm Clerory" and "The Trustees of the Fund for Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergymen " be and each are hereby directed to transfer the net 
income from their respective endowments to "The Church Pension Fund," a 
corporation created and existing under Chapter 97 of the Laws of 1914, upon 
the agreement that "The Church Pension Fund" assume all obligations for 
pensions which have been assumed by the respective corporations above men- 
tion and that said Pension Fund, after payment of said obligations, apply the 
' balance of the incomes so to be received by it to the reduction of the assess- 
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ment on the parishes and missions of the Diocese of Albany, which have or shall 
hereafter be insured by the said "The Church Pension Fund." 

Resolved, That said corporations above mention, as soon as authorized by law, 
be and each is hereby authorized to enter into a contract with the said "The 
Church Pension Fund " upon the lines above indicated. 

Resolved, That an application be made to ,the Legislature by each of said 
corporations for amendment to their charters authorizing them to make such a 
contract as is above specified, and also authorizing each to transfer and convey 
all of their property and such property as they shall hereafter acquire to a 
trust company organized and existing under the laws of this State to be desig- 
nated by each of said corporations and subject to the approval of this Con- 
vention; such moneys and property to be held by such trust company in trust 
and the income from such money and property to be paid and apportioned by 
such trust company to the said corporations and their duly authorized officers. 

Resolved, That the Secretary in preparing the Journal of the Convention, as 
far as practicable, insert preceding the reports of the various diocesan corpora- 
tions a statement of the laws under which each corporation is organized. 

On motion of the Rev. Thomas L. Cole, a resolution reported by 
the Committee on Amendments to the Religious Corporations Law 
of the State of New York, was referred to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. (See Report of the Committee on the Religious Corporations 
Law, page 175.) 

On motion of the Hon. Samuel B. Coffin, the following resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Resolutions : * 

Whereas, The synod of the Second Province has appointed a committee to 
appeal to the dioceses for scholarships for St. Stephen's College, and 

Whereas, The committee has proposed for the consideration of the synod a 
method by which each diocese may be ultimately represented in the Board of 
Trustees of St. Stephen's College. 

Resolved, First, that this Convention endorse the action of the synod at its 
last annual meeting in New York City. Second, that this Convention recom- 
mend to the synod that St. Stephen's College be an official college of the 
Province. Third,- that this Convention appropriate or provide by some other 
method the sum of $450 each year for four years, until the sum of $1,800 
annually is reached, thus maintaining one additional scholar each year until 
there are continually four scholars in residence at the college from this Diocese; 
that these scholars shall be preferably sons of clergymen and that this arrange- 
ment shall begin in September, 1018.

Resolved, That the Diocese of Albany, in convention assembled, docs hereby 
give its approval^ and consent to the application of St. Faith's School for recog- 
nition by the Province of New York and New Jersey as an approved church 
secondary school for girls.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE t:LERGY RESERVE FUND. 

The Canon establishing the Clergy Reserve Fund was established at the 
Convention of 1890. The amount of this fund reported to the Convention of 
1900 was $1,051.34. The Rev. William White Hance offered a resolution, " That 
the Treasurer of the Clergy Reserve Fund add to his report and have printed 
a statement showing how this fund is invested." In accordance with this the 
treasurer made the following supplemental report: 

" In accordance with a resolution adopted by the Convention with reference 
to the investment of the Clergy Reserve Fund, your treasurer begs to report 
that up to the present time this fund has been held subject to loan, without 
interest, made to the Diocesan Fund and to the Theological Education Fund, 
both of which have had regular expenses which it was found necessary to meet, 
and he has felt no receipts from assessments or contributions could be credited 
to them. Your treasurer has deemed it a better policy temporarily to replenish 
these funds in the above manner, rather than to be obliged to borrow the 
amounts necessary from the bank, and in consequence to be liable for interest 
on such amounts when needed. 

" Your treasurer believes that owing to the fact that the Clergy Reserve Fund 
is now over $1,000 in value, it will be possible to invest about one-half of this 
amount in some standard security, the rest being held as previously mentioned." 

In 1901 Journal, page 116, the treasurer reports the total fund $1,118.45, of

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which $750 deposited in the Albany City Savings Institution, the balance loaned 
to the Diocesan Fund and the Theological Education Fund. £. Jay Cooke 
reports for the committee on this fund and finds it correct. 

In 1962 Journal, page 122, total $1,149.81, of which $750 in the Savings Insti- 
tution. No report of a committee on this report. 

In 1903 Journal, page 91, total $1,248.86. Balance in savings bank $389.94. 
No action taken. 

In 1904 Journal, page 1I9, total $1,272.08. Balance in savings bank $403.67. 
Approved by W. W. Ellsworth, W. B. French, L. H. Phillips, the committee. 

1905. Total of fund $1,291.11. Amount in savings bank $417.89. 

1916 Journal, page loi, total reported $1,418.44. The interest on the amount 
deposited in savings bank for one year $2.72. This indicates that the principal 
amount of this fund is in existence in the form of an obligation on the part 
of the Diocesan and Theological Education Funds, but has been used by these 
funds to save the expenditure of money for interest on loans which might have 
been made at a bank. The trustees are bound to say that they shared with the 
Convention the belief that these temporary loans were replaced and that the 
fund was intact. 

It appears further that in accordance with the provisions of Canon 18 no 
clergyman may be a beneficiary of this fund whose salary exceeds $1,000 per 
year, nor shall any clergyman receive the annuity who has allowed the parish 
or mission under his charge to neglect its annual contribution to the fund. No 
contributions have been made by any parish for many years and, for this reason, 
it is dou'btful whether any clergyman is now qualified to benefit from this fund. 

In view of all the circumstances the Trustees of the Clergy Reserve Fund 
recommend the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the treasurer of the Clergy Reserve Fund be directed to pay 
to the treasurer of the trusteed of the Fund for the Support of the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of Albany, 
such sum of money as may be carried by him in savings bank accounts. 

Resolved, That Canon 18 be abolished and that the other Canons of the Diocese 
be renumbered accordingly.

3. That there be referred to this committee such portions of the Report of 
the Committee on the State of the Church contained in the Journal of the 
Diocesan Convention for 1916, above referred to, and of this present report of 
said committee as pertain to the subject matter under consideration and also 
all communications in the hands of the Committee on the State of the Church 
offering suggestions concerning such subject matter.

Albany, N. Y., May 7, 1918. 

To the Convention the Secretary of the Convention respectfully reports; 

The minutes of the Convention of 191 7 were prepared for printing and sub- 
mitted to the chairman of the committee appointed to consider them. 
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Application for admission to union with the Convention was received from 
Trinity Church, Gloversville, together with a formal order of the Supreme 
Court of New York declaring extin6t the two parishes of Christ Church, 
Gloversville, and St. Paul's, Gloversville; all the documents were duly forwarded 
to the chairman of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches. 

A letter has been received from the secretary of the General Social Service 
Commission asking for an apportionment of $30 for the work of the Commission, 
and one from the General Board of Religious Education asking for an apportion- 
ment of $702. 

Appended to this report are some resolutions of the Binghamton Clericus in 
regard to the redistribution of the territor>' of the State of New York into a 
number of small dioceses.

Whereas, The present geographical distribution of the counties of New York 
State into dioceses was made without regard, in many cases, to the present 
transportation systems of the State and is therefore, unpractical in many 
instances, and 

WheIieas, The large extent of territory embraced by each diocese renders 
close episcopal supervision and frequent episcopal visitation impossible with the 
limited time available for each Bishop of the State, and 

Whereas, The great amount of detail and committee work incident upon 
such large dioceses further increases the difficulty of pastoral oversight and 
care, therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Binghamton Clericus, comprising clergy- 
men from the Dioceses of Albany, Western New York and Central New York, 
that the State of New York should be redistributed into a number of smaller 
dioceses, and be it further 

Resolved, That such division should be along lines of transportation and 
without regard to county or other political boundaries.

in explanation of the unusually large balance on hand January i, 1918, your 
Ti<!asurer begs to call your attention to the fact that during the year covered 
by this report no payment was made for the entertainment of the clergy while 
in attendance upon the Convention and that only $16.94 was paid out for mileage. 
These two items alone generally amount to over $800, so that had they been 
included in the above payments we should have shown a deficit existing in the 
fund. 

In this connection your Treasurer wishes to call your attention to the falling 
off in the payments of this assessment during the year and to urge most seriously 
the prompt and full payments of this obligation by the various parishes and 
mission stations. 

The Convention at this session will be required to provide for the following 
purposes : Mileage of the clergy in attendance upon the Convention, the enter- 
tainment of such clergy and of the lay delegates requesting it while the Con- 
vention is in session ; printing of the Journal of the Convention and other 
necessary printing; taxes, repairs and insurance on the Bishop's House; the 
dues from this Diocese to the next General Convention; the allowances to be 
made to the clerical delegates to the next General Convention; the salary of 
the Secretary; the traveling expenses of the Bishop; the expenses of the 
Registrar; the interest on the mortgage on the Bishop's House; the expenses of 
the Synod ; the premiums on the Secretary's salary to the Clergy Pension Fund ; 
the interest account and sundry current expenses.

Clerk's office, Book i of Incorporations, page 54). 

During the year covered by this report several new funds have come into 
the hands of the Trustees. 

A bequest under the will of Jane C. Stott, deceased, has been received. This 
consisted of thirty-two shares of the capital stock of the Farmers' National 
Bank of Hudson. By direction of the board this stock has been sold and the 
proceeds reinvested. According to the terms of the decedent's will, the income 
from this fuhd is to be used primarily for the benefit of the Church of St. John 
the Evangelist at Stockport. 

A fund of $2,000 has been placed in our hands by Julia S. DeWitt, Susan 
W. S. Holley, Frederick T. Sherman and Arnold W. Sherman, to be known as 
the " Frederick T. and Susan H. Sherman Fund," the income of which is to 
be used for the benefit of St. Matthew's Church, Unadilla, and for the care of 
the cemetery attached thereto.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 

(Incorporated under chapter 398 of the Laws of 1869; chapter 783 of the Laws 

of 1870; chapter 244 of the Laws of 1904.) 

To the Convention of the Diocese of Albany; 

" The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of Albany " respectfully 
report as follows : 

This corporation was organized by chapter 398 of the Laws of 1869. Sub- 
sequently the charter of the corporation was amended by chapter 783 of the 
Laws of 1870 and by chapter 244 of the Laws of 1904. 

The name of the corporation indicates the object for which it was created. 

From time to time funds were obtained from various sources for an endowment, 
the income of which being used in the payment of the Bishop's salary, and the 
Episcopal residence was purchased and the title to the same was taken in the 
name of this corporation. Afterwards, pursuant to a resolution of the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, the title to the Episcopal residence was transferred to 
the Board of Missions, which now holds the same. 

It seems that since 1868 there has been a committee on the Bishop's salary, 
although the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund was organized the same year, and 
the corporation and the committee have both been in existence at the same time 
and to the present time. 

By the authority conferred by chapter 244 of the Laws of 1904, the Trustees 
of the Episcopal Fund transferred to The Union Trust Company of Albany, 
N. Y., the trust fund held by it, which fact was reported to the Convention. 

Tbe Diocesan Convention of 1904, pursuant to the authority given to it by 
said chapter 244 of the Laws of 1904, directed The Union Trust Company to pay 
the net income from said trust fund to the Secret^^ry of the Committee on the 
Bishop's Salary. This resolution is still in force. In consequence of the afore- 
said resolution the functions of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund ceased 
except to receive a report from The Union Trust Company as to the condition 
of the fund and report the same to the Convention. 

This condition of aflFairs continued until the Diocesan Convention of 1917, 
where something had to be done so far as the organization of the Trustees 
was concerned, as at that time there were no officers, and a legacy had been 
left to the corporation which could not be receipted for except, by an officer 
having authority. 

After the November Convention the Trustees met and organized by the 
election of Mr. Ide as president, Mr. Palmer as secretary, and Mr. Johnston as 
treasurer, and authorized Mr. Johnston to receive the legacy and to receipt for 
the same. The legacy has been received and transferred to The Union Trust 
Company as trustee. 

It would seem, if the purposes for which this corporation was created are to 
be carried out, that the funds collected by the Committee on the Bishop's Salary 
should be paid to the treasurer of it to be disbursed as directed by the Con- 
vention, or the money collected for the Bishop's salary should be paid direct 
to the corporation and the Committee on the Bishop's Salary discontinued. 
Also that the Episcopal residence should be transferred by the Board of Mis- 
sions to the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, as the property is clearly part of the 
Episcopal endowment and should be held by the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

That the resolution passed by the Convention in 1904 directing The Union 
Trust Company, as trustee, to pay the income from the trust fund to the secre- 
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tary of the Committee on the Bishop's Salary should be rescinded; that the 
income from said trust fund should be paid by the Trust Company to the 
treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, and that the treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Episcopal Fund should pay to the Bishop his salary. 

Attached to this report is the financial statement furnished by The Union 
Trust Company as trustee. All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF WILLIAM GORHAM RICE, TREASURER OF THE BOARD 
OF MISSIONS, FOR THE FOURTEEN MONTHS ENDED 

DECEMBER 31, 1917. 

(Board of Missions, organized under chapter 13 of the Laws of 1870; chapter 

II of the Laws of 1906.) 

In presenting this my nineteenth and last report, as Treasurer of the Board 
of Missions, I desire to express appreciation of the courtesies which I have 
received through many years in the Board and from the clergy and laity in all 
parts of the Diocese. It has been a gratification to be associated with so 
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devoted and earnest a body of men and women, and it is with deep regret 
that I find pressure of other duties compelling me to relinquish this work. 

During my treasurership the trust funds in the custody of the Board of 
Missions have much increased. The Permanent Fund, chiefly by the bequests 
of Barnard, Meads, Wynkoop, Carter, Smith, Van Rensselaer, Doane, Cum- 
mings, Thompson and Lennon, has become approximately $100,000; and the 
General Marvin Memorial Fund by many small gifts reached almost $5,000. 
The aggregate of receipts and payments during my term has been over $500,000, 
and by good fortune, no security which I have purchased has defaulted in 
interest or principal. Stipends have been paid regularly upon quarter days, and 
neither the Convention nor the Board has been asked to make up a deficit. 

The Board of Missions has lately assumed the payment of Pension Fund 
premiums for those occupying missionary S'tations in the Diocese. This new 
demand, together with the fact that apportionments are not yielding the $10,000 
a year, originally planned, indicates a deficit in the future. Such deficit will 
assuredly exist unless the situation is changed, either by largely increased gifts 
or bequests, by increased contributions from the parishes, or by a decrease in 
. diocesan expenditures. The problem presented is one particularly demanding 
the careful consideration of the Convention at this session. 

The Board, at the date of the ending of this report, owes for money bor- 
rowed at the bank, $1,500. This debt is more than offset by the total of the 
following cash items: a bond of the par value of $1,000 (present market value 
about $900), which is held in the surplus fund, the cash balance of $34589 carried 
forward to 1918, and $425 of coupons, past due, but not deposited. 

The Board has now in its custody trust funds valued in total at $128,055.79. 

First. The Board holds as a Permanent Fund $99,575.76, the income of which 
is used for Diocesan Missions. The Permanent Fund represents securities and

$44,323.92, 1904-1905 ; Miss Sarah R. Meads, $950, October 6, 1905 ; Church of Our 
Saviour, Lebanon Springs, $500, April 11, 1906; Miss M. J. Wynkoop, $500, 
February 26, 1907; Grace Mission, Jonesville, $184, October 31, 1907; Rev. G. G. 
Carter, $1,000, November 19, 1909; Mrs. Lucinda F. Smith, $500, July 11, 1910;

The income 
of $1,500 of this fund, received in 1881 from the Misses Austin, is paid as a 
special additional stipend for St. Paul's Church, Oak Hill; the income of $500 
of this fund, received from the Church of Our Saviour, Lebanon Springs, is 
credited annually as a missionary contribution from that parish; the income 
of $382 received from St. John's Church, East Line, and of $184 received from 
Grace Mission, Jonesville, is used for the benefit of these church respectively 
as the Board may direct ; the income of the Julia W. Lennon bequest is payable 
n account of the salary of the rector of Calvary Church. Cairo. One thousand 
ollars of the Permanent Fund is considered the Mary Dexter Adams Fund.

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THE REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 

FROM JANUARY i TO DATE. 

< 

This report is necessarily a supplementary one, the report for the year 1917 

having been made by my predecessor, but a word or two concerning the present 

and the future may be in order. 

By reason of the change in the termination of the church year, and, further, 
by reason of the assessments levied on the salaries of the missionaries by the 
Church Pension Fund, it became apparent at the beginning of the year that there 
would be a serious deficit at the end of this year if no provision were made to 
meet it. The situation was laid before the Executive Committee of the Board 
of Missions and, in accordance with their authority, an appeal was issued to 
the several parishes of the Diocese urging them to add 30 per cent, to their 
apportionment for Diocesan Missions for the present year. The two months 
between November i and January i really created a fourteen months' year, during 
which time stipends must be paid as usual, but the parishes in their apportion- 
ments had, for the most part, overlooked this additional period, feeling that 
their apportionments were met for the year on November i as before. For 
this purpose we asked one-sixth of each parish's apportionment be added. Based 
on available figures, the total of the pension assessments for the year will be 
about $1,200, or approximately one-eighth of the total apportionment of $10,000 
which has beem levied among the parishes of the Diocese. Together these two 
items amount to about 30 per cent. It must be understood that this emergency 
is for the present year only, as th^ termination of the church year will undoubtedly 
remain fixed and. provision for the pensions will be made in the apportionment 
for 1919. The Board of Missions recently voted to pay missionaries' stipends 
monthly. It is going to be difficult to do this unless they have the cooperation 
of the parishes of the Diocese in the way of paying apportionments. The 
Treasurer now has borrowed $1,700 in order to enable him to meet these pay- 
ments promptly. The following table may be of interest : 

4 parishes have paid entire apportionment for 1918 plus 30%, 
10 other parishes have paid entire apportionment for 1918, 

6 other parishes have paid one-half of 1918 apportionment plus 30%, 
40 parishes have paid one-half of 1918 apportionment, 

2 parishes have paid one-quarter of 1918 plus 30%, 
23 parishes have paid one-quarter of 1918 apportionment, 
34 parishes have paid nothing on 1918 apportionment, 

9 parishes have paid on 1918 apportionment, but in arrears for back 
years, 

13 parishes are in arrears for 1918 and part or all for 1917, 

14 parishes have paid nothing for 1916, 1917, 1918. 

If all of the parishes of the Diocese had paid the amount of their apportion- 
ment due up to this time, namely, one-half of 1918, the story would have been 
a vei'y different one. It is probably too much to wish that parishes might make 
remittances to the Treasurer promptly, thus doing away with the necessity of 
formal notices quarterly. There is considerable expense involved in this which 
might better be devoted to the direct purposes of the missionaries' funds. I 
anticipate that many will feel that on account of war times and the extraordi- 
nary conditions of the present that it is more than difficult to obtain money at 
this time. On the other hand, I am sure there are quite a proportion who will 
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ag^ee with me that there has never in our day been a greater willingness to give 
than at this time, and the giving is not confined to war purposes. Furthermore, 
in these days of stress, the church means more to the men and women of the 
country than it has ever meant before. 

There is another point which is that 4ht word " apportionment " has come to 
have a new meaning in this country. It does not mean simply that those against 
whom it is levied shall meet it if they can do so without special effort and at 
their convenience, but it means to them a self-imposed obligation which must 
be met and which each should strive to surpass. I think we should take advan- 
tage of the conception of the word which the national and other campaigns now 
being carried on have given it. 

I bespeak your cooperation in putting this fund beyond the necessity of bor- 
rowing money and particularly do I bespeak an effort on the part of those 
parishes which are in arrears to a greater or less extent — some 65 in number — 
to making up these deficiencies, putting themselves into the same class with those 
who are meeting their apportionment promptly and in full.

REPORT NUMBER i OF THE COMMITTEE ON CANONS. 

The Committee on Canons, to whom were referred sundry resolutions pro- 
posing amendm)ents to the Canons and Rules of Order required by the change 
in the time of the meeting of the Convention and other changes, respectfully 
recommend the passage of the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That Canon XVIII (of the Clergy Reserve Fund) be abolished 
and that the other canons be renumbered accordingly. 

2. Resolved, That section 4 of Canon IX be amended so as to read as follows : 
Sec. 4. The Convention at each regular annual meeting shall elect four Clergy- 
men and four Laymen to act as Deputies from this Diocese to the Provincial 
Synod of the Province of New York and New Jersey, which Deputies shall hold 
their respective offices until their successors are elected, and shall be Deputies 
to any meeting of the said Provincial Synod which may be held during their con- 
tinuance in office. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority, at least ten days before the meeting of the Synod, their 
acceptance of the appointment and their intention to perform its duties ; in default 
of which the Ecclesiastical Authority shall select and appoint so many Clergy 
or Lay as may be necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation 
of the Diocese. 

3. Resolved, That section 2 of Canon XIXI be amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Congregation of this Diocese to con- 
tribute, at least once in each year, by weekly or monthly offerings, or in some 
other systematic way, to the Missions of the Diocese ; the Domestic and Foreign 
Missions and other departments of Missionary work under the control of the 
General Convention; the support of the Episcopate; the expenses of the Con- 
'on; the education of young men for the Holy Ministry; and the support

and education of orphan children ; the offerings to be sent to the Treasurers of 
irlie funds for which they are made, and the amounts of all such contributions 
to form dfstinct items in the Annual Parochial Report. 

4. Resolved, That section 2 of Canon XXII be amended so as to read as 
follows : 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of such Committee to meet in each year at some 
i:ime between the fifteenth day of April and the date of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, at the place or places where the Treasurers of the above- 
named funds reside, or where the securities in their keeping are deposited, and 
make an examination of such securities and of all books, papers, vouchers, etc., 
relating to them, and prepare a report to be presented to the Annual Convention 
next ensuing. 

5. Resolved, That Rule of Order 6 be amended by inserting a new sub-item 
under item XXII to be lettered E and to read as follows : 

E. On the Church Pension Fund. 

The following sub-items to be relettered accordingly. 

6. Resolved, That Rule of Order 6 be amended by inserting a new sub-item 
under item XXII to be lettered L and to read as follows : 

L. On Apportionments.

The Committee on Canons, to whom was referred the following resolution,

Resolved, That Canon 14, section 3, of the Canons of the Diocese, be amended 
by adding a paragraph to read as follows : " At its meeting held immediately 
after the Convention the Board shall determine the whole amount of the money 
to be raised and expended for the support of missionary work in the Diocese, 
determine what part of such total shall be contributed by each Archdeaconry, 
and what part of such total shall be expended by each Archdeaconry. It shall 
apportion to each Archdeaconry the amount determined to be raised by it and 
it shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry to raise the amount apportioned to it, 
pay the same through its Treasurer to the Treasurer of the Board of Missions 
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and the Board shall instruct its Treasurer to pay to the Treasurer of each Arch- 
deaconry the amount apportioned to it to be expended by it at its discretion 
upon missionary work within its borders.'*

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCH PENSION FUND. 

The Committee on the Church Pension Fund begs leave to report that, accord- 
ing to late advices from Mr. Monell Sayre, Secretary of the Church Pension 
Fund, the cooperation of the Diocese of Albany in the Church Pension System, 
especially in the matter of paying the assessments on the salaries of the clergy, 
seems to be extraordinarily good for the opening months of the Pension System. 
As Mr. Sayre is at the center of operations and has at hand all the pension 
records relating to the Diocese of Albany, your committee begs leave to incor- 
porate in its report a portion of Mr. Sayre' s report to your committee. Mr. 
Sayrs says : 

" I am enclosing a list of all the delinquencies in the Diocese of Albany accord- 
ing to our records. While this list is very much longer than in almost any other 
diocese (39 delinquent organizations in all), I imagine that many of the places 
given are summer chapels and that, therefore, the list is not as serious as it 
appears to be. 

" The Albany Board of Missions has paid all the premiums due on the stipends 
of its missionaries for some little period in advance of the present date (May 4). 

"We have received from the trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund 
and the trustees of the Widows* and Orphans' Fund the names of their bene- 
ficiaries and we are paying the grants to these beneficiaries. We have not yet 
received the income of those funds. This, however, is not serious, because our 
first fiscal year will not end until January i, 1919, and any time before that date 
is sufficient. There has not yet been executed, between the Church Pension 
Fund and the trustees of the two above said funds, the deed of trust, providing 
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that, as we have taken over the grants of the beneficiaries, the investments of 
these two funds shall be trusteed for the purpose of assuring to us the payment 
of the incomes of these funds, in order that these incomes may be used to 
reduce the Albany pension assessments. As we are making payments now to 
the beneficiaries of these two funds, and have been for a considerable time, the 
legal formalities should of course be carried out.

" The list of pensions, granted directly, consists only of those clergymen who 
have retired for age or disability since March i, 191 7, and the families of those 
who have died since that day. It represents, therefore, only the pension liability 
of about one year. The Church must expect to see the list and amount of 
pensions granted grow rapidly." 

Your committee begs to add that it has no financial report to make, as it 
entered last year into an agreement with the Church Pension Fund, whereby the 
latter is, in all financial matters, to deal directly with the parishes, mission stations 
and other ecclesiastical organizations or corporations of the Diocese paying 
stipends to clergymen.

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Albany respectfully report : 

Since the adjournment of the Convention in November, 1917, they have held 
four meetings. At their first meeting, December 10, they organized by electing 
the Rev. James Caird President and the Rev. Charles M. Nickerson Secretary. 

They have recommended for admission as candidates for Holy Orders Mr. 
Arthur C. K. Hallock and Mr. Harold Peter Kaulfuss. 

They have recommended to the Bishop for ordination to the Priesthood the 
Reverend William J. Gage, the Rev. C. G. Prout, the Rev. B. S. Ramsay and 
the Rev. Harry H. Hall. 

They have given their consent to' the consecration of the Reverend Robert 
LeRoy Harris as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Marquette and of the 
Reverend Edward Thomas Den-by to be Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese of 
Arkansas for negro work. 

They have given their consent to the election of the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry 
Brent as Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York. 

They have approved of the election by the House of Bishops of the Rev. John 
Clarke Sage to be a Bishop of this Church in the Missionary District of Salina 
and of the Rev. William Proctor Remington to be a Suffragan Bishop of the 
Missionary District of South Dakota. 

They have consented to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor by the Diocese of 
Mississippi. 

They have given their consent to the rector, wardens and vestrymen of St. 
Paul's Church and Christ Church, Gloversville, to consolidate these two parishes 
in the manner prescribed by the Religious Corporations Law of the State of 
New York. 
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To the rector, wardens and vestrymen of St. Peter's Church, Hobart, to sell a 
parcel of land adjoining the church to the school board of the village of Hobart, 
desirous of erecting a school building thereon, the proceeds of said sale to be 
added to the Church Endowment Fund. 

To the rector, wardens and vestrymen of the Church of the Holy Spirit to 
sell for $925 the property in the village of Schenevus known as the rectory 
property, the proceeds to be devoted to paying the parish indebtedness.

OF ALBANY AND ITS VICINITY. 

(Organized under Chapter 48 of the Laws of 1830; Chapter 319 of the Laws of

The Bible and Common Prayer Book Society of Albany and Its Vicinity 
presents to the Convention the following summary of its work during the past 
year: 

By 55 " grants " to 18 parishes, 32 mission stations, 4 institutions within and 
I without the Diocese, the society has distributed 2,256 volumes. Also by 2 
grants from the Mann Bequest of St. John's Church, Troy, the corresponding 
secretary has distributed 75 volumes, making a total distribution of 2,331 
volumes by 57 grants. The 57 grants comprise 168 Bibles, 6 Greek Testaments, 
1,159 Prayer Books, 961 Hymnals, and 37 Service Books.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE SUSAN FENIMORE COOPER 

FOUNDATION. 

(Organized under Chapter 105 of the Laws of 1871.) 

The Trustees of the Susan Fenimore Cooper Foundation report a year of 
progress and disappointment. 

Of progress, because the work has gone on steadily and with many improve- 
ments by the staff in their respective departments as evidenced by the results 
attained by the children. 

Of disappointment at the waning interest of the Diocese in the work. The 
Treasurer's report shows a deficit of $3,798.12 in operation, due to the increase 
of cost in every direction. The public officials have shown their appreciation 
of the work done by voting to pay more for care of dependent children to this 
institution than to any other in the State, at the same time the contributions 
from the Diocese, which hav« always been woefully small in proportion to the 
importance of the work, have fallen to almost the lowest point in the history 
of the work. In a few instances parishes stand out for their interest in our 
endeavors, but the great majority seem to care nothing for this great and only 
diocesan charity. 
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The Trustees in saying the above are mindful of the fact that constant calls 
are being made for war contributions, but the work among our own children 
is a» important and necessary as any of these at the present time. 

" Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me,"

REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE SUSAN FENIMORE COOPER 

FOUNDATION. 

The Treasurer reports that 43,428 days' service have been rendered at a cost 
of eighty-four and one-half cents (845^ cents) per day per child. The amount 
received from public officials was fifty-seven cents (57 cents) per day, leaving 
a deficit of twenty-seven and one-half cents (27^/^ cents) per day to be made 
up, or a total of $12,942.70 for the year. This must be met by contributions 
and income. 

For the present year the cost is increasing and is now about one dollar ($t) 
per day, and an apparent deficit of six to seven thousand dollars ($6,000 to

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JUEPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE OF THE DIOCESE OF 
ALBANY TO THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 

May 7, 1918. 

The Committee on Finance beg to report as follows : 

Since our appointment at the Convention of November, 1917, we have en- 
deavored to perform our duties in accordance with the Canon. 

We sent to each parish in the Diocese, to fourteen churches not in the 
Convention, thirty-three organized missions, and eighteen unorganized missions, 
blanks, of which a copy is appended, requesting that they be filled out and 
returned to us. 

On the first of May we had received replies from about one-half, although 
we had written twice to each. 

A schedule showing the exact number of replies up to the opening of the 
Convention will be attached to this report. 

It is to be hoped that the list will be complete. 

We desire to call the attention of the Convention to the importance of having 
correct and complete figures in order that the committee may be able to properly 
perform the work assigned to them. 

We sent to each church a duplicate blank so that they might retain a copy 
for their files, and we are of the opinion that this tabulation of information 
will be of interest to the members of the parishes. 

Because of the lateness of the receipt of the reports, it is impossible for us 
to make, as we had hoped to do, a tabulation of them, and we suggest that the 
Convention should, either by resolution or by an amendment to the Canon, make 
it obligatory upon the parishes and other church organizations to make reports 
to the Committee on Finance at such a period before the Convention, say sixty 
days, as will enable the committee to give the Convention a tabulation which 
would certainly be of value to the Convention in deciding some of the ques- 
tions that annually come before them. 

Concerning one item only do we feel justified in speaking definitely, and that 
is, that in some cases, and we fear in many, the amount of insurance is entirely 
inadequate to the estimated value of the structures. 

We notice in our examination of some of the reports that there is acknowl- 
edged an omission of several of the requirements of the Canons, and we would 
respectfully ask the Convention to instruct us as to what we should do in such 
cases. We propose, after tabulating the reports, to send the result to the 
parishes.

Resolved, That Section 6 of Canon XXII be amended to read as follows : 

" Sec. 6. On or before the first day of November, 1917, all trust and perma- 
nent funds belonging to this Diocese, or any parish thereof, shall, if the same 
can lawfully be done, be deposited in trUst and thereafter left with one or more 
trust companies or banks organized under the laws of the United States, or of 
this State, and authorized to receive the same, or in the event that a corporation 
"hall be organized for that purpose by the Diocese, with such corporation, and 
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a full and detailed statement of all such trusts or permanent funds, for the 
preceding fiscal year, shall be filed with the Finance Committee, upon a form 
to be prescribed by it, at least sixty (60) days before the first Tuesday in May 
of each year, and such reports shall be presented annually by the Finance Com- 
mittee to the Convention. The Finance Committee shall from time to time 
make such rules and regulations with respect to the deposit of such trust funds, 
and the management thereof, as shall be proper and shall sufbmit such rules and 
regulations, so adopted by it, annually to the convention."

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON APPORTIONMENTS. 

The Committee on Apportionments recognizing that almost half the year 
1918 will have passed by the time the Convention meets and recognizing also 
that many parishes have included in their budgets, dated from the first of the 
year, all of the canonical offerings for which this committee is called upon to 
make apportionments, your committee is of the opinion that all the apportion- 
ments which it shall levy shall be made and sent to the various parishes and 
mission stations not later than December i, 1918; for the year 1919, therefore, 
your committee offers the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Apportionments, using as a basis the item 
" current expenses including salaries " as reported to the Diocesan Convention 
by the several parishes and mission stations, shall. 

First, make an apportionment of the amount asked by tiie Church Missions 
House, New York City, to be raised by the Diocese for general missions; 

Second, that the sum of $12,000, or as much thereof as may be necessary, 
be apportioned to the various parishes and mission stations to be raised for 
Diocesan Missions and the pension assessments of the diocesan missionaries; 

Third, that the sum of $3,600 be apportioned- to the various parishes and 
mission stations to be raised to pay the salary of the Bishop and the pension 
assessment levied thereon; 

Fourth, that the amount required for the Diocesan Fund be raised as here- 
tofore, namely, an assessment of 4% levied upon the amount of salaries paid 
or pledged to the clergy by the parishes and mission stations of the Diocese.

REPORT OF THE COiMMTTEE ON ACCOUNT BOOKS FOR RURAL 

PARISHES. 

Your Committee on Account Book for Rural Parishes, feeling the need of 
method in conducting the business affairs of rural parishes, and desirous of 
suggesting a satisfactory and safe method, where there are no banking facilities 
with their safeguards and need of sufficient funds on hand to meet drafts, 
submit the following: 

First. The parish treasurer shall procure common account books of uniform 
size. 

In one hook the Sunday offerings and all other amounts are to be entered 
when and as received. 

Sunday offerings are to be counted by the rector and the treasurer. 

In another hook all sums paid from money on hand are to be entered with 
records of to whom and for what paid. 

Second, When parish money cannot be deposited in a bank, and checks given 
in payment of debts, the parish debts are to be paid only by orders drawn on the 
treasurer as checks are drawn on a bank. 

These orders are to be drawn by any person authorized by the vestry, or if 
there be no vestry by the rector and warden. 

The person for whom these orders are made is to indorse the order when 
presenting it for payment as checks are indorsed when cashed at a bank. 

These orders are to be presented in the treasurer's report to the vestry or 
congr Ration and held by him thereafter as receipts for dehts paid. 

Third. If the receipts in the treasurer's hands are not sufficient to pay the 
bills due in any quarter of the year, a report of the amount needed to balance 
accounts for that quarter ought to be sent to the members of the congregation. 

Assessments on the parish are to be paid by the rector. He shall draw an 
order on the treasurer for the amount on hand for any assessment, and indorse 
his order, when money is received by him, as he would indorse a check at a 
bank. 

At the time of the treasurer's report the rector shall show his receipts for 
money paid on assessments.

Auditing Committee. 

To the Commission on Church Work Among the Deaf and Dumb in the Diocese 
of Albany: 

Gentlemen. — I have the honor to submit the following brief report of my 
work as your missionary to the deaf and dumb for the year January to De- 
cember, 191 7: 

Services have been held as follows : At Troy, 20 ; at Albany, 19 ; at Schenec- 
tady, 15; at Gloversville, 13, at Herkimer, 10; other Prayer Book Services, 2; 
total, 79. Of these services 25 were public celebrations of the Holy Communion. 

There have been three baptisms, one adult at Herkimer, one infant at 
Gouverneur and one infant at Schenectady. There has been one marriage, at 
Schenectady, the Rev. Dr. Tayler officiating. There have been three burials, 
one each at Troy, Albany and Gouverneur, the rectors of the parishes officiating 
in each case. I have made twenty-five pastoral calls in the course of my visits 
to various cities and have had interviews with thirty-seven individuals. I made 
one visit at the Fulton county poor house. I have been preparing a small class 
for confirmation, but unusual and unexpected difficulties have prevented its 
presentation to the Bishop. 

My receipts have been: From offerings of the deaf at services, $85.56; 
special gift from a deaf friend, $150; total, $235.56. My expenditures have 
been: For traveling expenses, $79.96; for postage and stationery, $6.98; for 
expenses of lay reader, $22.68; total, $102.62. 

Mr. Arthur T. Bailey, of Schenectady, has continued to assist me as lay 
reader, and I wish to express my appreciation of his zeal and faithfulness. 
With the extraordinarily severe weather of the past winter and with the curtail- 
ment of traveling facilities the work would have suffered considerably without 
his aid. The Rev. George F. Flick, missionary in the Diocese of Chicago, hel- 
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one service in Albany during the summer, and this is the only outside assistance 
that I have had. I have not been outside of the limits of my own proper field 
during the entire year. I have, of course, continued to serve as missionary to 
the deaf in the Dioceses of Central and Western New York. 

Our work seems to be in a very satisfactory condition. The attendance at 
services is good, especially at the celebrations of the Holy Communion. It is 
not unusual for every communicant in a given place to be present at an early 
celebration. I have no doubt that our mission work exercises an uplifting^ and 
restraining influence on very many who have not yet been brought into the 
communion of the Church. The Roman Catholic Church has very recently 
established a mission for the deaf in the city of Albany and has thus drawn 
away a number of its own people who used to attend our services. However, 
in a few cases, these continue to attend our services occasionally. 

I wish to place on record my sense of the loss which our mission in the city 
of Albany has sustained through the death of John T. Southwick, its oldest 
member. He was deeply interested in the welfare of the mission and was 
by far the most liberal contributor among the deaf to the support of the work. 
In the future I shall miss both his sympathy and the generous financial help 
which he so willingly gave. 

My thanks are again due to Mrs. Charles J. Buchanan, of Albany, for her 
interest in our work. I wish also to express my appreciation of the uniform 
kindness which has been shown me by the Bishop, the members of the commis- 
sion, and by the clergy generally.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

The Committee on the State of the Church in the Diocese submits the fol- 
)wing observations, suggestions, resolutions, and items bearing on conditions 
i the various parishes and missions: 
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I. As most important at this time the Committee desires to bring before 
you, first of all, certain thoughts on the Church and the war, and to invite your 
consideration of them and your action on the accompanying resolution : 

THE CHURCH AND THE WAR. 

The general attitude of the Church toward the war and the many issues it 
involves has already been too clearly defined in the press and by the pulpit 
to require any lengthy exposition here. It is enough to emphasize the fact 
that the Church is alive to the situation and is evidencing its belief that its 
very life and the eternal principles of justice and truth, mercy and love, free- 
dom and righteousness, on which it depends for its existence, are at stake in the 
present conflict. 

The present situation in the life of the nation and the world's history, if 
we face it in this spirit, is one that makes unusual demands on the Church, on 
both its clergy and laity. 

First. — It brings home to us anew the realization, that the one great and 
essential principle underlying our faith is that Sacrificial Life and Purpose, 
whose symbol is the Cross. 

In these trying times when the burdens of life lie heavily on the shoulders 
of all whose natural intelligence and innate sympathy reveal to them a clear 
knowledge of the awful predicament into which Christian civilization his 
fallen, and to whom there comes day by day an increasing appreciation of the 
necessary sacrifices of money and men and life which shall be required before 
the world becomes once again a safe place in which one with Christian hope 
may live, it is for the Church and those who represent it to set an example and 
to give the One Great Sacrifice in history its proper recognition in the human 
heart, the human conscience, and in human conduct. Such recognition demands 
of each of us that he should walk in the world's present via dolorasa in the 
same spirit in which our Blessed Lord ascended to Calvary. Ours should be 
a sprrit of self-forgetfulness, of self-surrender, and unlimited self-sacrifice. 
In answer to the call of Our Country such self-denial as is rightly asked of us 
should be made immediately, cheerfully, willingly, and intelligently. In response 
to the higher call of God our Father our efforts should be unsparing and un- 
ceasing to further in every way the victory necessary, before humanity can 
walk upright again in the sight of God. In imitation of Him who said "Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what they do," we should conscientiously 
pray that our hearts may be purged of hate towards our enemies, whose minds 
must be enlightened and souls purified, and lives changed through efforts, whose 
final effectiveness will depend largely on their sincere consecration to God 
Almighty and to hopes and purposes worthy of His name. 

In the second place, as representatives of the great Christian Church, we 
should try to cultivate in every way possible, especially by those means of 
Sacramental Grace at our disposal, that absolute and unquestioning faith in 
God and His righteousness which shall sustain us and those who look to us 
for leadership, in all moments of darkness and doubt and despair. As 
Schleimacher has so clearly demonstrated in his " Discourses on Religion 
addressed to the Educated Classes," we should bear in mind that religion, 
especially that of the Christian faith, is not "something to be known — nor 
something to be done, but is rather the assumption by the believer of a peculiar 
attitude of mind — a certain affection of the inner consciousness — toward 
the Divine and the Infinite." In His relation to the Father, let us remember, 
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our Lord Jesus Christ was the personal embodiment of this loyaky, devotion, 
affection and love toward God. Because this was so, because He never doubted 
the Father's love in return. He was able to ftdfill His mission, even to the final 
sacrifice offered by Him on the Cross, in sure confidence of its ultimate success. 
To strengthen in our hearts that love for God, and to vanquish the thought 
of self and self-interest, to so consecrate ourselves to the Author and Founder 
of our Faith, that through Him we shall find ourselves in the same relation- 
ship to God and our fellowmen as Christ did — that should be the all-absorbing 
purpose at present in our religious life. This is most essential. For the greatest 
asset of all to-day, as those nations are discovering whose spirit and natural 
resources have been so sorely tried during these years of devastating and 
destructive warfare, is the firm faith and optimistic hope of those who determine 
the morale of their people. To sustain and strengthen this morale in every 
possible way is our bounden duty, and there is no better way to accomplish 
this than to exhibit in our words and actions a confidence which finds its 
resting place in God himself. 

Third, — The present situation is one which demands that the faith which an 
institution or an individual has in him shall express itself in practical, concrete, 
and definite action and conduct. This is no time for theories, idealistic in their 
nature or otherwise. We must face facts and consider results. The clergy 
must study more carefully the nature and needs of the laity at large, and 
putting personal prejudice and preference aside — too often considered prin- 
ciples — must in some live way meet ihem. The Church in its corporate 
capacity must take a stand, clearly defined, in matters relating to the economic 
and social welfare of its people, as well as in those things which pertain purely 
to their spiritual condition. It is increasingly imperative that the real dignity 
of the Church and its Orders should be maintained — not by any artificial 
distinction of supposed superiority, as the result of a social prestige or priviliged 
ecclesiasticism, but by giving evidence 'of a democratic faith which finds expres- 
sion in real and recognizable service. 

In view of these needs, and keeping in mind the sacred nature of the work 
and calling of the Church and its clergy, the Committee on the State of the 
Church append to this part of their report the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Convention of the Diocese of Albany here duly convenea, 
place itself on record, as giving its unqualified support and approval to the 
National Government and the President of the United States in requisitioning 
such power and talents as God has so richly given to this Nation and people, 
lo secure by force of arms a final victory over those evil and sinister forces 
which threaten Democracy and Christianity alike. And furthermore, that this 
Convention, through its representatives and delegates, pledge " In the Faith once 
and for all delivered to the Saints," the continued loyalty and support of those 
whom it represents, to the further prosecution of this war until such time as a 
lasting and Christian peace may be assured, and that it does this in the con- 
scious realization of the personal sacrifices of life and love which such an 
ideal involves. 

II. CHURCH SUPPORT. 

The Committee asks that both clergy and laity consider -the need there is 
to-day for emphasizing the duty of continued Church support. Word comes 
from various places that men and women are lessening their gifts to the 
Church on the plea of the necessity they are under of giving for war purposes. 
One of our clergy writes: 
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" Sometimesi when Christian people speak of economizing in their Church 
g^iving in order that they may give to other good causes, I am tempted to quote 
the proverb about * Killing the goose that lays the golden egg.' We need larger 
and more generous giving for all good, worthy causes, than we have ever needed 
in the past. Let us not forget that it is in the Christian Churches of our land 
that people have learned and are learning the duty and the joy of giving. Who 
gave the $100,000,000 and more for the American Red Cross? Who gave the 
$35,000,000 for the Y. M. C. A. War Work? Who are giving most largely 
to every good and worthy cause to-day? The answer must be, the Christian 
people of this land. And where did they learn to give? They learned to give 
in the Christian Churches where they worship, an<J where they have been taught 
year by year, and week by week, that " It is more blessed to give than to receive." 
And we must support our Christian Churches as they should be supported, if 
this splendid spirit of Christian generosity which we so much admire, and of 
which we have had such notable examples during the past year, is to be main- 
tained and developed." 

The Board of Missions points out our opportunities and privileges in these 
words : 

" In the present year of grace the opportunities before the Church are so 
immense that she is challenged as never since history began has she been 
challenged before. Everywhere the mists of ignorance and oppression are rolling 
away. Nations, waking from the night of medieval barbarism, turn eagerly 
toward the dawn, and the flames of the Church's lamp must burn very brightly 
if she is to show them the way. Ahd unless the rays are strong enough to 
penetrate into the farthest corners of the world, what then? We shall have 
failed in our greatest opportunity; have proved ourselves unworthy of our 
trust, unworthy of our men who have given all they had and gone forth to 
face death for our ideals." 

Your Committee voices your own thought when it says, " It is no time to 
economize with the means at our disposal to bring men to the knowledge 
of God. Americans are enrolled in the various bodies of Christians to the 
extent of only thirty-^hree per cent, of the total population. A great home 
missionary work, as well as our part in the conversion of the heathen world,- 
presses upon us and demands that we redouble our efforts and gifts. A 
Church, whose members think they have done enough, or that they may justify 
themselves in lessening their efforts, can have no part in directing and spirit- 
ualizing the new social order that is coming after the war. 

Your Committee notes in this connection that our Diocese, which gave to 
General Missions in the thirteen months ending October 1, 1916, $19,216.90, 
gave in the like period to November 1, 1917, $18,401.28, while the amount appor- 
tioned was $28,115. Out of 166 parishes and missions to which apportion- 
ments were made, 37 paid theirs in full, 83 paid a part and 46 are credited 
with nothing at all. You will recall that it was reported to the Convention 
of 1916 that " some eighty parishes and missions made no response " to appor- 
tionments on their parishes for Diocesan Missions. The Committee believes 
that these matters might well engage the serious thought of every member of 

this Convention. 

* 

III. SALARIES OF THE CLERGY. 

The Committee is of the opinion that this Convention should make some 
recommendation to the various parishes that the salaries of the clergy be 
11 
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increased or that some provision be made for larger stipends during the war. 
The cost of living advances by leaps and bounds. The clergy must maintain 
the same standard of living that has always been expected of them by their 
parishioners. 

They are expected to do their part in all war subscriptions and relief work. 
Manifestly, even to live decently is becoming a problem for too many of our 
clergy. Your Committee offers this resolution: 

r 

Resolved, That a commattee of three clergymen and three laymen be appointed 
to present to this Convention a plan by which the attention of the vestries 
and parishes of the Diocese may be called to the imperative need of making 
an increase in the salaries or stipends of their rectors. 

IV. PROPOSALS FOR A BETTER PARTICIPATION IN THE BUSINESS OF CONVENTION. 

The Committee has had under consideration certain suggestions made with 
a view to enabling all members of the Convention to enter into its deliberations 
with more understanding of what is being proposed. To this end the Com- 
mittee asks that it be the order of the day at eleven o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing to discuss these proposals : 

(a) All reports to be made to Convention shall be printed and copies sent 
to the various parishes by the secretary of the Convention when he sends the 
notice of the Convention. 

All reports which have been printed and distributed in advance to the 
members of the Convention shall be presented by title only, provided, however, 
that any person presenting such a report may give a summary of it, requiring 
not more than five minutes in delivery. 

(b) Resolutions which have been sent to the Secretary before April 15th, 
shall be printed by him and sent to the various parishes with the notice of Con- 
vention. These resolutions shall receive consideration in the order in which 
they are printed before any other resolutions or motions. 

(c) There shall be appointed a Committee on dispatch of business which 
shall present in printed form the order of the day on each day of Convention. 
In this connection your Committee quotes from the account of the recent Con- 
vention of the Diocese of Massachusetts. 

"The Committee on Dispatch of Business then announced, through a four- 
page printed folder placed in the hands of each delegate, the order of the day. 
This well worked out order of the day, and the annual reports printed and 
placed in the hands of each delegate, undoubtedly doubled the efficiency of the 
Convention. There was a noticeable absence of the customary 'convention- 



weariness.' " 



V. NOTES ON DIOCESAN WAR WORK. 

Throughout the Diocese that loyalty and desire to serve the nation which 
was to be expected of the Church has been abundantly manifested. Every 
parish and mission has some of its members in the army and navy. American 
flags, service flags and Honor Rolls are familiar sights in our Churches. Parish 
houses are in use for T^ed Cross and other war relief work. Many of our young 
women are at work as Red Cross nurses. * Men prominent in our parishes are 
giving their time and services on exemption boards, in financing arid directing 
relief work and in promoting the sale of Liberty Bonds. 
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The following clergy of the Diocese are in the service:

VI. TRANSFER AND FOLLOWING UP OF COMMUNICANTS 

Your committee begs to recall and repeat what it reported last year under 
§ 2, beginning " The committee now desires," which will be found on page 104 
of the Journal of the Diocesan Convention of 1916 on line 9. 

Your committee further oflfers the recommendations there made in the form 
of resolutions as follows: Resolved, That it shall be the duty of every rector 
or minister having charge of a congregation to read to the congregation under 
his care, at least once each year, the canon of the General Convention on 
letters of transfer, being Title 2, Canon XH, § 1. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to consider the whole 
matter of the proper shepherding of the migratory and scattered members of 
the church in our diocese and to report: 1. What, if any, additional legislation 
may be necessary to determine the relationship of a member of this Church 
to some particular parish of the same. 

2. What, if any, additional authoritative provision should be made for the 
shepherding of the scattered members of the Church of this diocese. 

3. That there be referred to this committee such portions of the report of 
the Committee on the State of the Church contained in the Journal of the 
Diocesan Convention for 1916, above referred to, and of this present report of 
said committee as pertains to the subject matter under consideration and also 
all communications in the hands of the Committee on the State of the Church 
offering suggestions concerning such subject matter. 

Vn. GIFTS, BUILDINGS, IMPROVEMENTS, AND NEW WORK 

1916^1917. 

St. Peter's Church, Albany, reports the receipt of two thousand dollars from 
the Cornelia S. V. Tucker Estate, for the endowment of a free pew, the prin- 
cipal to be added to the permanent endowment fund of the church; also one 
thousand dollars from general subscriptions for the endowment of a pew in 
honor of Mary H. Rochester. It also received a very handsome processional 
flag, the gift of Troop B, now Company B, 104th Machine Gun Company. 

The congregation of St. George's Mission, Clifton Park, are trying to raise 
funds for the erection of a church. A lot has been secured and the founda- 
tion walls have been laid. As soon as the small debt thus incurred has been 
paid, it is the intention to solicit funds for the new church. St. John's 
Branch of th€ Girls' Friendly Society of Cohoes has already contributed $25 
for this purpose, and other friends have signified a willingness to assist. 
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Gifton Park is a distinctly rural neighborhood. The attendance has been 
steadily growing under the aggressive ministry of the priest-in-chargc. The 
erection of a church seems to be more than justified. 

Services have been begun at DeKalb Junction under the direction of St. 
John's Church, Ogdensburg. There is a good attendance, and the mission 
promises well. 

At Qirist Church, Gilbertsville, repairs outside and inside have been made 
and the shutters have been repaired for the first time (church built in 1834). 
The tower has been repaired and two coats of paint put on. Inside repairs and 
renovations have been made with money raised by the Parish Guild. 

Trinity Church, Gouverneur, reports that the pipe organ has been completely 
overhauled and the expense of the work met by a special offering. The Con- 
firmation Class of sixteen, one of the largest in the history of the parish, 
has added Communicants, who are a great help to the spiritual and material 
work of the parish. A thoughtful member of the parish left $250 in her will 
and this has been added to the endowment fund. 

Wednesday evening services have been started at St. Mark's, Green Island, 
and the average attendance is 40. The early service at 9 :45 is growing. A 
branch of the Woman's Auxiliary has been organized. A monthly parish mag- 
azine has been started, and now has 75 subscribers. Three members have 
become tithers. All Holy Days are kept with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion, average attendance, 12. 

The new parish house of St. Augustine's Church, Ilion, was formally opened 
on Saturday evening, September 15th. The building, which is of Plymouth 
granite, is 32 x 90 feet in dimensions, containing an auditorium seating 244, 
a common room for banquets, basketball, etc., spacious and well-designed 
kitchen, a boys* club room, guild parlor and three smaller class rooms. It 
has cost approximately $26,0Q0, of which about $10,000 will be a debt when all 
the pledges arj in. It is expected that the sale of the old property will almost, 
if not altogether, cover this expense, and we hope to go ahead with plans for the 
new church as soon as the parish house is clear of debt. Evidence of the value 
of the building to the parish is already appearing; the attendance of the boys 
at scout meetings, e'c, has quadrupled, the guilds are using their rooms with 
great enthusiasm, and the various committees which are working for the build- 
fund are full of plans for the winter. It is hoped that the building will prove 
invaluable in getting the congregation better acquainted with each other, and 
thus develop that esprit de corps so essential in these days to "team work" 
in a parish. The furnishing is being done by the Parish Aid Society. 

St. John's Church, Keeseville, presented the rector with an automobile in 
April for his work. It has traveled over 6,000 miles this season. A memorial 
lavabo, memorial ciborium, and memorial spoon have been presented the 
church. One hundred dollars of the Organ Fund was invested in Liberty 
Bonds, about $200 of the same fund was loaned St. Hubert's Church, enabling 
them to make payments on their parish house. 

During the summer services have been held every Sunday in Douglass by 
the Rev. Herbert M. Denslow, D. D. These services have been attended 
from the neighboring camps, and the offerings have gone to the Keeseville 
Chapter of the Red Cross. 

The Parish House of St. George's Church, Schenectady, was destroyed by 
ire in February, 1917. At a cost of between eleven and twelve thousand dol- 
' it has been rebuilt and is now in use. There is no indebtedness on it. 
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A beautiful and churchly Mission Chapel has been erected at St. Andrew's 
Mission, Scotia, at a cost of eight thousand dollars. The first services were 
held in January, 1917. There is no indebtedness. 

In August the Rev. George Stockwell blessed a font cover in the Memorial 
Church of All Souls, St. Huberts, in memory of Mr. Hamblin W. Stockwell 
and his sister. Miss Fidelia M. Stockwell. The cover is a gift to the church 
by Mr. Stockwell. The new parish house was completed in the early summer. 
The building was erected at a cost of about $750. We were able to raise about 
$550 when the work was done. Lately we have placed about $25 on the debt, 
leaving $178 still due. We are now making a drive to pay up the whole debt, 
so that the building may be dedicated to the memory of the Rev. George 
DuBois in th-e near future. The interior of the church received a coat of 
stain in December, whidh is a great improvement. The staining was a thank 
offering by a friend of the parish. Since the November Convention the parish 
house has been entirely paid for. 

Holy Cross Church, Troy, has five young men again in the service of our 
country. Last year the same five were on duty at the Mexican border. Also 
one trained nurse from here is now in France. She is the head of oui 
Samaritan Hospital Unit. The late Mrs. Charles H. Tolhurst, who was always 
a most considerate and generous giver towards church objects, made bequests 
to the two of our church guilds with which she and her philanthropic husband 
had been connected. By the sympathetic consent of our trustees, these guilds 
have just used part of their legacies in introducing electric light into the 
church, still retaining, however, all the churchly gas fixtures, which for associa- 
tion's sake, as well as for utility, will ever be valued, and valuable. The " Mary 
Warren Free Institute for Girls," founded in A. D. 1844, and for which this 
church was then built as chapel, is active after school hours in war work, having 
canvassed, early in October, for the sale of Liberty Loan Bonds, and more 
recently, having distributed government printed matter with reference to food 
conservation. And every one of our school girls is, at present, a member of the 
Red Cross. 

The Kemp Memorial Tablet of Sienna Marble and bronze has been placed 
in the vestibule of Christ Church, Troy. It is from the Gorham Studios, and 
was unveiled Easter Day at the 10:45 service. A heavy silk flag, regulation 
army size, has been presented to the church. It is mounted on a heavy ash 
standard and hangs on the right side of the church. It is sometimes carried in 
procession and when it is so used it is placed in a special socket in the opposite 
side of the choir from, the Processional Cross. The following inscription has 
been placed on a brass plate : " To the enduring memory of Eugene Bryan, 
Citizen; Christian; Churchman. The gift of his many friends in Christ Church 
Parish and the city of Troy. 1854-1916." It was unfurled Trinity Sunday, 
June 3rd, 1917 at the 10:45 service. A legacy of $200 from the estate of the late 
Mrs. Matilda J. Brewer will be made the nucleus of a permanent endowment 
fund for the parish. 

St. Luke's Church, Troy, is having its building put in excellent repair. Elec- 
tric lights and other improvements have been made in this building of late, so 
that with the opening of the church both buildings will present a greatly 
improved appearance. Money for the work is nearly all in hand through the 
efforts of the rector and the Men's League of the parish. St. Luke's is located 
in the iron district of the city, and there are few people of means in the con- 
gregation. 
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Splendid improvements have been made in the equipment of the Church Home 
in Troy. A new cement walk has been laid from the Broadway entrance to 
the front porch, taking the place of the old flagstone pavement, which had 
fallen into very bad repair. Electric lights have been installed throughout the 
building; the halls, reception room, parlor, and matron's room have been 
handsomely redecorated; new carpets and rugs have been given, and a number 
of smaller articles have greatly improved the interior. For those who enjoy 
the open air a large porch has been built along the entire east side on the 
second floor, which, with a large awning and porch shades, have made it an 
ideal spot to spend the summer evenings. In recognition of the painstaking 
efficiency of the matron, Miss Frances Perry, the trustees recently voted to 
increase substantially her monthly salary. The financial condition of the Home 
fully warranted the increased expenditure, and it was further ordered that 
some funds be used in the purchase of Liberty Bonds. The Church Home is 
one of our smallest and little known institutions, but, like the parishes in Troy, 
it is in flourishing condition. Services are conducted in the Lane Memorial 
Chapel every Friday by some of the city clergy, while the Holy Communion is 
administered monthly, and weekly during Lent. 

In the Church of the Messiah, Rensselaer, in March, 1917, a new electric 
lighting system with a gas emergency was installed in the church at a total cost 
of $298.46 and the same was used for the first time at the opening service of 
the Preaching Mission conducted by the Rev. Frederic S. Eastman on Tuesday 
evening, March 20th, 1917. A legacy of $200, given by the late Mrs. Charlotte 
M. (Vicary) Kennedy, was used for this purpose and the balance required was 
taken from the parish treasury. The system installed is known as the " Briscoe 
system " and is semi-direct, and it is satisfactory in every respect and a great 
convenience as well as improvement over the old gas system. On Easter Day, 
1917, two beautiful brass altar vases were dedicated and used for the first time. 
They were presented by the members of Saint Martha's Guild as memorials of 
the only two deceased members of the Guild, namely Miss Celia Womham and 
Mrs. Elsie Kirk (Miller) Near. The vases are the product of the Geissler 
Studios, New York City, and cost $35. On April 20th, 1917, a beautiful carved 
oak memorial pulpit to the Rev. Frederick Schneider, priest and pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah for nine years, was dedicated. The pulpit, the product 
of the Geissler Studios, New York City, cost $212, and the funds were raised 
by popular subscription by the members of the Woman's Auxiliary. On the 
same date a beautiful silk flag was hung in the chancel of the church in honor of 
the young men who bad enlisted in the army and navy. In August, 1917, an 
electric organ blower was installed in the church. It is the product of the 
Organ Power Company, Hartford, Conn., and is known as the "Orgoblo" and 
cost $157.58. Mr. Charles W. Dolan, an electrician and member of the parish, 
installed the blower without compensation thus reducing the cost materially. 
This parish made an exceptionally large contribution to the fighting forces of 
the country in this world war and crisis, as there are at present time twenty- 
three (23) young men in the forces. 

In St. James' Church, Fort Edward, a new electric lighting system has been 
installed and paid for at a cost of about six hundred dollars. An Easter offer- 
ing of $670 more than met all indebtedness. 

To St. Paul's Church, Greenwich, fifteen thousand dollars endowment funds 
have been added. The same has been passed through the proper diocesan 
officers into the keeping of a trust company. The returns of one thousand of

the above funds will not be available for some time. A movement is on foot 
to redecorate, paint and carpet the church this summer at a cost of about six 
hundred dollars, four hundred of which are on hand. 

St. Luke's Church, Catskill. Since the last report from this parish, memorials 
have been given as follows : In 1916 a handsome organ, made by the Hutchings 
Company of Boston, was donated by Mrs. Woodhouse, a former parishioner, the 
value of which was $5,000. A modern electric motor and blower were also 
installed. The same year legacies of $1,000 were left by the late I. Wheeler 
Brandon, and of $250 from the Ashley Estate. In September, 1917, a thank- 
offering of 150, towards the reduction of the debts, was given by the members 
of St. Luke's on the rector's return. A good choir director and leader has now 
been secured, and the music has improved immensely. 

In Chazy over $250 has been spent in repairs on the church. Fortnightly 
services are held and a Sunday School has been established. The people have 
voted to pay $100 towards the stipend. 

St. Peter's Church, Ellenburgh, was consecrated by Bishop Nelson in May. 
The people have fortnightly services and give $100 towards the stipend. 

Work has been opened in -Black Brook, four miles from Ausablc Forks. This 
is a village of about twenty-five families. They have a Roman Catholic Church 
and a Presbyterian Church building, which has been closed for nearly twenty 
years. We use the Presbyterian Church building and have been able partially 
to fit it up with the help of gifts from St. John's Church, Troy, and other places. 
We have several church families in the village and over thirty children. Services 
are held every Sunday afternoon preceded by twenty minutes' instruction for 
the children. 

A memorial pulpit has been presented to St. John's Church, Troy, by Mrs. 
George B. Cluett and her children in memory of George B. Cluett. 

The Rev. Ralph Birdsall, of Cooperstown, gave St. Timothy's Church, West- 
field, one service with communion during the summer and there are now three 
resident communicants. The male member is in the infantry camp in France. 
Before he went away, the church was opened several times for song and evening 
prayers, but, since, it has only been kept in order so if there was a chance it 
would be ready. 

St. John's Church, Cohoes, reports that on the Sunday after Ascension Day, 
1917, a brass processional cross, the gift of the Church Work Society, was intro- 
duced, and an American silk flag, the gift of the G. F. S., to be carried in 
procession. The Church Work Society also gave a new set of green hangings 
and a green stole. By deaths and removals the number of communicants was 
reduced from 523 to 521, in spite of additions to the roll to January 1, 1918. 
The members of the parish have been active in Red Cross Society work both 
with money and work. A Red Cross unit has met for work in the Parish House 
one night every week since last summer. 

St. Mark's Church, Hoosick Falls, received as an Easter offering from Mrs. 
Dorothy Harrison Wood the sum of $5,000, given in memory of her. husband, 
the late Hon. Walter A. Wood, 2nd. This is to be added to the endowment of 
the parish, the income to be used during the present emergency towards parish 
maintenance, but later to be used for some special purpose to be determined 
upon. The parish has subscribed for a $500 Liberty Bond of the Third Liberty 
Loan, which is to be paid for by a special offering and through the activities o' 
parish societies. We will do likewise if another Liberty Loan is called foi 
We already have $300 in Liberty Bonds of the second issue, $100 taken by th 
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corporation, $100 by St. Mark's S. S., and $100 by St. Anne's Guild of St. John's 
Cbapel Walloomsac. As a result of the Easter offering this year the debt of 
the Parish House has been reduced to $500. 

Christ Church, Coxsackie, reports that services have been regularly main- 
tained with a fair percentage of attendance. Considerable repairs have been 
done on the property, including a new floor, new runner for aisle and sanctuary, 
interior repainted, foundations repaired. A new roof is sadly needed on church 
and rectory, which we hope to be able to put on this year. There being but 
two children in the church it has not yet been possible to start a Sunday School, 
but we are hoping to start one in a few weeks. Several very needful gifts have 
been received, blessed and put into service during the past year, which include : 
Cut glass and silver bread box by Miss Kate H. Rice ; cruets to match by Mrs. 
Coonley and Miss Adams in memory of their sister, Miss Emma Adams; silk 
national flag by Mrs. Piatt Coonley in memory of Mr. Piatt Coonley, one time 
vestryman of this parish; honor roll for those who are in the service of their 
country, which at present has six names inscribed on it. To conserve fuel, 
services were held in the Parish House during the cold weather. During the 
year three special services were held, which were for the G. A. R. in the 
morning and the Boy Scouts in the evening (the rector being Scoutmaster), 
the annual service for the Masonic Lodge, and the baccalaureate- sermon for the 
High School graduates. All these services were well attended. Intercessions 
for our country, army and navy are said every Friday evening and are well 
attended. 

St. John's Church, Ogdensburg, has received four lots in the Fourth Ward of 
the city, the gift of Mr. Louis Hasbrouck, senior warden of the parish. The 
late Mrs. Mary Oswald Porter willed the sum of $3,000 to the parish to be 
known as the " Mary Oswald Porter Endowment Fund." This has been invested 
in Liberty Bonds. A pew has been made free in memory of Mrs. Porter. Also 
one in memory of the late Mrs. Mary Magone and of her daughter, the late 
Mrs. Mary Magone Haskellj benefactors of the parish. St. Martha's Guild and 
St. Agnes' Society and the Endowment Fund Committee have purchased Liberty 
Bonds. Seventy-nine men of this parish and two women are on the honor roll 
of those in the service of the country. The Parish House is in use for war 
work both for the Red Cross and for the National League for Woman's Ser- 
vice. A handsome silk processional flag has been given- by the St. Agnes' 
Society, also a service flag, which was blessed on Sunday, April 7th, by Bishop 
Bidwell, of Ontario, officiating for the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Last autumn a member of St. Peter's Church, Brushton, gave a handsome, 
complete set of violet Eucharistic vestments. The Ladies' Aid gave a very fine 
violet altar cloth, the first the church has had. A silk flag was presented by a 
member. Mrs. Hutchwin has formed a Guild of all the girls too young for the 
G. F. S. They have sent goods to Cooperstown and have learned sewing, 
practised hymns, etc. In June last the parish celebrated the semi-centennial, 
inviting the rectors of nearby parishes. Friends of the rector in Albany and 
college friends secured an automobile which is now giving good service. 

St. Regis Falls is declining in population so that for the present we have 
deferred all thought of building. The ladies have formed St. John's Guild and 
have raised some money. In all we have nearly $100. The Bishop came last 
May for the first time that a Bishop ever visited the town, and confirmed a 
class of five adults. 

At Santa Clara the best season's work in four years is reported, with good 
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attendances and interest, mostly the girls of the vacation homes. Only five 
communicants are left in town or vicinity. Have renewed the insurance on 
church and rectory which had lapsed for several years. 

A bell was presented to the Church of Ephphany, Rensselaer, and placed in 
the tower, by Mrs. Stephen Clarke of Albany as a memorial to her father, 
mother and brother (Mr. and Mrs. Bannister and son), valued at over $300. A 
slate roof was put on the rectory by friends interested in the parish at a cost 
of $250, $150 of which was given by the son of the rector. In November, 1917, 
a slate roof was put on the church by members of the congregation and friends 
outside the parish at a cost of $480. 

Calvary Church, Burnt Hills, has received an American flag, a pair of brass 
candlesticks and a silver pyx. 

The following improvements have been made on the chapel of Grace Church, 
Waterf ord : A cellar dug and an adequate heating plant installed, electric lights 
installed, a separate outside house for the organ motor and a small organ and 
kindergarten chairs for the primary department given. The organ and chairs 
were given by Mr. F. W. Kavanaugh. The other improvements, amonnting to 
$813.88, were paid for on completion through parish subscriptions. There is 
no debt for the new work. Through the generosity of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Kavanaugh, mosaic pavement, " In Loving Memory of Frank Burr Kavanaugh. 
1883-1892," was installed throughout the entire church, sanctuary, chancel, aisle 
in the body of the church and in the vestibule. The steps at the chancel and 
sanctuary are of Tennessee marble. Also Mr. C. H. Kavanaugh put in new 
steps and sidewalk in front of church, greatly adding to the appearance of the 
whole building. 

Mr. Macklyn Arbuckle has given a $50 Liberty Bond to the Endowment 
Fund of St. Paul's Church, Waddington. 

By the will of Miss Elizabeth Wynkoop, of Kinderhook, the Diocesan Board 
of Missions is to receive $500, the Albany Bible and Common Prayer Book 
Society $100, the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund of the Diocese $100, the Child's 
Hospital $200, St. Saviour's Home at Cooperstown $200, and St. Paul's Church, 
Kinderhook, $20,000. 

A legacy of $1,000 from the estate of Miss Sarah Howland and Mrs. Sarah 
J. Norbury accrued to Trinity Church, Athens, this year, and the same has been 
invested in a Government Bond of the Second Liberty Loan. The parish has 
maintained its financial obligations, both to the local church and to the church 
at large, despite the hard conditions imposed by the world war. Contributed 
to the Church Clergy Pension Fund, paid its pension premium, nearly fulfilled 
its missionary apportionment and is abundantly solvent to date. This has been 
done through a painstaking effort on the part of the faithful few. 

But the effect of the abnormal conditions entailed by the great human crisis 
of today has, at least for the time being, seemed to have dulled the religious 
activity. of the "rank and file," so that instead of the anticipated increase in 
their interest in church services, -etc., the contrary effect, of a decrease, appears 
to have resulted. Other adverse causes may have operated to some extent to 
bring about this effect locally, but it is a situation not quite easy to account for. 
It would be interesting and instructive to learn what the experiences of the 
clergy generally has been, in this respect. Athens has proved an exceptionally 
patriotic town in its Liberty Loan and Red Cross activities, but the people seem 
to be in a sort of daze with respect <to religious interest. 

Trinity Church, Plattsburgh, reports that Capt. Robert C Booth, son of Hon. 
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J. H. Booth, now and for many years warden and treasurer, gave a beautiful silk 
national flag, which was duly blessed. Mr. H. S. Wheeler, a parishioner with one 
son now in France, is giving a service flag. We hope to have it in time for the 
Bishop's blessing on Whitsunday. The Semi-Annual Convention of the Diocesan 
W. A. will be held in this church on May 22-23. Bishop Hulse will be the preacher. 
The war has interfered with usual church activities. Our people are taking a 
very active part in all war work. We are purchasing Liberty Bonds, some to 
be used for church restoration after the war, others to be used for endowment. 
During the year we had two officers' training camps and did all possible to 
minister to the men, aided in providing weekly celebration at camp, 
ministered to the men in the post hospital, and made them welcome at 
church. Our women supplied supper at cost on Saturday evenings. In the 
second camp we averaged 300 each supper. The rectory and many homes were 
opened to the men, and in the second camp supper was served in the rectory 
gratis to all who came on Sunday afternoon, and a full supply of cigars kept on 
hand on the same terms, a mutual pleasure. Perhaps our most important work 
is visiting the sick at our two hospitals. I discover many church people and 
win the good will of many others for the church. 

To the Rev. D. Charles White, Chairman Committee of the State of the Church: 

Reverend Sir. — I herewith tender the required report of the condition of 
Trinity Episcopal Church, of Gloversville. In making this report it is neces- 
sary to briefly review the work of the Episcopal Church in Gloversville for the 
past four years. 

About four years ago occurred a division in the Church because of lack of 
coordination of factions that had existed for some years. 

The result of the division was the organization of St. Paul's Episcopal Church 
as a self-supporting parish and Christ Episcopal Church was continued with 
assistance from the Diocesan Board of Missions. 

Both organizations developed a spiritual interest and gave financial support 
far exceeding that which they hitherto had given as a unit. 

Rev. Royal K. Tucker, rector of St. Paul's, and Rev. D. W. Greene, of Christ 
Church, while fully serving the individual interest of their parishes, at all times 
by word and act kept before all Episcopalians of Gloversville the ideals for 
which they labored. 

Early in the summer of 191 7 Rev. R. K. Tucker was appointed chaplain of 
the Second Regiment, National Guard of New York. In the fall of the same 
year Archdeacon Roelif H. Brooks, in the discharge of his duties as arch- 
deacon, desired to meet the vestries of both churches. The meeting was 
arranged in accordance with his wishes by the Rev. D. W. Greene. 

Representatives of both vestries met at the rectory of Christ Church. At 
this meeting it was evidenced that, could a middle ground he found, it was the 
opinion of those present that the best interest of both congregations would be 
served by the consolidation of the two parishes. 

Committees from both vestries were later appointed and the following five 
articles were recommended to be submitted to a joint meeting of the vestries 
of both parishes. 

1. That amalgamation of Christ Church and St. Paul's be considered. 

2. That a new Episcopal Church body consisting of members of both be 
founded and that all resources of each church be transferred and become the 
property of the new church. 

3. That the new church shall take neither the name of Christ Church nor 
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St. Paul's, nor be named by the members of either. That the selection of a 
new name be made by Bishop Nelson. 

4. That the choice of an immediate rector be left to Bishop Nelson and 
Mr. Greene, it being the wish of both vestries that Mr. Greene accept the rector- 
ship and continue with us. 

5. That all organizations be dissolved and reorganized in the new church, 
giving as near equal representation in vestry, guilds and societies, as possible, 
to former members of each church. 

The articles were adopted and submitted to the Rt. Rev. R H. Nelson for 
his consideration and were unqualifiedly approved together with his most 
earnest hope for their consummation. 

All further steps in the consolidation were carried forward in accordance 
with the Canon Law of the Church. 

The very material assistance and advice of Bishop R. H. Nelson and Arch- 
deacon Roelif H. Brooks greatly facilitated the. work of consolidation and were 
much appreciated. 

The consolidation has resulted in harmony and unity of purpose in a measure 
before unknown in this Church. 

Trinity Church, of Gloversville, N. Y., does not owe one dollar. Societies 
and vestry have sufficient funds to carry forward their work. 

Considerable improvement in the church building has been voted by the 
vestry with the full approval of the parishioners. Funds for this are already 
assured, and when the extent and character of same are decided will be sub- 
mitted to Bishop R. H. Nelson for his consideration and, if approved, will be 
carried out. 

Summarized, what four years ago seemed a serious misforttuae has since 
resulted in the greatest good that could come to the Church. Its work for a 
number of years was limited; to-day it is in a position to take its stand with 
the other churches of the Diocese and attain those ideals for which Episco- 
palianism stands.

St. Paul's, Albany, reports $2,000 paid on a mortgage of many years standing 
and that a bequest of $10,000, under the will of the late John E. Walker, junior 
warden, has been received for the endowment Fund. 

By the will of the late Mrs. G. Graville Wright, St. Luke's Church, Cambridge, 
received $25,000 for the Endowment Fund and the Episcopal Fund of the 
Diocese $10,000. 

St. Faith's School, Saratoga Springs, reports a record attendance of fifty- 
nine pupils. To accommodate this large number it has been necessary to rent 
rooms off the campus and to overcrowd the school's dormitories. Funds are 
now being raised for a new dormitory to be called Shackelford Hall, in honor 
of the school's founder. 

The new parish house of St. Augustine's Church, Ilion, was formally opened 
on Saturday evening, September 15. The building, which is of Plymouth 
granite is 32x90 feet in dimensions, containing an auditorium seating 244, a 
common room for banquets, basketball, etc., a spacious and well designed 
kitchen fully equipped, boys club room, guild parlor, and three smaller class 
rooms. The new property, consisting of lot 125 x 330, rectory and parish house 
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has cost approximately $42,000, of which only $9,950 remains unpaid at present 
(May I, 1918). Evidence of the value of the new building is already appearing: 
the parish organizations are using their rooms with great enthusiasm, attend- 
ance and membership in them all are increasing; the Sunday School is growing 
and we have been able to offer the use of the building for war work and many 
matters of community welfare, thereby increasing the efficiency of the Church in 
the village. The unpaid balance on the property is fully covered by pledges and 
the value of the old property now for sale, and we hope to go on with plans 
for the new church in the near future. 

The Church of the Memorial, Middleville, has been left a legacy of $12,602.60 
by the will of the late E. B. Corey. 

An alms receiving basin, altar vases and a missal stand have been given to 
St. Paul's Church, Sidney, as memorials. 

St. Matthew's Church, Unadilla, r^orts the following gifts: $1,000 to the 
Endowment Fund from Mrs. George Wright in memory of her parents; $1,000 
to the Church Endowment fund and $1,000 to the Cemetery Fund from the 
children of the late F. T. and S. H. Sherman; a set of flags of the allies, to be 
placed on the rood screen, from the ladies of the parish; a church flag, a ser- 
vice flag (now having eleven stars), black hangings for Good Friday, six large 
wooden candlesticks, various vestments for the choir and clergy, given by mem- 
bers of the congregation. 

Christ Church, Walton. Since the organization of the Walton Chapter of 
the American Red Cross in June, 191 7, Christ Church parish house has been 
used as the chapter headquarters and also as a center for its various activities. 
This has necessitated some slight curtailment of parish work, but the con- 
gregation of Christ Church feel grateful to be able to help in this way at this 
time of need. 

Since last report a memorial flag has been presented to the parish of St. 
Eustace and St. Hubert, Lake Placid, N. Y., in loving memory of Mr. J. W. 
Wright by his daughter, Mrs. Grace Wright Payne. A Ford touring car has 
been purchased by said parish for the rector's use. The rectory annex his 
been doubled in size by an addition costing $700, and the final payment of 
$400 was made on the rectory recently purchased, thus giving to the parish a 
rectory nicely improved and free from debt. 

The committee would remind the members of the Convention that its one 
function is to bring forward matters that seem to be worthy of the attention of 
the Convention and to present as fully as possible an annual survey of diocesan 
and parochial conditions. To do this effectively the committee asks for the 
fullest cooperation on the part of both clergy and laity and especially in the 
matter of the prompt sending to the chairman of data from the parishes and 
missions.

REPORT, OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

The Social Service Commission respectfully presents the following report: 
The war with its multiform and overwhelming appeal has revealed the fact 
that we are all believers in social service. All our churches have sent their 
young men into the great crusade. We have all been gladly diligent in pro- 
moting the Red Cross, Young Men's Christian Association, bond selling, food 
saving and special relief funds. Some of our clergy have gone with our forces 
in various capacities of help. We have discovered that our national cause is 
essentially a Christian appeal in which we must show our faith by our works. 
It is to be hoped that the permanence of this social and patriotic responsibility 
will be one of our indemnities of the war and as in apostolic days we will be 
more than ever in the world as the church militant, and that even now our 
large outreaching interests and cooperation in public service will constrain us 
to see the duties ever at our door and to try to make every parish a power house 
as well as a light house for its community. 

The joint commission on social service has been doing valiant work in 
sending to all our clergy letters and pamphlets of extraordinary work, setting 
forth what the church at large is doing, urging our cooperation, and suggesting 
lines for special local usefulness. We are asked by our joint commission to 
contribute one per cent, of our missionary apportionment, which this year 
would amount to the small sum of $30, to enable them to defray their expenses. 
Fifty-two of our dioceses are already contributing on this one per cent, basis 
and your commission very urgently advises this Convention to meet this evident 
obligation. 

Your commission recommends favorable action on a resolution already pre- 
sented by the rector of Christ Church, Hudson, calling for a special committee 
to study the congestion of population in industrial and military centers occa- 
sioned by the war, especially in Schenectady, Watervliet and Plattsburg, and 
to cooperate with the local clergy in devising means to counteract evil influences 
and to promote wholesome agencies. In this direction we urge all our clergy to 
report to the local clergy the names and addresses of any of their members who 
take up even temporary residence in any of the places mentioned, and we also 
urge that the clergy in these newly congested districts (who we are happy to 
know are alert and capable men) should be sufficiently reinforced to meet the 
present conditions in a way more worthy of the patriotism and devotion of the 
Church. 

From many things worthy of mention which are being carried forward by 
churches in our Diocese we select for your attention the Canterbury Club, car- 
ried on by the Rev. Frank Creighton of St. Andrew's Church, Albany, for the 
benefit of young women attending the State College for Teachers, giving per- 
sonal attention to the spiritual watch care of church girls and also to that of 
those who ire unattached in church relations. The social, intellectual and 
religious results for the initial year of this club have been evident and most 
gratifying. Our clergy are asked to forward names of any such young women 
and to help extend the usefulness of this service as far as possible.

REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN BOARD OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

The Diocesan Board of Religious Education begs leave to report through its 
executive that as usual the meetings of the board have been few because of the 
great distances which the various members of the board must travel to attend 
such meeting. 

Two things only would we bring before the Convention. First, we would 
respectfully commend to the clergy the opportunities for inspiration for them- 
selves and their Sunday School teachers and of helpfulness to others which are 
offered to them through cooperation with the local socalled Interdenominational 
Sunday School Associations. Interdenominationalism is a word which is apt 
to offend the ears of some, but in view of the larger conceptions of the possi- 
bilities, dare we say probabilities of church unity so splendidly set forth by our 
Diocesan in his address of last night, are there any that would say that we 
might compromise our position by making an address, for example, on the 
" Spiritual Preparation of the Sunday School Teacher for His Work " to any 
body of consecrated Christian people. 

Secondly, we would bring to the attention of the Diocese the need of adequate 
support for the General Board of Religious Education. As you all know, the 
General Board of Religious Education is the creation of the General Con- 
vention and is to receive its support from all the Dioceses of the Church. So 
far the Diocese of Albany has made no adequate response. Our apportionment 
of the $32,000 needed for this year's work is $702. We therefore move the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Convention accept the apportionment of $702 for the work 
of the General Board of Religious Education and that it instruct its Committee 
on Apportionment to include in its report to each of the parochial clergy the 
proportionate amount of such sum as is payable by their parish.

The Rev. Thomas L. Cole presented and read the following, the 
resolution in which was adopted : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AMENDMENTS TO THE 

RELIGIOUS CORPORATIONS LAW. 

To the Convention of the Diocese of Albany; 

The undersigned, a committee appointed by the Bishop at the November 
Convention to determine whether it is possible to hold a church meeting for 
the election of wardens and vestrymen during the month of January, respect- 
fully report: 

That they have examined into the question and find that the annual election 
of any Episcopal parish hereafter to be incorporated, or which was incorpo- 
rated after February 17, 1909, must be held on the secular day in the week 
commencing with the first Sunday in Advent designated in its certificate of 
incorporation. 

Parishes incorporated prior to February 17, 1909, where a different date was 
fixed for the meeting, may change the time to the week commencing with the 
first Sunday in Advent, but that there is no provision of law for the holding of 
such meeting during the month of January unless such date was fixed in the 
certificate incorporating such parish. 

In order to give effect to the resolution of the General Convention of the 
Church providing that the fiscal year shall commence on the first day of 
January, it would seem that an amendment to the Religious Corporations Law 
affecting the Episcopal Church should be obtained, and in order to accomplish 
such purpose, should it be deemed advisable, the authorities of the other 
dioceses in the State of New York should be consulted. 

Furthermore, the attention of your committee has been invited to the un- 
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satisfactory character of the provision for the calling of vestry meetings made 
in the Religious Corporations Law. 

In looking over the laws applicable to Episcopal churches, it seems that no 
meeting of the vestry can be had without the presence of: ist, the rector, 
at least one of the church wardens and a majority of the vestrymen; 2d, the 
rector, both church wardens, and one less than a majority of the vestrymen, or 
if the rector be absent from the Diocese and shall have been so absent for over 
four calendar months, or if the meeting be called by the rector and he be 
absent therefrom or be incapable of going, one church warden and a majority 
of the vestrymen or both church wardens and one less than a majority of the 
vestrymen. 

Under the law as it now stands,* no meeting of the vestry can be had without 
the presence of at least one of the church wardens, and there is no provision 
of law where there is a rector of the parish for calling a meeting of the 
vestry by any one except the rector. It would seem that this is a matter of 
very considerable importance. 

Therefore your committee begs to offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That a committee composed of two clergymen and one layman be 
appointed by the Bishop, who shall act with the Bishop, to which committee 
shall be given instruction and authority to secure the cooperation of the 
authorities of the other dioceses in the State of New York and with such 
cooperation seek to obtain from the Legislature of the State of New York 
amendments to the Religious Corporations Law to the following effect: 

1. To enable parishes, who shall so elect, to hold the annual meeting for 
the election of wardens and vestrymen at some time in the month of January. 

2. To enable a warden with a majority of the vestrymen of a parish to call 
a meeting of the rector, wardens and vestrymen in any case where for a period 
of four months the rector refuses to call a meeting upon the request of so 
large a proportion of the members of the corporation as a warden and a 
majority of the vestrymen. 

3. To enable a meeting of the corporation of a parish legally to transact 
business, provided that there be present in addition to the rector, if there be 
one with legal right to be present, at least a majority of the whole number of 
wardens and vestrymen.

Samuel B. Coffin and referred to the Committee on Resolutions, 
and reported favorably by that committee, were adopted, with 
amendments as follows: 

Whereas, The Synod of the Second Province has appointed a committee to 
appeal to the dioceses for scholarships for St. Stephen's College, and 

Whereas, The committee has proposed for the consideration of the Synod a 
method by which each diocese may be ultimately represented in the Board of 
Trustees of St. Stephen's College, 

Resolved, First, that this Convention endorse the action of the Synod at its 
last annual meeting in New York City; 

Second, that this Convention recommend to the Synod that St. Stephen's 
College be an official college of the Province; 

Third, that this Convention recommend to the several parishes of the Diocese 
that they endeavor to raise by special offering, once each year, an amount 
equivalent to 2 per cent, of the annual salary of the rector, to maintain a 
scholarship each year in residence at the college from this Diocese; that these 
scholars shall be preferably sons of clergymen and this arrangement shall begin 
in September, 1918.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN BRANCH OF THE WOMAN'S 

AUXILIARY.* 

President's Address. 

As year follows year, I find that greater and ever greater is the pleasure I 
feel in coming before you for my annual welcome to our auxiliary meetings. 
For, hard as my work is, it is nevertheless a wonderful privilege to be so closely 
associated with such a splendid loyal band of women as that of which this 
organization is composed. To come into such close touch with such devoted, 
earnest, and faithful workers for Christ's Kingdom is, as I have said, a privilege 
indeed. 

A year ago it would hardly have seemed possible that the terrible conflict 
raging abroad should not only be continuing now with increasing violence, but 
that our own country should be deeply involved and that we should be preparing 
to take our part in the world struggle. 

The way in which the women of our country have risen to the emergency with 
which we are now confronted is remarkable. It is splendid to think of the 
way in which mothers have sped on their sons, bidding them go forth to the 
struggle. It is heart-rending to remember the aged parents or the lonely, 
suffering wives or sisters left to bear their anxieties alone when the young and 
strong and brave have gone to the front. It is a consolation of a truly high 
order to throw ourselves with all our might into our Red Cross or our War 
Relief work and to know that we are doing infinite good. But, with all this, 
let us not for a moment forget the obligation we are under to our soldiers of 
Christ. What we have already undertaken to do for them we must not let flag. 
We must keep constantly before us the fact that our missionary work must 
go on. When we hear, as we all too frequently do, criticism of the high cost of 
living, let us remember the difficulty with which so many of our missionaries 
have had to eke out their salaries in the past, when all prices were easier and 
more normal; and let us increase our giving now at this time, to make their 
anxiety less. Let us not fall behind the countries of Europe where in spite of 
the war missionary work has continued unabated. And here in our Diocese, dear 
friends, in this coming year, can we not do better than ever before ; can we not 
come before our people as an example of generous and conscintious giving to the 
Church in this awful emergency? 

The missionary societies in the United States maintained a splendid record 
during the years of the Civil War. From 1861 to 1865 gifts from living donors 
recorded by six missionary societies jumped from $816,000 in 1862 to $i,575,ooo 
in 1865. The record of those years shows a steady increase which reached a 
maximum in 1865, the year Lee surrendered.

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We need not be faint-hearted nor fear for our work even with our country 
engaged in this great conflict. But we should bear in mind that when the war 
is over the Church must be prepared for the greatest opportunity that has ever 
faced Christianity. Men are thinking seriously about the deep things of life. 
The veneer has been struck off and we have come down to the real human being. 
If we would profit by what history teaches us, we will see that God's work is not 
neglected, in a time when our most whole-hearted support is needed. We will 
not let our faith grow dim nor our courage fiag.

RSFORT OP THE MeDICAL StAFF.' 

To the Board of Managers of the Child^s Hospital; 

The Medical Staff reports that during the nine months ending on June 30, 
1917, 403 cases of disease were treated in the hospital. Of these 403 cases, 310 
were disdiarged cured, 26 improved, 9 unimproved, 4 died and 52 were remainingr 
in the hospital on July i, 191 7. There were also 93 patients who came to the 
hospital for the application of plaster-of-Paris bandages and jackets and for 
the making of foot models. These patients were not admitted to the hospital 
wards, but remained only during the few hours in which the plaster was applied 
and allowed to harden. In addition, 22 patients, some from within and some 
from without the hospital, were treated in the Department of Physical Thera- 
peutics. The number of cases cared for by the hospital has, thus, been about 
the same as last year, and the results of treatment have been, apparently, better. 

This year is no exception to the rule, that each year the plant of the hospital 
is being improved and expanded in the line of greater efficiency. The clinical 
laboratory, which was equipped last year for microscopic and chemical work, 
has proved to be of much value. This year an excellent X-ray apparatus has 
been installed under the charge of Dr. Berry and much work has already been 
done by it most satisfactorily, the accomplishment of which in former years 
required the removal of the child, often several times, to another hospital, which 
journey neither aided the health of the child nor added to the reputation of the 
Child's Hospital as a well equipped institution. 

The Department of Physical Therapeutics has been rejuvenated and, under 
the skilful care of Miss Cooper, is yielding excellent results. 

The Child's Hospital is feeling, and will continue to feel, the evil effects of 
the great war now raging. Its work will be doubtless greatly crippled and will 
probably be much less in amount during the coming year. Six members, nearly 
half, of the Medical Staff, are engaged in active medical work in the army. 

The hospital is adequate in size and is fully equipped to meet the present, or 
even greater, requirements. The ventilation and cleanliness of the building, the 
food and the really loving care of the children could not be improved upon. 
The devotion to their work and the harmony and singleness of purpose of the 
Sisters and Nurses is inspiring to the Staff; the members of which are also 
grateful to the Board of Managers for their never failing cooperation and 
liberality.

THE MARY WARREN FREE INSTITUTE. 

The Mary Warren Free Institute is a day school for girls. It is beautifully 
situated on Eighth street, near Grand; and therefore is not far from Franklin 
square, where all Troy and vicinity trolley cars converge. Its private grounds 
include a lawn, and hillside trees, and pure water from a perennial spring. Its 
school hall was recently remodeled and refurnished, and possesses a valuable 
library. Its course of study is based upon the Elementary Syllabus of the New 
York State Education Department, and pupils are graded in accordance with 
the present requirements of the public schools. Vocal music is given particular 
attention, and the girls have the additional advantage of church choir practice 
and experience. 

The "Stephen E. Warren Foundation Fund," included under the will of 
Nathan B. Warren, and executed by the Trustees of the Mary Warren Free 
Institute, yields five prizes : the first of $50, the second of $40, the third of $35, 
the fourth of $30, -and the fifth of $25. They are " awarded to scholars of the 
first class, for excellence in character, deportment and scholarship." A com- 
mittee of three persons, appointed by the Bishop of the Diocese, decides, by 
examination, " the standing of each scholar as to scholarship ; " while the master 
of the school certifies "as to character and deportment." The distribution of 
these prizes is made at the close of the school, on Tuesday, June 25, 8 p. m.

CONSTITUTION AND CANONS 



CONSTITUTION 

Article I. 

Of the Members of the Convention, 

The Diocese of Albany entrusts its legfislation to a G)nyention, to consist 
as follows: First, of the Bishop, when there is one; of the Bishop Coadjutor, 
when there is one; Secondly, of all Clergymen canonically resident in the 
Diocese for five months previous to the Convention, the restriction of time not 
to apply to Rectors duly elected or Missionaries duly appointed (provided that 
no Clergyman suspended from the Ministry shall have a . seat) ; and. Thirdly, 
of the Lay Delegation from the Cathedral, and of Lay Delegations, consisting 
of not more than three Deputies from each other Church in union with the 
Convention, who shall be communicants, and shall have. been chosen by the 
Vestry or Congregation of the same. 

ARtlCXE II. 

Of the Annual Meetings of the Convention. 

The Convention shall assemble on the first Tuesday in May, in each year, in 
such place as the Bishop shall appoint, giving fifteen days' notice thereof. 
In case of his inability to act, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall 
appoint the place; and, if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee shall 
appoint. The place of meeting may be changed for sufficient reason after 
having been appointed, provided that ten days' notice of such change shall be 
given. 

For urgent reasons, the time of meeting may be changed by the Bishop, 
acting with the advice and consent of the Standing Committee, and giving 
twenty days' notice of said change. 

Article III. 

Of Special Conventions, 

The Bishop may call a Special Convention at any time; but when requested 
to do so by a three-fourths vote of the Standing Committee he shall call such 
Convention ; in each case he shall give thirty'days' notice thereof. When there 
is no Bishop the Standing Committee shall have power to call a Special Con- 
vention, giving ninety days' notice thereof. 
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Axnoji IV. 

Of the Cathedral. 

" The Cathedral of All Saints in the Qty and Diocese of Albany " shall be 
the Cathedral Church of this Diocese. Three Lay Communicants shall be 
chosen by the Chapter as the Delegation from the Cathedral to the Convention. 

AxncLE V. 

Of the Permanent Officers of the Diocese, 

The permanent officers of the Diocese shall be: the Bishop of the Diocese 
'with right to preside, when present in Convention; and when there is a Bishop 
roadjutor, he shall have right to preside in the absence of the Bishop), a 
Standing Committee, a Secretary, a Treasurer and a Registrar. 

Article VI. 

Of the Election of a Bishop. 

When a Bishop or a Bishop Coadjutor is to be elected, the election shall be 
at the regular Annual Convention, or at a Special Convention duly called for 
that purpose; and such election shall require a majority of the votes of each 
order voting separately. 

Article VII. 

Of the President of the Convention 

If there be no Bishop of the Diocese, or its ex-officio presiding officer be 
absent, the Convention shall elect a President from among the Qergy, by ballot 
(unless the ballot be dispensed with by unanimous vote). 

Article VIII. 

Of the Standing Committee. 

The Standing Committee shall consist of four Clergymen and four Laymen, 
to be elected by ballot at each Annual Convention, by a majority of the Clergy 
and Lay Delegations present, and shall serve until the next Annual Convention 
and until a new election is made, the functions of which Committee, besides 
those provided for in the Canons of the General Convention, and in this Con- 
stitution, shall be determined by Canon or Resolution of the Convention. But 
vacancies in the Standing Committee may be filled by a majority of the votes 
of the remaining members until the next meeting of the Convention. 

Article IX. 

Of the Secretary, Treasurer and Registrar 

The Secretary shall be elected at each Annual Convention from the mem- 
bers thereof, by ballot, after nominations (unless the ballot be dispensed with 
y unanimous vote), and by a majority of the Gergy and Lay Delegations 
resent; and he shall remain in office until his successor shall be elected. His 
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duties shall be those required by the Canons, Resolutions- and Rules of Order 
of the Convention. 

The Treasurer and the Registrar shall be elected in a similar manner, and 
are not required to be members of the Convention. They shall remain in office 
until the next Annual Convention, and until their successors are elected. 

Abxicu X. 

Of the Deliberations of the Convention and of Votes. 

The Clergymen and Laymen constituting the Convention shall deliberate in 
one body, and each Clergyman shall have one vote, and each' Lay Delegation 
one vote, and a majority of the aggregate votes shall be decisive except in the 
cases provided for in Articles VI, IX and XI. 

If five votes require a division, then the voting shall be by orders separately, 
and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be necessary to make a 
decision. But no alteration of the Constitution or Canons shall be valid with- 
out the concurrence of the Bishop and of a majority of the Clergy and of a 
majority of the Lay Delegations; and the Bishop's concurrence shall be pre- 
sumed unless the contrary be openly expressed by him to the Convention after 
the vote of the Clergy and Laity and before the adjournment sine die. 

Article XI. 

Of Altering the Constitution. 

The mode of altering the Constitution shall be as follows: A proposition 
for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and considered in the Con- 
vention; and, if approved by a majority, shall lie over till the next Convention, 
and, if then approved by a two-thirds vote of the Clergy and Lay Delegations 
present, with the Bishop's concurrence, the Constitution shall be changed 
accordingly. 

CANONS. 
Canon I. 

Of the List of Clergymen in the Diocese. 

Section i. On the first day of each Convention, regular or special, the 
Ecclesiastical Authority shall present to the Convention a List of the Qergy 
canonically resident in the Diocese, annexing the names of their respective 
Parishes, Offices and residences, and the dates of their becoming resident in 
the Diocese. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall record this list of names in a book to be kept 
by him for that purpose. He shall continue this record up to the date of the 
next succeeding Convention, by making entry therein of all additions, removals, 
deaths, and changes of work or residence of Gergy within the Diocese as they 
occur. 

Sec. 3. From this record shall be made up by the Secretary the list of the 
Clergymen entitled, according to the Constitution, to seats in the Convention ; 
which list may at any time be revised and rorrerted by the Conventtr»n 
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Canok II. 

Of the Lay Delegations, 

Section i. When the Lay Delegations are chosen by the Vestry, it shall be 
at a meeting held according to law. In case the Vestry shall not choose Depu- 
ties they may be chosen by the congregation in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed for Churches having no Vestries. 

Sec. 2. Deputies from Churches having no Vestries shall be chosen by the 
Congregation at a meeting of which notice shall have been given during Divine 
Service on the two Sundays next previous thereto. And at such meeting the 
Rector or Minister shall preside, and the qualifications for voting shall be the 
same as those required by law for voting at an election of Churchwardens and 
Vestrymen. 

Sec. 3. When Deputies are chosen by a Vestry, the evidence of their appoint- 
ment shall be a certificate, signed by the Rector of the Church they are chosen 
to represent and by the Qerk of the Vestry; and if there be no Rector, then 
the certificate shall state that fact, and shall be signed by the Churchwarden 
presiding and by the Clerk of the Vestry. The certificate must state the time 
and place of the election, must show upon its face that the appointment has 
been made in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons, and shall 
certify that each Deputy chosen is a Communicant of the Church and entitled 
to vote for Churchwardens and Vestrymen of the Church he is chosen to 
represent. 

Sec. 4, When Deputies are chosen by the Congregation of any Church, the 
evidence of their appointment shall be a certificate, signed by the Rector o» 
Minister having charge of the said Church and by the Secretary of the meet- 
ing; or if there be no such Rector or Minister, then the certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the officer presiding at the meeting and by the 
Secretary of the same. The certificate must state the time and place of the 
election, must show upon its face that the appointment has been made in accord- 
ance with all the requirements of the Canons, and shall certify that each Deputy 
chosen is a Communicant of the Church, and, in the case of the Church having 
a Vestry, that he is entitled to vote for Churchwardens and Vestrymen of such 
Church, or, in the case of a Church having no Vestry, that he has belonged for 
twelve months to the Congregation he is chosen to represent. No other evidence 
of the appointment of Lay Deputies than such as is specified in this and the 
preceding section shall be received by the Convention. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a Special Convention shall be called, Lay Delegations shall 
He specially chosen for it in the manner prescribed in this Canon. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary of the Convention, when he shall send to any Church 
or Parish the required notice of the time and place of meeting of any Con- 
vention to be held, shall transmit with the same a copy of this Canon and blank 
printed forms of certificates of appointment of Deputies. 

Canon III. 
Of the Organisation of the Convention. 

Section i. If the ex-officio presiding officer be not present at the opening of 
he Convention, the Secretary shall call the members present to order; and the 
snior Presbyter present, who is a member of the Convention, shall take the 
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chair, and preside until a President is elected, as provided by Article VII of the 
Constitution. 

Sec 2. The certificates of Lay Deputies shall be examined by the Secretary 
and a committee of two members appointed by the presiding officer. Irregular 
or defective certificates and documents referring to contested seats shall be 
reported to the Convention, which shall decide upon the admission of the 
Deputies named therein. 

Sec. 3. If twenty Clergymen entitled to vote, and twenty Lay Delegates be 
present, they shall constitute a quorum ; and the presiding officer ex officio shall 
declare the Convention duly organized. The same number of Qergymen and 
Lay Delegations shall, at any time, be necessary for the transaction of business, 
except that a smaller number may adjourn from time to time. 

Sec. 4. If the presiding officer ex officio be not present before the convention 
is declared to be organized, the temporary Chairman shall direct that the mem- 
bers proceed to elect a President, according to Article VII of the Constitution, 
who, when elected, shall take the Chair and declare the Convention organized 
for business. 

Sec. 5. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of a Secretary, a 
Treasurer and a Registrar, according to the Constitution. The Secretary may 
appoint an Assistant Secretary, also any other assistants he may require, 
announcing their names to the Convention. 

Sec. 6. Any Rules of Order which shall have been previously adopted or 
sanctioned in the Convention, except such as prescribe the mode of altering the 
same, shall be in force until changed by the Convention, after having been duly 
organized. 

Canon IV. 

Of the Admission of a Church into Union with the Church in this Diocese, and 

Maintaining such Union. 

Sectioni I. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission into union with 
the Church in this Diocese, shall present a written application therefor to the 
Convention, together with a copy of the resolution of the Vestry, or of the 
Congregation, authorizing such application ; in which resolution the said Church, 
by its Vestry or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to, and 
observe, all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders and regulations 
of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the presiding officer of 
the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation at which the resolution was 
adopted, and also by the Clerk of the Vestry or Secretary of the meeting; and 
shall be authenticated by the seal of the Corporation; or should such Corpora- 
tion have no seal, the Certificate of the Clerk or Secretary of the meeting shall 
so state. The said application for admission shall be accompanied by a cer- 
tificate of the Clerk of the County in which it exists, that such Church or 
Congregation is incorporaited, as per Record in his office, signed by him, and 
sealed with his official seal, and also, by a Certificate of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority, to the effect that he or they approve of the incorporation of such 
Church, and that such Church, in his or their judgment, is duly and satisfactorily 
established; and every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall 
produce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, members 
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of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year preceding such applica- 
tion, attended Divine Service in such Church or Congregation. 

Stc 2. Should the Church have been a so-called ''Free" Church, thitherto 
under the care of a board of trustees, which has changed to the administration 
of a vestry; proper testimony that the change has likewise been recorded in 
the office of the Secretary of State shall also be submitted. 

Sec. 3. No application for the admission of a Church into union with the 
Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted upon, at any meeting of the 
Convention, unless the same shall have been transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Convention at least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention. It shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at least twenty days before the 
meeting of the Convention, to deliver to a Committee, to be annually appointed 
(to be called the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), 
all applications for admission into union which shall have been received by him, 
to be by such Committee examined, considered and reported upon to the 
Convention. 

Sec. 4. Whenever hereafter any Church in union with this Convention shall 
neglect, for three years in succession, to make a Parochial Report, no Missionary 
Report being made on its behalf, and shall not, during the same period, have 
employed a Qergyman as its Parish Minister, nor requested of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority to have the services of a Missionary, such Church shall be regarded 
as having forfeited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a delegation to the same. The Bishop shall report such Church 
to the Convention in his Annual Address. Such Church, however, may be 
re-admitted, upon application to the Convention, accompanied by a report of its 
condition, and on such terms as shall appear just; such re-admission to take 
effect from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such admission. 

i 

Canon V. 

Of Elections. 

All elections by the Convention shall be by ballot, except when the ballot is 
dispensed with by unanimous consent. And when an election is by ballot, a 
majority of the votes in each order shall be necessary to a choice. Should more 
of either order than the number required to be elected for any committee, board 
or delegation, receive a majority of votes in each order, those persons shall be 
declared elected who have received respectively the largest aggregate vote. 

Canon VI. 

Of the Secretary of the Convention. 

Section i. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to take and keep the Minutes 
of the proceedings of the Convention, to attest its public acts, and faithfully to 
deliver into the hands of his successor all books and papers relating to the busi- 
ness and concerns of the Convention which may be in his possession or under 
his control. It shall also be his duty to send a printed notice to each Minister, 
and to each Vestry or Congregation, of the time and place appointed for the 
•neetings of each Convention, and to publish a notice of the meeting in three of 

public papers published in the Diocese of Albany, and to perform such other 

es as may be required of him by the Convention. 
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Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually a copy of the Journal of the Convention 
to each of the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States^ 
to the Secretary of the House of Deputies of the General Convention, and to 
the Secretaries of the Diocesan Conventions; and shall ask, on hehalf of the 
Diocese, for copies of the Diocesan Journals in exchange. 

He shall also prepare the Triennial Report of the Diocese, upon the form 
provided by the General Convention, and shall with respect to the contents of 
such Triennial Report be governed by the Canons and regulations now or here- 
after adopted by the General Convention. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention to forward 
to the Secretary of the House of Deputies of the General Convention im- 
mediately upon publication the Journals of the Convention of the Diocese, to- 
gether with Episcopal charges, statements and such other papers as may show 
the state of the Church in this Diocese. It shall also be his duty to prepare, im- 
mediately after the adjournment of the Diocesan Convention next preceding the 
regular meeting of every General Convention and forward forthwith to the Secre- 
tary of the House of Deputies of the General Convention, upon the blank pro- 
vided by the General Convention for that purpose, a condensed summary of the 
statistics contained in the Parochial reports and Bishop's statements, with infor- 
mation as to all institutions in any way connected with the Church within the 
Diocese, and also as to the condition of all invested funds and the amount of 
all contributions received and expended by the Bishop, or otherwise, within the 
Diocese. 

He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in addition to the docu- 
ments by this section above required, a certificate signed by himself, containing 
a list of the clergymen in this Diocese and the amount of funds paid, or secured 
to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological Seminary, and also 
a certificate of the appointment of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 

Sec. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with this Canon shall be paid 
out of the Diocesan Fund. 

Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Secretary of the 
Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon the Assistant Secretary, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Committee. 

Sec. 6. Whenever, under the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Con- 
vention is called for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, 
in the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 

Canon VH. 

Of the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

Sectioni I. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Diocese to receive and 
disburse all moneys collected under the authority of the Convention, and of 
which the collection and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. He shall 
report, at each annual meeting of the Convention, the names of the Parishes 
which have failed to make the required contributions to any of the Diocesan 
Funds, specifying the funds to which they have failed to contribute and the 
amount of such deficiency. 

Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Convention, and shall 
be examined by a Committee acting under its authority. 
17 
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Sec 3. If the Treasurer of the Convention shall die or resign his office, the 
Standing G>niniittee shall appoint a Treasurer ad interim; to continue in office 
until an election be made by the Convention. 

Canon VIII. 

Of the Registrar, 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to collect and preserve, as the property of 
the Diocese, all documents and papers pertaining to the Diocese, and not in the 
custody of any other officer; and also the Journals and public documents of 
other Diocesan Conventions and of the General Convention, and other pamphlets 
and publications connected with the Church at large. 

Canon IX. 

Of Deputies to the General Convention and to the Provincial Synod. 

Section i. The Convention shall, at each regular annual meeting next pre- 
ceding a stated meeting of the General Convention, elect, by the concurrent 
ballot of the Clerical and Lay Members, four Gergymen and four Laymen, to 
act as Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall also, in 
like manner, elect four Clergymen and four Laymen as Provisional Deputies, to 
act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
shall hold their respective offices until their successors are elected, and shall be 
Deputies, or Provisional Deputies, for any General Convention which may be 
held during their continuance in office. 

Sec a. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from the Diocese, 
death or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional Deputies, between the 
stated times of election, the vacancy shall be supplied by any Convention during 
or prior to which such vacancy shall occur. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to the Ecclesi- 
astical Authority, at least ten days before the meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, their acceptance of the appointment and their intention to perform its 
duties; in default of which the Ecclesiastical Authority shall designate, from 
the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be necessary to insure, as far 
as practicable, a full representation of the Diocese. And the Ecclesiastical 
Authority shall, in like manner, designate from the same list of Provisional 
Deputies, one or more, as the case may be, to supply any deficiency in the 
representation of this Diocese which may in any way occur. And the person or 
persons so designated by the Bishop, being furnished with a certificate thereof, 
shall have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The Convention at each regular annual meeting shall elect four Clergy- 
men and four Laymen to act as Deputies from this Diocese to the Provincial 
Synod of the Province of New York and New Jersey, which Deputies shall hold 
their respective offices until their successors are elected, and shall be Deputies 
to any meeting of the said Provincial Synod which may be held during their con- 
tinuance in office. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to the 
Ecclesiastical Authority, at least ten days before the meeting of the S3mod, their 
acceptance of the appointment and their intention to perform its duties ; in default 
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of which the Ecclesiastical Authority shall select and appoint so many Clergy 
or Lay as may be necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation 

of the Diocese. 

Canon X. 

Of the Standing Committee. 

The powers and duties of the Standing Committee over and above those given 
and prescribed by the Canons of the General Convention and by the Constitution 
of the Diocese of Albany, are further defined as follows : 

Section, i. If there be no Bishop, or if he be unable to perform his duties, 
the Standing Committee shall be the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese 
provided that whenever any duty is specially imposed upon the Clerical Members 
of the Committee, such duty shall be performed by them only. 

Sec. 2. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a Clergyman 
shall be preserved by the Standing Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Standing Committee shall make a full report of all their pro- 
ceedings at every Annual Convention. 

Canon XI. 

Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 

Whereas, by the Canons of the General Convention,* it is made " the duty of 
every minister of this Church to record in the Parish Register all Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, Burials, and the names of all Communicants within 
his Cure ; " it is hereby ordered that, 

Section i. The Record shall specify the name and the time of the birth of 
the child or adult baptized with the names of the parents sponsors or witnesses ; 
the names of the persons confirmed; the names of the persons married, their 
ages and residences, also the names and residences of at least two witnesses of 
each marriage; the names of the persons buried, their ages, and the place of 
burial; and also the time when and the Minister by whom each rite was per- 
formed. The list of Communicants shall contain the names of all connected with 
the Parish or Mission as nearly as can be ascertained. These records shall be 
made by the Minister in a book provided for that purpose, belonging to each 
Church; which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved as a 
part of the records of the Church. 

Sec. 2. And Whereas, by the Canons of the General Convention it is made 
" the duty of every Minister of this Church in charge of a Parish or Congrega- 
tion, or, if there be no Minister in charge, of the Church Wardens, or other 
proper officer, to prepare upon the blank form adopted by the General Conven- 
tion a report for the year ending December 31st preceding, and to deliver the 
same on or before the first day of every annual Convention to the Bishop of 
the Diocese or Missionary District, or where there is no Bishop, to the presiding 
officer of the Convention. This report shall include the following information: 
(i) the number of Baptisms, Confirmations, Marriages and Burials during the 
year ; the total number of Baptized persons and Communicants at the time of the 
report; (2) a summary of all receipts and expenditures, from whatever source 
derived, and for whatever purpose used; and (3) a statement of the property

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held by the Parish, whether real or personal, with an appraisal of its value, to- 
gether with a statement of the indebtedness of the Parish, if any, and of the 
amount of insurance carried. And every Minister not in charge of any Parish 
or Congregation shall also report his occasional services, and if there have been 
none, the causes or reasons which have prevented the same. And these reports, 
or such parts of them as the Bishop may deem proper, shall be entered in the 
Journal : " 

It is hereby further ordered that this report shall be made on the form of 
report adopted by the General Convention. 

Sec. 3. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, the Parish 
Register shall be kept by some person appointed by the Vestry or Trustees ; and 
the annual Parochial report shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Church Wardens or Trustees of the Parish. 



Canon XII. 

Of Vacant Parishes, 

Section i. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant, it shall be the duty of the 
Vestry or Trustees to give immediate notice thereof to the Bishop. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall appoint those of the Clergy in the Diocese who can 
with most convenience discharge the duty, to supply such vacant Parishes as 
have been reported to him, at such times as may be deemed convenient and 
proper. And the Clergy so appointed, shall make a full report to the Bishop 
Concerning the State of the Parishes which they have visited. It shall be the 
duty of the Parishes thus supplied to defray all the expenses incident to such 
occasional services. 

Canon XIII. 

Of Offerings. 

Section i. Whereas it is the duty of all Christians, as faithful stewards of 
God, to set apart regularly a portion of their income as God's portion, " every 
one as God hath prospered him," to be used for the maintenance and extension 
of His kingdom, and the relief of His poor; this Church enjoins this duty upon 
all her members. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Congregation of this Diocese to con- 
tribute, at least once in each year, by weekly or monthly offerings, or in some 
other systematic way, to the Missions of the Diocese; the Domestic and Foreign 
Missions and other departments of Missionary work under the control of the 
General Convention; the support of the Episcopate; the expenses of the Con- 
vention; the education of young men for the Holy Ministry; and the support 
and education of orphan children; the offerings to be sent to the Treasurers 
of the funds for which they are made, and the amounts of all such contributions 
to form distinct items in the Annual Parochial Report. 

Sec. 3. The Fund for Theological Education, provided for in section 2 of this 
Canon, shall be applied as directed by the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. "The Bible and Common Prayer Book Society of Albany and its 
Vicinity" shall be the agent of this Diocese for the Distribution of the Bible 
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and the Book of Common Prayer, and sliall present a full report of its proceed- 
ings to each Annual Convention. 

Sec. 5. The Susan Fenimore Cooper Foundation of Cooperstown shall be a 
Diocesan School and Orphanage and shall make a report of its proceedings and 
condition to each annual Convention. 

Sec. 6. A proposition to make offerings for any object obligatory; or to fix 
the date for the taking of an offering, shall be put in the form of an amendment 
to Section 2 of this Canon. 

Canon XIV. 

Of the Missions of the Diocese and of Archdeaconries. 

The Church in this Diocese, acknowledging her responsibility, in common 
with the whole Church, for the fulfilment of the charge of our Lord to preach 
the Gospel to every creature, and especially for the extension of the Church 
throughout the Diocese, declares that it is the duty of the Convention, as her 
representative body, to care for the Missionary work, and that every baptized 
member is bound, according to his ability, to assist in carrying it on. To this 
end it fs hereby enacted as follows : 

Section i. "The Board of Missions of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Albany," incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State 
of New York, passed February 16, 1870, as amended by Chapter 11, of the Laws 
of 1906, shall be entrusted with the general charge and direction of the work 
of Missions within the Diocese, and particularly with the custody and manage 
ment of all money or property given or acquired for that object, subject to the 
provisions of this Canon and to such written instruments as may from time to 
time be given to them by the Convention and entered upon the Journal thereof. 

Sec. 2. The said Board of Missions shall consist of the Bishop, who shall be 
ex officio the President thereof; the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, who 
shall be ex officio the Vice-President thereof; the several Archdeacons of the 
Diocese, who shall be ex officio members thereof ; and of nine other members, 
viz., one Clergyman and one Layman resident within the limits of each of the 
Archdeaconries hereinafter provided for, and nominated by said Archdeaconry, 
and one Layman who may be resident anywhere within the Diocese, and who 
shall be nominated in open Convention; all nine of whom shall be chosen 
annually by the Convention and by ballot unless the same be unanimously dis- 
pensed with. In ease there is no Bishop Coadjutor, then, in addition to the nine 
members chosen in the manner above specified, a tenth shall be chosen, who shall 
be a Clergyman resident anywhere in the Diocese, and who shall be nominated 
in open Convention, and shall be chosen annually by the Convention, and by 
ballot unless the same be unanimously dispensed with. All vacancies occurring 
in the Board during the recess of the Convention may be filled by the Board. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall hold its meetings at such times during the year as 
may bp determined by its rules. 

Sec. 4. The Diocese shall be divided into districts called Archdeaconries, the 
titles and limits of which shall be as follows: The Archdeaconry of Albany 
shall comprise the counties of Albany, Greene, Columbia, Schenectady, Mont 
gomery, Fulton, Hamilton, and Herkimer. The Archdeaconry of Troy shall 
comprise the counties of Rensselaer, Saratoga, Washington, and Warren, and 
all of Essex county, except the townships of St. Armand and North Elba. The 
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Archdeaconry of the Susquehanna shall comprise the counties of Delaware, 
Otsego and Schoharie. The Archdeaconry of Ogdenshurg shall comprise the 
counties of St. Lawrence, Franklin and Clinton, and the townships of St. 
Armand and North Elha, in Essex county. 

Sec. S. The Bishop shall he ex officio the head of each Archdeaconry; hut, 
on its own nomination from among the Clerical members thereof, he shall 
annually appoint an Archdeacon who shall be the Executive and, in the absence 
of the Bishop, and the Bishop Coadjutor if there be one, the Presiding Officer 
as well. Each Archdeaconry shall annually elect a Secretary and Treasurer. 
The Archdeacon shall visit the Mission Stations within the Archdeaconry, and 
such Parishes therein as are vacant or are aided by the Board of Missions. In 
making these visitations, the results of which are to be reported, to the Bishop, 
he shall endeavor to ascertain existing conditions, giving encouragement and 
counsel. It shall also be his duty to arouse and cultivate Missionary activity 
throughout the Archdeaconry and to urge liberal offerings for the work of 
Church Extension. And furthermore each Archdeacon, together with the other 
Members of the Board of Missions from his Archdeaconry, shall be an Advisory 
Committee whose duty it shall be to counsel the Board of Missions as to the 
amount of money which shall be raised, and the amount expended, within the 
Archdeaconry; and to make every effort to secure in full the sums apportioned. 

Sec. 6. Each Archdeaconry shall hold two meetings a year at such places 
within its boundaries as it may designate. Other meetings may be held as the 
Archdeaconry elects. Every Clergyman canonically resident within the Arch- 
deaconry, and three Laymen from each Parish or Mission Station within these 
limits, shall be entitled to seats at all such meetings, each Clergyman and each 
Lay Delegation having one vote. Any number of members present at a meeting 
duly called shall be competent to transact business. At each meeting of the 
Archdeaconry it shall be the duty of every minister in charge of a mission or 
of a parish receiving financial aid from the Diocesan Board of Missions to 
make a written report of his work, and it shall be the duty of the Archdeacon 
.to submit such reports to the Bishop, together with such recommendations as 
he or the Archdeaconry may make. It shall be the main purpose of the Arch- 
deaconry to render all possible aid to the Bishop and the Board of Missions in 
maintaining and advancing the missionary work of the Diocese. All Missionaries 
who are members shall report concerning their work, and provision may be made 
for special Missionary needs within the boundaries of the Archdeaconry ; but con- 
tributions for such local needs shall not interfere with the claims of the Diocesan 
Board of Missions, and shall be reported to the Treasurer thereof and included 
in his Annual Report to the Convention. It shall also be the object of these 
meetings to bring the members together in fraternal intercourse, and to promote 
their spiritual and intellectual life. Each Archdeaconry shall make its own 
rules as to the arrangement of services. 

Sec. 7. All Missionaries shall be appointed-by the Bishop and may be removed 
by him; or such appointment and removal may be made by the Bishop Coad- 
jutor if this be a part of his assigned jurisdiction. In case of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, or of the absence of the Bishop from the Diocese, or of his being 
otherwise unable to perform his duties, each Archdeacon shall have the power 
of appointing and removing Missionaries in his Archdeaconry; provided that no 
such removal shall be made by an Archdeacon without the consent of the 
Standing Committee. 
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Sec. 8. No appropriation shall be made in aid of Any incorporated Parish 
except on the written application of the Vestry, and with the written consent 
and approval of the Rector; and in such application the Vestry shall state the 
salary which the Rector is to receive, agreeing to pay the same in regular 
monthly instalments. Should the Bishop at any time become convinced that the 
Vestry is neglecting to pay the salary as agreed, or that it is for the best interests 
of the Parish that the Rectorship be terminated, and shall so advise the Board 
of Missions, no appropriation shall be made thereafter to said Parish, within 
two years from such time, except by unanimous consent of the Board of 
Missions. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of every member of the Church in the Diocese 
to contribute to the Funds of the Board of Missions as God hath prospered 
him ; and every Clergyman having Parochial or Missionary charge shall impress 
this duty upon his people, and cause one or more offerings to be made annually 
for that object. 

Sec. 10. The Treasurer of the Board of Missions shall include in his Annual 
Report all sums certified to him as expended in local Missionary work. He shall 
also receive, report and pay over any special contributions from Parishes or 
individuals in accordance with the instructions of the contributors. 

Sec. II. The traveling expenses of the members of the Board of Missions, 
attending the meetings of the Board, shall be paid out of its Treasury. 

Sec 12. On the recommendation of the Bishop, the Board of Missions may 
organize a mission station on the application of any residents in the neighbor- 
hood. The form of application shall be as follows: 

" To the Right Reverend , Bishop of Albany : 

" We, the subscribers, baptized persons, residents of the Town of , 

m the County of , New York, respectfully request that we may be 

duly made an organized Mission under the authority and direction of the Diocese 

of Albany, to be known as Mission in the Town of 

And we do hereby promise obedience to the authority of the Diocese and con- 
formity to the Constitution and Canons, and to the doctrine, discipline and 
worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States and in the 

Diocese of Albany. And we further pledge the sum of $ to the support 

of the Minister for the first year." 

But such station shall not be established within the Parochial Cure of any 
other Minister or Ministers without the consent of such Minister, or a majority 
of such Ministers, except on the advice and by the consent of the Standing 
Committee. In the organization of the Mission the Bishop shall appoint a 
Church Warden, and a Treasurer who shall also act as Clerk, which officers 
shall thereafter.be annually elected by the Congregation in the week beginning 
with the first Sunday in Advent, and in the same manner as provided for the 
choice of Deputies to Convention by Section 2, of Canon II, of the Diocese. So 
far as possible they shall discharge the duties which belong to their respective 
offices in incorporated Parishes and shall, together with the Missionary, be the 
Executive- of the Mission. But, in cases where it is impracticable thus to appoint 
or to elect, the Bishop shall, for the time, cause the duties of these two offices 
to be merged in the office of Warden, making an annual appointment and naming 
the Minister himself as such Warden where necessary. 

A vacancy in the office of Warden or Treasurer, if occurring before the first 
Sunday in Advent following the organization of the Mission, may be filled b 
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appointment by the Bi Aop of the Diocese ; if occurring after that date, may be 
filled at a special election, held in the manner prescribed by the laws of the 
State of New York for the holding of special elections for the filling of vacancies 
in vestries. 

The Board of Missions shall have power to dissolve the organization of a 
mission station. In such case, a notice of the resolution of the Board of 
Missions to effect such dissolution shall be sent to the officers, or, if there be no 
officers, to the qualified voters of the Mission, and final action may be taken at 
the neict meeting of the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 13. The title of all property, real or personal, given or purchased for the 
use of any Mission Station, shall be vested in "The Board of Missions of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, in the Diocese of Albany," or in " The Trustees of 
the Diocese of Albany." 



Canon XV. 

Of the Episcopal Fund. 

Section i. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this Diocese, now 
provided, together with that which may be hereafter contributed or acquired, 
and any accumulation accruing from the investment thereof, shall be entrusted 
to the Corporation, entitled " The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese 
of Albany," incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of New 
York, passed April 28, 1869. The Trustees composing said Corporation shall be 
five in number, who shall be appointed by the Convention, and shall hold their 
offices during the pleasure thereof. 

Sec. 2. The moneys and property belonging to the said fund now held, by the 
said Trustees or hereafter acquired by them may be conveyed by the said 
Trustees to such trust company organized and existing under the laws of thjc 
State of New York as may be designated by them and approved by the Conven- 
tion of the Diocese, to be held by such trust company in trust for the benefit and 
support of the Episcopate of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese 
of Albany; and to be invested by said trust company in such securities as are 
required by the laws of the State of New York; and such trust company shall 
have power from time to time to change such investments. A report exhibiting 
the condition of such funds and securities, together with the receipts and dis- 
bursements, shall be made by such trust company, to the Convention, through 
said Trustees who shall submit the same at every annual meeting thereof, and at 
such other times as may be required by said Convention, with such recommenda- 
tions as they see fit.

Canon XVI. 

Of the Diocesan Fund. 

Section i. Whereas, it is indispensable to provide a fund. for defraying the 
necessary expenses of the Convention, including the expenses of those of the 
Clergy who may have to travel from a distance to the Convention, and also the 
:ost of maintaining a suitable residence for the Bishop ; it is hereby required of 
;very Congregation in this Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the Convention 
3n or before the day of its annual meeting, a contribution at such a rate per 
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cent, upon the salary of its Clergyman as shall have been determined by the 
previous Convention to be required for the purposes above mentioned. 

Sec. 2. And Whereas, by the Canons of the General Convention * it is made 
" the duty of the several Diocesan Conventions to forward to the Treasurer of 
the General Convention, on the first Monday in September immediately preced- 
ing the meeting of the General Convention, three dollars for each Bishop, 
Presbyter, and Deacon canonically resident in such Diocese as recorded in the 
Journal of the General Convention last preceding ; " therefore, it shall be the 
duty of the Treasurer to retain annually out of the Diocesan Fund, one dollar 
for each Clergyman in this Diocese, as a special fund, to be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting of the same. 



Canon XVII. 

Of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund. 

Section i. The fund now existing, together with all contributions hereafter 
received for the support of Aged and Infirm Clergymen, shall be entrusted to 
the Corporation entitled "The Trustees of the Fund for the support of the 
Aged and Infirm Clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
Albany," incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of New York,

passed February i6, 1870. The said Trustees shall consist of the Bishop and 
the Treasurer of the Diocese, together with three Lay Trustees, who shall be 
appointed annually by the Convention. Vacancies occurring in the number of 
the Lay Trustees during the recess of the Convention may be filled by the 
remaining Trustees. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Trustees to receive applications for relief, 
and to administer it in accordance with such rules and regulations as they, with 
the approbation of the Convention, may from time to time adopt. 

Sec. 3. The Trustees shall present a detailed report of their proceedings and 
of the condition of the fund to every Annual Convention. 



Canon XVIII. 

Of the Fund for the Widozvs and Orphans of Deceased Clergymen. 

Sectioni I. The fund now existing, together with all contributions hereafter 
received for the relief of widows and orphans of Deceased Clergymen shall be 
entrusted to the Corporation entitled "The Trustees of the Fund for the 
Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Albany," incorporated by an Act of the Legislature 
of the State of New York, passed February 16, 1870. The said Trustees shall 
consist of the Bishop and the Treasurer of the Diocese, together with thrtfe Lay 
Trustees, who shall be appointed annually by the Convention. Vacancies occur- 
ring in the number of the Lay Trustees during the recess of the Convention 
may be filled by the remaining Trustees. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Trustees to receive applications for

relief, and to administer it in accordance with such rules and regulations as 
they, with the approbation of the Convention, may from time to time adopt. 

Sec 3. The Trustees shall present a detailed report of their proceedings and 
of the condition of the fund to every Annual Convention. 

Canon XIX. 

Of the William Croswell Doane Fund. 

The report of the Trustees of the William Croswell Doane Fund, incorporated 
for "the establishment, maintenance and management in the Diocese of Albany 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, in the 
State of New York, of a school or schools, or other educational, religious or 
charitable works or institutions, with convenient buildings to be used in con- 
nection therewith," shall be received at each annual Convention and recorded in 
its minutes to the Journal. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the number 
of the Trustees of.^such Fund required to be filled by the Convention, such 
vacancy shall be filled at the next ensuing annual Convention. 

Canon XX. 

Of the Church Pension Fund. 

Section i. The Bishop of the Diocese shall appoint, annually, a Committee to 
be entitled " The Committee on the Church Pension Fund ** and to consist of one 
clergyman and two laymen. 

Sec. 2. The duties of this Committee shall be as follows: 

I', To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund the canonical roll of the 
clergy of this Diocese and a list of the clergy canonically resident in other 
dioceses, or missionary districts, who may be licensed to officiate in this Diocese, 
with a statement of the stipends received by each of said clergymen from any 
Parish, Mission station, or other ecclesiastical organization or corporation in 
this Diocese. 

2. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of the clergy and 
the widows and orphans. of clergy in this Diocese, who may be entitled to receive 
pensions from the Church Pension Fund. 

3. To receive from the Church Pension Fund, annually, a statement of the 
premiums necessary to be paid by, or on behalf of, each Parish, Mission station, 
or other ecclesiastical organization or corporation in this Diocese, in order that 
the clergymen in receipt of stipends from such Parishes, Mission stations and 
other ecclesiastical organizations or corporations, may be entitled respectively to 
pensions. 

4. To inform the duly constituted authorities of each Parish, Mission station 
and other ecclesiastical organization or corporation in this Diocese of the 
premiums, if any, payable by it and of the time and manner of payment thereof. 

5. To elect a Treasurer who may or may not be a member of the said Com- 
mittee, who shall he required to give a bond satisfactory to the Committee and 

■^hose duty it shall be to receive at stated periods from all the Parishes, Mission 
tations and other ecclesiastical organizations or corporations in this Diocese 
le aforesaid premiums, if any, and to transmit them to the Church Pension 
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Fund, together with such other moneys, as he may receive for the purpose of 
pensions. 

6. To present to the Convention of the Diocese annually a duly audited 
account of its receipts and expenditures. 

7. To inform the clergy and laity of the Diocese of the Pension System, 
created by the General Convention and committed by it to the agency of the 
Church Pension Fund whereby the clergy of the Church are assured of pensions 
to themselves in the event of old age, or disability, and to their widows and 
minor orphans in the event of death ; and to do all things that may be advisable 
in the premises to the end that the moneys necessary to be paid by the Parishes, 
Mission stations and other ecclesiastical organizations or corporations, may be 
fully and systematically paid. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Trustees of the Fund for the Support 
of the Aged and Infirm Clergy, the Trustees of the Fund for the Widows and 
Orphans of Deceased Clergymen and the Trustees of the Clergy Reserve Fund, 
if duly authorized by law, to pay semi-annually, or oftener at their discretion, to 
the Committee on the Church Pension Fund such portion of their several in- 
comes as they shall deem available for the premiums necessary to be paid by the 
Parishes, Mission stations and other ecclesiastical organizations or corporations 
of the Diocese respectively as aforesaid, upon receipt of satisfactory assurance 
from the Church Pension Fund that the latter corporation will assume and pay 
all of the annuities and beneficiary appropriations payable by the said Trustees; 
such payment of income on the part of the aforesaid Trustees to begin when 
this Canon goes into effect and as soon as they shall be duly authorized by law, 
and to continue as long thereafter as the said Church Pension Fund continues to 
make its payments as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of every clergyman receiving a stipend or 
stipends and the duty of every Parish, Mission station, or other ecclesiastical 
organization or corporation in the Diocese paying a stipend or stipends, to 
furnish a statement of such stipend or stipends to the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund, whenever the said Committee shall, in writing, ask for such 
statement. 

Sec. 5. No Parish, Mission station, or other ecclesiastical organization or 
corporation in the Diocese, shall be included in the Church Pension System 
without its own consent. 

Sec. 6. This Canon shall go into effect when the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund shall have been notified by the Church Pension Fund that the 
latter is ready to receive premiums and pay pensions. 

Canon XXI. 

Of the Examination of Securities, Etc. 

Section i. A Committee of three Laymen shall be appointed at each Annual 
Convention to examine the securities of the several funds held by The Board of 
Missions, The Trustees of the Diocese, The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, 
The Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, The Trustees of the Fund 
for the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy, The Trustees of the Clergy 
Reserve Fund and the Trustees of The William Croswell Doane Fund, and ^ 
report at the next Convention. 

Sec 2. It shall be the duty of such Committee to meet in each year at s< 
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time between the fifteenth day of April and the date of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, at the place or places where the Treasurers of the above 
named funds reside, or where the securities in their keeping are deposited, and 
make an examination of such securities and of all books, papers, vouchers, etc., 
relating to them, and prepare a report to be presented to the Annual Convention 
next ensuing. 

Sec. 3. The fiscal year of this Diocese and each Parish thereof shall begin 
January i. 

Sec. 4. All accounts, having to do with the receipt and expenditure, or 
investments of money of all Parishes and church organizations shall be audited 
at the close of each year by a certified public accountant ; provided, however, that 
if, the amount of income for the year, as shown by the account shall be less than 
$3,000.00, or if a certified public accountant is not available, the audit may be 
made by an accountant bookkeeper in no way connected with the subject mattei 
of the account. 

Sec. 5. The Bishop shall appoint at the Convention at which this Canon 
shall be adopted, and annually thereafter a Finance Committee for the following 
purposes : 

(i) To maintain general supervision of the financial affairs of the 
Diocese; to secure simplicity and accuracy in collection and disbursement 
of all funds, and co-operation between the various officers, trusts and boards 
of the Convention ; for which purpose it shall establish its own rules and 
keep a record of its meetings, all of which shall be submitted annually to the 
Convention. 

(2) To act as advisor of the Bishop in financial matters; and, upon re- 
quest, as advisor to individual parishes within the Diocese. 

(3) To perform such other duties relating to the business affairs of the 
Diocese as may be referred to it. 

Sec. 6. On or before the first day of November, 1917, all trust and per- 
manent funds belonging to this Diocese, or any parish thereof, shall, if the same 
can lawfully be done, be deposited in trust and thereafter left with one or more 
trust companies or banks organized under the laws of the United States, or of 
this State, and authorized to receive the same, or in the event that a corporation 
shall be organized for that purpose by the Diocese, with such corporation, and 
a full and detailed statement of all such trusts or permanent funds shall be pre- 
sented annually to this Convention upon a form to be prescribed by the Finance 
Committee. The Finance Committee shall from time to time make such rules 
and regulations with respect to the deposit of such trust funds, and the man- 
agement thereof, as shall be proper and shall submit such rules and regulations, 
so adopted by it, annually to the Convention. 

Sec. 7. All real property belonging to the Diocese, or to any parish thereof, 
shall be adequately insured against fire, the amount thereof to be determined 
in the first instance by the proper officers of the Diocese, or parish, owning such 
property, but subject thereafter to the direction of the Finance Committee and 
to that end the Finance Cornmittee is hereby vested with general authority to 
'^.ompel the adequate insurance of such real property by the Diocese, or any 

Irish thereof, and the amount of such insurance, the companies carrying the 

tne and the character of the policies shall be determined by said Finance 

>mmittee. 
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The Finance Committee may make such rules and regulations with respect 
to such insurance as shall be proper and shall report such rules and regulations 
annually to the Convention. 

Canon XXII. 

Of the Trial of a Clergyman not being a Bishop, 

Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop thereof, shall 
become ** liable to presentment and trial " under the provisions of any Canon of 
the General or Diocesan Convention, the mode of proceeding in this Diocese 
shall be as follows : 

Section, i. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, addressed to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the accused is alleged to 
be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, place and circumstances. Such 
presentment may be made by the major part in number of the members of the 
Vestry of any Church of which the accused is Minister, or by any three Pres- 
byters of this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop shall have 
reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the imputation of having been 
guilty of any offence or misconduct for which he is liable to be tried, and that 
the interest of the Church requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to 
appoint five persons, of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the 
case; a majority of whom may make such examination, and if there is, in their 
opinion, sufficient ground for presentment, they shall present the Clergyman 
accordingly. 

Sec. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes above prescribed, 
the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear to him to be such as constitute 
an offence, may dismiss it; or if it allege facts, some of which do and some of 
which do not constitute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the 
residue, or he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in whole 
or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the accused; and 
shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Diocese entitled to seats in the 
Convention, and not being parties to the presentment, and cause a list of their 
names to be served on the accused, who shall, within thirty days after such 
service, select five of them, and notify their names in writing to the Bishop; 
and if he shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five; and the Presbyters so selected shall form a 
Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such time and place as 
the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to adjourn from time to time, and 
from place to place (but always within the Diocese), as they shall think proper. 

Sec. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first meeting shall be 
served, at least thirty days before such meeting, on the accused, and also on one 
of the persons making the presentment. 

Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the Board of Pres- 
byters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then those who do attend 
may adjourn from time to time; and if, after one adjournment or more, it 
shall appear to them improbable that the whole number will attend within a 
reasonable time, then those who do attend, not being less than three, shall con- 
stitute the board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall decid 
all questions. 
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Sec. 5. If a Gergyman presented shall confess the truth of the facts alleged 
in the presentment, and shall not demur thereto, it shall be the duty of the 
Bishop to proceed to pass sentence ; and if he shall not confess them before the 
appointment of a Board for his trial, as before mentioned, he shall be con- 
sidered as denying them. 

Sec. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, shall not 
appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his trial, the Board may, 
nevertheless, proceed as if he were present, unless for good cause they shall 
see fit to adjourn to another day. 

Sec. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such evidence 
as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to writing and signed by 
the witnesses, respectively; and some officer authorized by law to administer 
oaths may, at the desire of either party, be requested to administer an oath or 
affirmation to the witnesses, that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment If, on 
or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of the charges, as stated 
in the presentment, the Board may dispense with hearing further evidence, and 
may proceed at once to state their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that 
ought to be pronounced. 

Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and it being made 
satisfactorily to appear to him that any material witness cannot be procured 
upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of 
such witness. Such Commissary may be either a Clergyn\an or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least six days* notice of the time 
and place of taking the testimony. If the person on whom the notice shall be 
served shall reside more than forty miles from the place of examination, notice 
of an additional day shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the 
said distance. Both parties may attend and examine the witness; and the ques- 
tions and answers shall be reduced to writing and signed by the witness, and 
shall be certified by the Commissary, and enclosed under his seal, and trans- 
mitted to the Board, and shall be received by them as evidence. A witness 
examined before 'such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner afore- 
said. 

Sec. 9. The Board, having deliberately considered the. evidence, shall declare 
in a writing signed by them, or a majority of them, their decision on the charges 
contained in the presentment, distinctly stating whether the accused be guilty or 
not guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence (if any) 
which, in their opinion, should be pronounced; and a copy of such decision 
shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused; and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, who shall pro- 
nounce such canonical sentence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided 
the same shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the Board; 
and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop 
shall summon the accused, and any three or more of the Clergy, to meet him 
at such time as may, in his opinion, be most convenient, in some Church to be 
designated by him, which shall, for that purpose, be open at the time to all 
"ersons who may choose to attend; and the sentence shall then and there be 

Micly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, if he shall be satisfied that 
ice requires it, may grant a new trial to the accused, in which case a new 
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Board of Presbsrters shall be appointed, the- proceedings before whom shall be 
conducted as above mentioned. 

Sec 10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon may be served 
by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the purpose by the Bishop, 
and whose certificate of such service shall be evidence thereof. In case of 
service by any other person, the facts shall be proved by the affidavit of such 
person. A written notice or paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place 
of residence, shall be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 

Sec. II. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by counsel, in 
case of the exercise of which privilege, and not otherwise, those who present 
shall also have the like privilege. 

Sec 12. If the Ecclesiastical Authority of any other Diocese shall, under the 
provisions of the Canons of the General Convention, or otherwise, make known 
to the Ecclesiastical Authority of this Diocese, charges against a Presbyter or 
Deacon thereof, such communication shall be a sufficient presentation of him 
for trial; and the trial shall take place as above provided. The Bishop shall 
appoint some competent person as Prosecutor, who shall be considered as the 
party making the presentment. 

Canon XXIII. 
Of Differences Between Ministers and Their Congregations. 

Section i. Whenever there shall be any serious difference between the 
Rector of any Church in this Diocese and the Congregation thereof, it shall be 
lawful for a majority of the Vestry or Trustees to make a representation to 
the Bishop, stating the facts in the case and agreeing, for themselves and for 
the Congregation which they represent, to submit to his decision in the matter, 
and to perform whatever he may require of them by any order which he may 
make under the provisions of this Canon, and shall at the same time serve a 
copy of the representation on the Rector. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Bishop, at all stages of the proceeding, to 
seek to bring them to an amicable conclusion; and in such case the agreement 
between the parties, signed by them and attested by the Bishop, shall have the 
same force as an order made under section 4 of this Canon. 

Sec. 3. If the matter shall not be amicably settled within a reasonable time, 
the Bishop shall convene the Clerical Members of the Standing Committee and 
shall give notice to the parties to appear before him and present their proofs 
and arguments at such time and place as he may appoint; and he may adjourn 
and continue the hearing in the matter in his discretion. 

Sec. 4. When the hearing is concluded, the Bishop shall make such an order 
in regard to the matter as he may think to be just and for the true interests of 
the Church; and such order may require the Rector to resign his Rectorship, 
and may require the Church to pay a sum of money to the Rector ; and it shall 
be the duty of the Rector and of the Church and every member thereof to sub- 
mit to and abide by such order as the final and conclusive determination of all 
matters of difference between them. Provided, that no order shall be made 
under this or the next succeeding section of this Canon, unless with the advice 
and concurrence of at least two Qerical Members of the Standing Committee, 
who shall have been present at the hearing. 

Sec. 5. If it shall be made to appear to the Bishop that any agreement made 
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under section 2 of this Canon, or any order made under section 4 of this Canon, 
or of this section, shall have been disregarded by any of the parties concerned, 
or if an application be made to him to modify such order, he may convene the 
Clerical Members of the Standing Committee, and after hearing such further 
proofs and arguments as may be presented to him, make such further order in 
the matter as he may think proper with the same effect as an order made under 
section 4 of this Canon. 

Sec 6. If any Church or Congregation shall persistently neglect or refuse to 
obey any order made under this Canon, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to 
exhort the members of such Congregation to submit to the authority and dis- 
cipline of the Church; and if they will not do so, the Convention may proceed 
to dissolve the union between the Church so offending and the Convention of 
this Diocese, and may take such other action in the matter as it may think 
expedient. Provided, that no such action shall be held or taken to be a sur- 
render of any right which either the Church in this Diocese, or such members 
of such Congregation as submit to the authority and discipline of the Church 
may have in the corporation of such Church, or in any property belonging 
thereto. 

Sec. 7. Whenever the Standing Committee shall be acting as the Ecclesias- 
tical Authority of the Diocese, the Clerical Members thereof shall perform the 
duties herein required of the Bishop ; and they shall request the Bishop of some 
other Diocese to attend the hearing of the case, and shall make no order therein 
but with his advice and assistance. 

Canon XXIV. 

Of a Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 

Section i. There shall be a Diocesan Board of Religious Education, the 
purpose of which shall be the unification and development of religious education 
and Christian nurture, especially through the Sunday School. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall consist of the Bishop of the Diocese, the Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one, and of sixteen other members, viz., two Clergjjrmen 
and two Laymen, resident within the limits of each Archdeaconry, to be nomi- 
nated by each Archdeaconry; all sixteen of whom shall be chosen annually by 
the Convention, and by ballot, unless the same be unanimously dispensed with. 

Sec. 3. The Bishop shall be ex officio President; the Bishop Coadjutor First 
Vice-President. The Board shall elect a Secretary and a Treasurer and such 
other officers as it shall deem necessary. 

Sec. 4. A Sunday School Convention shall be organized in each Archdeaconry 
auxiliary to the Board. Each Convention shall be composed of the Clergy 
officially resident within each Archdeaconry and two or more delegates from 
each Sunday School within such Archdeaconry. 

Sec. 5. Within six months after the Canon takes effect the Archdeacons of 
the several Archdeaconries shall summon the delegates of their Sunday School 
Conventions to meet for the purposes of organization. 

Sec. 6. Each Archdeaconry Convention shall have power 

(A) To effect and provide for its own organization; 

(B) To promote the holding of meetings in the interests of the 
Sunday School and to take all such measures to foster religious educa- 
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tion within the Archdeaconry as are consistent with the Constitution 
and Canons of the General Convention and the Diocese. 

Sec. 7. Each Archdeaconry Convention shall make an annual report of its 
work to the Diocesan Board, and the Board shall make an annual report to the 
Diocesan Convention. 

Sec. 8. The Board at each regular annual meeting next after a stated meeting 
of the General Convention shall elect one delegate to serve as a member of the 
Commission of the Provincial Board of Religious Education of the Province of 
New York and New Jersey, which delegate shall hold office until his successor 
be elected, and shall be a delegate to any meeting of the said Commission of 
the Provincial Board of Religious Education which may be held during his con- 
tinuance in office. Should a vacancy occur by his resignation, removal from the 
Diocese, death or otherwise between the stated times of election, such vacancy 
shall be supplied by any meeting of the Board sitting when such vacancy occurs 
or after such vacancy shall have occurred. 

Sec. 9. The Diocesan Board of Religious Education shall have power to fill 
any vacancies occurring in its number by reason of resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death or otherwise, between the stated times of meetings of the 
Diocesan Convention. 

Canon XXV. 

Of Women Voting. 

In all regular and special meetings of such parishes of this Diocese as shall 
so determine under the provisions of the Religious Corporations Law, women 
having the qualifications now provided for men shall be entitled to vote in like 
manner as men. 

Canon XXVI. 

Of Amendments of the Canons. 

No new Canon or amendment of a Canon shall hereafter be adopted by the 
Convention, unless at least one day's previous notice thereof shall have been 
given in open Convention; nor, unless by unanimous consent, until the same 
shall have been referred to, and reported upon by a Committee of at least two 
Presbyters ahd two Laymen. All propositions to amend the Canons shall be 
iij the form of a Canon, and such sections as shall be amended shall be re-enacted 
in full in their amended form.

Section 3. Filing and recording certificates of incorporation of religious 
corporations. — The certificate of incorporation of a religious corporation shall 
be acknowledged or proved before an officer authorized to take the acknowledg- 
ment or proof of deeds or conveyances of real estate, to be recorded in the 
county in which the principal office or place of worship of said corporation is 
or is intended to be situated, and shall be filed and recorded in the office of the 
clerk of said county. If there is not, or is not intended to be, any such office 
or place of worship, the certificate shall be filed and recorded in the office of 
the secretary of state. 
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The recording of any certificate of a religious corporation organized under 
provisions of "An act to provide for the incorporation of religious societies/' 
passed April fifth, eighteen hundred and thirteen, and of the acts amending the 
same, in the ofHce of a clerk of a county prior to the passage of chapter thirty- 
five of the laws of eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, instead of in the office 
of the register of such county, shall be regarded and construed and such record- 
ing is hereby declared to be of the same validity, force and effect as would have 
been the recording of such certificate in the proper office. And every act, deed, 
matter and thing dope or performed by every such religious society or corpora- 
tion since the recording of its certificate in the office of said county clerk is 
hereby ratified, confirmed and declared to be as valid in all respects as if the 
said certificate had been properly and appropriately recorded in the office of the 
register of the county in which said religious society or corporation was organ- 
ised; but this section shall not affect any suit or proceeding already commenced 
arising out of such original mistake. 

§ 4. Property of unincorporated society transferred by its incorporation. — 
All the temporalities and property of an unincorporated church, or of any unin- 
corporated religious society, body, association or congregation, shall on the 
incorporation thereof, become the temporalities and property of such corpora- 
tion, whether such temporalities or property be given, granted or devised directly 
to such unincorporated church, society, body, association or congregation, or to 
any other person for the use or benefit thereof. 

§ 5. General powers and duties of trustees of religious corporations. — The 
trustees of every religious corporation shall have the custody and control of all 
the temporalities and property, real and personal, belonging to the corporation 
and of the revenues therefrom, and shall administer the same in accordance with 
the discipline, rules and usages of the corporation and of the ecclesiastical gov- 
erning body, if any, to which the corporation is subject, and with the provisions 
of law relating thereto, for the support and maintenance of the corporation, or, 
providing the members of the corporation at a meeting thereof shall so author- 
ize, of some religious, charitable, benevolent or educational object conducted by 
said corporation or in connection with it, or with the denomination, if any, with 
which it is connected; and they shall not use such property or revenues for any 
other purpose or divert the same from such uses. By-laws may be adopted or 
amended, by a two-thirds vote of the qualified voters present and voting ^t the 
meeting for incorporation or at any subsequent meeting, after written notice, 
embodying such by-laws or amendment, has been openly given at a previous 
meeting, and also in the notices of the meeting at which such proposed by-laws 
or amendment is to be acted upon. By-laws thus adopted or amended shall 
control the action of the trustees. But this section does not give to the trustees 
of an incorporated church any control over the calling, settlement, dismissal or 
removal of its minister, or the fixing of his salary; or any power to fix or 
change the times, nature or order of the public or social worship of such church. 

§ 6. Acquisition of property by religious corporations for branch institutions; 
establishment, maintenance and management thereof. — Any religious corpora- 
tion may acquire property for associate houses, church buildings, chapels, mission- 
houses, school-houses for Sunday or parochial schools, or dispensaries of medi- 
cine for the poor, or property for the residence of its ministers, teachers or 
employees, or property for a home for the aged. The persons attending public 
worship in any such associate house, mission-house, church building, or chapel 
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connected therewith shall not by reason thereof have any rights as members of 
the parent corporation. The persons statedly worshiping in any such house, 
mission-house, church building or chapel may, with the consent of the trustees 
of such corporation, become separately incorporated as a churchy and the parent 
corporation may, in pursuance of the provisions of law regulating the disposition 
of real property by religious corporations, rent or convey to the new corporation, 
with or without consideration, any such associate house, church building, chapel, 
mission-house, school-house or dispensary and the lot coniftcted therewith, sub- 
ject to such regulations as the trustees of the parent corporation may make. Any 
religious corporation shall have power to establish, maintain and manage by its 
trustees or other officers as a part of its religious purpose a home for the aged, 
and may take and hold by conveyance, donation, bequest or devise real and per- 
sonal property for such purpose, and may purchase and may erect suitable build- 
ings therefor. Any such corporation may take and hold any grant, donation, 
bequest or devise of real or personal property heretofore or hereafter made upon 
trust, and apply the same, or the income thereof, under the direction of its 
trustees or other officers, for the purpose of establishing, maintaining and man- 
aging such a home and for the erection, preservation, repair or extension of any 
building or buildings for such purpose.

§ II. Correction and confirmation of conveyances to religious corporations. — 
If, in a conveyance of real property, or in any instrument intended to operate 
as such, heretofore or hereafter made to a religious corporation, its corporate 
name is not stated or is not correctly stated, but such conveyance or inMrument 
indicates the intention of the grantor therein to convey such property to such 
corporation, and such corporation has entered into possession and occupation of 
such property, any officer of the corporation' authorized so to do by its trustees 
may record in the office where such conveyance or instrument is recorded a state- 
ment, signed and acknowledged by him or proved, setting forth the date of such 
conveyance or instrument, the date of record and the number and page of the 
book of record thereof, the name of the grantor, a description of the property 
conveyed or intended to be conveyed, the name of the grantee as expressed in 
such conveyance or instrument, the correct name of such corporation, the fact 
of authorization by the trustees of the corporation, to make and record such 
statement, and that the grantor in such conveyance or instrument intended 
thereby to convey such property to such corporation as the said officer verily 
believes, with the reason for such belief. Such statement so signed and acknowl- 
edged or proved shall be recorded with the records of deeds in such office, and 
indexed as a deed from the grantee as named in such instrument or in such con- 
veyance to such corporation. The register or clerk, as the case may be, shall 
note the. recording of such statement on the margin of the record of such con- 
veyance, anS for his services shall be entitled to receive the fees allowed for 
recording deeds. Such statement so recorded shall be presumptive evidence that 
such matters therein stated are true, and that such corporation was the grantee 
in the original instrument or conveyance. All conveyances heretofore made, or 
by any instrument intended to be made, to a religious corporation of real prop- 
erty appropriated to the use of such corporation, or entitled to be so appropriated. 
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are hereby confirmed and declared valid and effectual, notwithstanding any 
defect in the form of the conveyance or the description of the grantee therein. 
§ 12. Sale, mortgage and lease of real property of religious corporations. — A 
religious corporation shall not sell or mortgage any of its real property without 
applying for and obtaining leave of the court therefor pursuant to the provisions 
of article four of the general corporation law. The trustees of an incorporated 
Protestant Episcopal church shall not vote upon any resolution or proposition 
for the sale, mortgage or lease of its real property, unless the rector of such 
church, if it then has a rector, shall be present, and shall not make application to 
the court for leave to sell or mortgage any of its real property without the con- 
sent of the bishop and standing committee of the diocese to which such church 
belongs ; but in case the see be vacant, or the bishop be absent or unable to act, 
the consent of the standing committee with their certificate of the vacancy of the 
see or of the absence or disability of the bishop shall suffice. The trustees of an 
incorporated Roman Catholic church shall not make application to the court for 
leave to mortgage, lease or sell any of its real property without the consent of 
the archbishop or bishop of the diocese to which such church belongs or in case 
of their absence of inability to act, without the consent of the vicar-general or 
administrator of such diocese. The petition of the trustees of an incorporated 
Protestant Episcopal church or Roman Catholic church shall, in addition to the 
matters required by article four of the general corporation law to be set forth 
therein, set forth that this section has also been complied with. But lots, plats 
or burial permits in a cemetery owned by a religious corporation may be sold 
without applying for or obtaining leave of the court. No cemetery lands of a 
religious corporation shall be mortgaged while used for cemetery purposes. 
Except as otherwise provided in this chapter in respect to a religious corpora- 
tion of a specified denomination, any solvent religious corporation may, by order 
of the supreme court obtained as above provided in proceedings to sell, mort- 
gage or lease real property, convey the whole or any part of its real property to 
another religious corporation, for a consideation of one dollars or other nominal 
consideration; and for the purpose of applying the provision of article four of 
the general corporation law a proposed conveyance for such consideration shall 
be treated as a sale, but it shall not be necessary to show, in the petition or other- 
wise, nor for the court to find, that the pecuniary or proprietary interest of the 
grantor corporation will be promoted thereby; and the interests of such grantor 
shall be deemed to be promoted if it appears that religious or charitable objects 
generally are conserved by such conveyance; provided, however, that such an 
order shall not be made if tending to impair the claim or remedy of any creditor. 
If a sale or mortgage of any real property of any such religious corporation has 
been heretofore or shall be hereafter made and a conveyance or mortgage 
executed and delivered without the authority of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
obtained as required by law, or not in accordance with its directions, the court 
may, thereafter, upon the application of the corporation, or of the grantee or 
mortgagee in any such conveyance or mortgage or of any person claiming 
through or under any such grantee or mortgagee, upon such notice' to such cor- 
poration, or its successor, and such other person or persons as may be interested 
in such property, as the court may prescribe, confirm said previously executed 
conveyance or mortgage, and order and direct the execution and delivery of a 
confirmatory deed or mortgage, or the recording of such confirmatory order in 
the office where deeds and mortgages are recorded in the county in which the 
Tty is located ; and upon compliance with the said order such original con- 
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veyance or mortgage shall be as valid and of the same force and effect as if it 
had been executed and delivered after due proceedings had in accordance with 
the statute and the direction of the court. But no confirmatory order may be 
granted unless the consents required in the first part of this section for a 
Protestant Episcopal or Roman Catholic church have first been given by the 
prescribed authority thereof, either upon the original application or. upon the 
application for the confirmatory order. 

§ 13. Consolidation of incorporated churches. — Two or more incorporated 
churches may enter into an agreement, under their respective corporate seals, 
for the consolidation of such corporations, setting forth the name of the pro- 
posed new corportion, the denomination, if any, to which it is to belong, and if 
the churches of such denomination have more than one method of choosing 
trustees, by which of such methods the trustees are to be chosen, the number 
of such trustees, the names of the persons to be the first trustees of the new 
corporation, and the date of its first annual corporate meeting. Such agreement 
shall not be valid unless approved by the governing body of the denomination, 
if any, to which each church belongs, having jurisdiction over such church. Each 
corporation shall thereupon make a separate petition to the supreme court for an 
order consolidating the corporations, setting forth the denomination, if any, to 
which the church belongs, that the consent of the governing body to the con- 
solidation, if any, of that denomination having jurisdiction over such church 
has been obtained, the agreement therefor, and a statement of all the property 
and liabilities and the amount and sources of the annual income of such petition- 
ing corporation. In its discretion the court may direct that notice of the hearing 
of such petition be given to the parties interested therein in such manner and for 
such time as it may prescribe. After hearing all the parties interested, present 
and desiring to be heard, the court may make an order for the consolidation of 
the corporations on the terms of such agreement and such other terms and con- 
ditions as it may prescribe, specifying the name of such new corporation and tht 
first trustees thereof, and the method by which their successors shall be chosen 
and the date of its first annual corporate meeting. When such order is made and 
duly entered, the persons constituting such corporations shall become an incor- . 
porated church by, and said petitioning churches shall become consolidated 
under, the name designated in the order, and the trustees therein named shall be 
the first trustees thereof, and the future trustees thereof shall be chosen by the 
method therein designated, and all the estate, rights, powers and property of 
whatsoever nature belonging to either corporation shall without further act or 
deed be vested in and transferred to the new corporation as eflPectually as they 
were vested in or belonged to the former corporations; and the said new cor- 
poration shall be liable for all the debts and liabilities of the former corporationt 
in the same manner and as effectually as if said debts or liabilities had been 
contracted or incurred by the new corporation. A certified copy of such order 
shall be recorded in the book for recording certificates of incorporation in each 
county clerk's office in which the certificate of incorporation of each consolidating 
church was recorded ; or if no such certificate was so recorded, then in the clerk's 
office of the county in which the principal place of worship or principal office of 
the new corporation is, or is intended to be, situated.

§ 15. Corporations with governing authority over churches. -^ An unincorpo- 
rated diocesan convention, presbytery, classis, synod, annual conference, or other 
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ecclesiastical governing body having jurisdiction over several churches, may at a 
stated meeting thereof, determine to become incorporated by a designated name, 
mnd may by a plurality vote, elect not less than three nor more than nine persons 
to be the first trustees of such corporation. The presiding officer and derk of 
such governing body shall execute and acknowledge a certificate stating that 
such proceedings were duly taken as herein provided, the name by which such 
corporation is to be known, and the names of such first trustees. On filing such 
certificate the members of such governing body and their successors shall be a 
corporation by the name stated in the certificate, and the persons named as 
trustees therein shall be the first trustees thereof. 

The trustees of every incorporated governing body and their successors shall 
hold their offices during the pleasure of such body, which may remove them and 
fill vacancies in accordance with its rules and regulations. Such corporation may 
take, administer and dispose of property for the benefit of such governing body, 
or of any parish, congregation, society, church, mission, religious, benevolent, 
charitable or educational institution existing or acting under it. 

S i6. Property of extinct churches. — Such incorporated governing body may 
decide that a church, parish or society in connection with it or over which it has' 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction, has become extinct, if it has failed for two consecutive 
years next prior thereto, to maintain religious services according to the discipline, 
customs and usages of such governing body, or has had less than thirteen resi- 
dent attending members paying annual pew rent, or making annual contribution 
towards its support, or in case of a parish of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
if such parish has ceased for two consecutive years next prior thereto, to have 
a sufficient number of men qualified to elect or to serve as wardens and vestry- 
men therein, and may take possession of the temporalities and property belong- 
ing to such church, parish or religious society, and manage the same; or may, 
in pursuance of the provisions of law relating to the disposition of real property 
by religious corporations, sell or dispose of the same and apply the proceeds 
thereof to any of the purposes to which the property of such governing religious 
body is devoted, and it shall not divert such property to any other object. And 
for the purpose of obtaining a record title to the land and the church edifice, 
or other buildings thereon, by such incorporated governing body, the surviving 
trustee or trustees of said extinct church, or if there be no surviving trustee 
then a surviving member of said extinct church, may, without a consideration 
being paid therefor by such incorporated governing body, convey to it said land 
and church edifice, or other buildings thereon, subject, however, to an order 
of the supreme or county court based upon a petition reciting that said church 
has become extinct; the names of its surviving trustee or trustees, and the 
names of its members, who must have given their consent to the making of said 
conveyance. Upon the recital of said facts in said petition the court shall have 
jurisdiction to grant an order allowing said conveyance to be made without 
a consideration; and. should there be no surviving members, as well as no sur- 
viving trustee of said extinct church, said petition may be made by an officer of 
such incorporated governing body, in which event the court, upon a recital of 
said fact, shall have jurisdiction to appoint a suitable person as trustee for the 
purpose of making said conveyance. And in case of a Reformed Church of 
America, Dutch Reformed Church, or Reformed Dutch Church in the United 
States of America or the United Reformed Dutch and Lutheran Church of 
America, or a parish of the Protestant Episcopal Church, should either such 
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^Ji'i surviving members or such surviving trustee of said extinct church refuse to act

§ 18. Dissolution of religious corporations. — Whenever any religious cor- 
poration shall cease to act in its corporate capacity and keep up the religious 
cervices ; it shall be lawful for the supreme court of this state, upon the applica- 
' tion of a majority of the trustees thereof, except in the county of New York, in 

case said court shall deem it proper so to do, to order and decree a dissolution 
of such religious corporation, and for that purpose to order and direct a sale 
and conveyance of any and all property belonging to such corporation, and after 
providing for the ascertaining and payment of the debts of such corporation, and 
the necessary costs and expenses of such sale and proceedings for dissolution, so 
far as the proceeds of such sale shall be sufficient to pay the same; such court 
may order and direct any surplus of such proceeds remaining after paying such

debts, costs and expenses, to be devoted and applied to any such religious^ 
benevolent, or charitable objects or purposes as the said trustees may indicate by 
their petition and the said court may approve. 

Such application to said court shall be made by petition, duly verified by said 
trustees, which petition shall state the particular reason or causes why such sale 
and dissolution are sought; the situation, condition and estimated value of the 
property of said corporation, and the particular object or purposes to which it is 
proposed to devote any surplus of the proceeds of such property; and such 
petition shall, in all cases, be accompanied with proof that notice of the time and 
place of such intended application to said court, has been duly published once in 
each week for at least four weeks successively, next preceding such application, 
in a newspaper published in the county where such corporation is located. 

In case there shall be no trustees of such- religious corporation residing in the 
county in which such corporation is located, such application may be made, and 
such proceedings taken, by a majority of the members of such religious corpora- 
tion residing in such county.

§ 22. Establishing and maintaining a home for aged poor. — An incorporated 
church or congregation in this state, either by itself or in conjunction with other 
incorporated churches or congregations, shall have power to establish and main- 
tain by its or their trustees or other officers, as part of its or their regular church 
and charitable work, a home for the aged poor of its or their membership or 
congregation and may take and hold as joint tenants, tenants in common or 
otherwise, by conveyance, donation, bequest or devise, real and personal prop- 
erty for such purpose, and may purchase or erect suitable buildings therefor. 
Any such church or congregation, either by itself or in conjunction with other 
incorporated churches or congregations may take and hold any grant, donation, 
bequest or devise of real or personal property heretofore made, upon trust, and 
apply the same or the income thereof under the direction of the trustees or 
other officers having charge of the temporalities of such church, or churches, or 
congregation, or congregations, for the purpose of establishing or maintaining 
such a home, and for the erection, preservation, repair or extension of any 
buildings for such purpose, upon such terms and conditions and subject to such 
conditions, limitations and restrictions as shall be contained in the deed, will or 
other instrument or conveyance by which the property is given, transferred or 
conveyed. 

§ 23. Powers of churches created by special laws. — If a church be incor- 
porated by special law, it and its trustees shall have, in addition to the powers 
conferred on it by such law, all the powers and privileges conferred on incor- 
porated churches and the trustees thereof respectively by the provisions of this 
article, and also all the powers and privileges conferred by this chapter on 
churches of the same denomination or of the like character, and on the trustees 
thereof respectively. 

§ 24. Government of churches incorporated prior to January first, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-eight. — Any provision of this chapter shall not be deemed 
to apply to any church incorporated under any general or special law, prior to 
January first, eighteen hundred and twenty-eight, if such provision is incon- 
sistent with or in derogation of any of the rights and privileges of such corpora- 
^hey existed under the law by or pursuant to which such corporation was 
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formed, unless such corporation subsequently to such date, shall have lawfully 
reincorporated under a law enacted since the first day of January, eighteen 
hundred and twenty-eight, or unless the trustees of such corporation shall, by 
resolution, determine that the provisions of this chapter applying to churches of 
the same denomination and to the trustees thereof shall apply to such church, and 
unless such resolution shall be submitted to the next ensuing annual meeting of 
such church, and ratified by a majority of the votes of the qualified voters present 
and voting thereon. Notice of the adoption of such resolution and of the pro- 
posed submission thereof for ratification, shall be given with the notice of such 
annual meeting, and in addition thereto, mailed to each member of such church 
corporation at his last known post-office address, at least two weeks prior to 
such annual meeting, and published once a week for two successive weeks imme- 
diately preceding such meeting in a newspaper, if any, published in the city, 
village or town in which the principal place of worship of such corporation is 
located, and otherwise in a newspaper published in an adjoining town. If such 
resolution is so ratified, the trustees of such church shall cause a certificate 
setting forth a copy of such resolution, its adoption by the board of trustees and 
its due ratification by the members of such corporation, to be filed in the office 
of the clerk of the county in which the principal place of worship of such cor- 
poration is located. Such county clerk shall cause such certificate to be recorded 
in the book in which certificates of incorporation of religious corporations are 
recorded in pursuance of law. 

§ 25. Pastoral relation, — No provision of this chapter authorizes the calling, 
settlement, dismissal or removal of a minister, or the fixing or changing of his 
salary, and a meeting of a church corporation for any such purpose shall be 
called, held, moderated, conducted, governed and notice of such meeting given 
and person to preside thereat ascertained and the qualification of voters thereat 
determined, not as required by any provision of this chapter but only according 
to the aforesaid laws and regulations, practice, discipline, rules and usages of the 
religious denomination or ecclesiastical governing body, if any, with which the 
church corporation is connected. 

S 26. Worship. — No provision of this chapter authorizes the fixing or chang- 
ing of the times, nature or order of public or social or other worship of any 
church, in any other manner or by any other authority than in the manner and 
by the authority provided in the laws, regulations, practice, discipline, rules and 
usages of the religious denomination or ecclesiastical governing body, if any,

Section 40. Meeting for incorporation, — Notice of a meeting for the purpose 
of incorporating an unincorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or congregation, 
and of electing the first churchwardens and vestrymen thereof, shall specify the 
object, time and place of such meeting, and shall be made public for at least 
two weeks prior to such meeting either by open reading of such notice in time 
of divine service, at the usual place of worship of such parish or congregation, 
or by posting the same conspicuously on the outer door of such place of 
worship. Only men of full age who have been regular attendants at the 
worship of such parish or congregation and contributors to the support thereof 
for one year next prior to such meeting, or since the establishment of such 
parish or congregation, shall be qualified to vote at such meeting. The presence 
of at least six persons qualified to vote thereat shall be necessary to constitute a 
quorum of such meeting. The action of the meeting upon any matter or ques- 
tion shall be decided by a majority of the qualified voters voting thereon, a 
quorum being present. The officiating minister, or if there be none, or he shall 
be necessarily absent, any other person qualified to vote at the meeting, who is 
called to the chair, shall preside thereat. Such presiding officer shall receive the 
votes, be the judge of the qualifications of voters, and declare the result of the 
votes cast at such meeting. The polls of the meeting shall remain open for one 
hou^ or longer, in the discretion of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote 
of a majority of the voters present. The meeting shall decide whether such 
unincorporated parish or congregation shall become incorporated. If such 
decision be in favor of incorporation, such meeting shall decide upon the name 
of the proposed corporation; what secular day of the week beginning with the 
first Sunday in Advent, shall be the date of the regular annual election ; whether 
the vestrymen thereof shall be three, six, nine, twelve, fifteen, eighteen, twenty- 
one or twenty-four; and shall elect by ballot from the persons qualified to be 
voters thereat, who have been baptized, one-third of the number of vestrymen so 
decided upon to hold office until the first annual election to be held thereafter, 
one-third of such number, to hold office until one year after such annual election, 
and one-third of such number, to hold office until two years after such annual 
election ; and shall elect from such qualified voters who are communicants in the 
Protestant Episcopal church, two persons to be churchwardens thereof, one to 
hold office until such annual election, and one to hold office until one year after 
such annual election. 

§ 41. Certificate of incorporation. — If such meeting shall decide in favor of 
incorporation and comply with the next preceding section, the presiding officer 
of such meeting and at least two other persons present and voting thereat, shall 
execute and acknowledge a certificate of incorporation setting forth: 

1. The fact of the calling and holding of such meeting; 

2. The name of the corporation as decided upon thereat; 

3. The county, and the town, city or village, in which its principal place of 
irship is, or is intended to be located; 

. The day of the week commencing with the first Sunday in Advent upon 

Ich the annual election shall be held ; 

. The number of vestrymen decided upon at such meeting; 
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6. The ndmes of the vestrymen elected at such meeting and the term of 
office of each; 

7. The names of the churchwardens elected at such meeting and the terms 
of office of each. 

Such certificate, when accompanied by a certificate of the bishop of the 
diocese within which the principal place of worship of the proposed corpora- 
tion is, or is intended to be located, to the effect that he consents to the incor- 
poration of such church, shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the county 
specified in the certificate of incorporation; but in case the see be vacant, or 
the bishop be absent or unable to act, the consent of the standing committee, 
with their certificate of the vacancy of the see or of the absence or disability 
of the bishop, shall suffice. 

On filing such certificate in the office of the clerk of the county so specified 
therein the churchwardens and vestrymen so elected and their successors in 
office, together with the rector, when there is one, shall form a vestry and shall 
be the trustees of such church or congregation; and they and their successors 
shall thereupon, by virtue of this chapter, be a body corporate by the name or 
title expressed in such certificate, and shall have power, from time to time, to 
adopt by-laws for its government. Such corporation shall be an incorporated 
church, and may be termed also an incorporated parish. 

§ 42. Corporate trustees, vestry; powers and duties thereof. — No meeting of 
the vestry or trustees of any incorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or church 
shall be held unless either all the members thereof are present, or three days' 
notice thereof shall be given to each member thereof, by the rector in writing 
either personally or by mail, or, if there be no rector or he be incapable of acting, 
by one of the churchwardens; except that twenty- four hours' notice of the first 
meeting of the vestry or trustees after an annual election shall be sufficient, 
provided such meeting be held within three days after the election. To consti- 
tute a quorum of the vestry or board of trustees there must be present either: 

1. The rector, at least one of the churchwardens and a majority of the 
vestrymen; or, 

2. The rector, both churchwardens and one less than a majority of the 
vestrymen; or, 

3. If the rector be absent from the diocese and shall have been so absent for 
over four calendar months, or if the meeting be called by the rector and he be 
absent therefrom or be incapable of acting, one churchwarden and a majority of 
the vestrymen, or both churchwardens and one less than a majority of the vestry- 
men. But if there be a rector of the parish, no measure shall be taken, in his 
absence, in any case, for effecting the sale or disposition of the real property of 
the corporation, nor for the sale or disposition of the capital or principal of the 
personal property of the corporation, nor shall any act be done which shall 
impair the rights of such rector. The presiding officer of the vestry or trustees 
shall be the rector, or if there be none, or he be absent, the churchwarden who 
shall be called to the chair by a majority of the votes, if both the churchwardens 
be present ; or the churchwarden present, if but one be present. At each meeting 
of the vestry or trustees each member thereof shall be entitled to one vote. 
The vestry shall have power to fill a vacancy occurring in the office of a church- 
warden or vestryman by death, resignation or otherwise than by expiration of 
term, until the next annual election, at which, if such vacancy would continue 
thereafter, it shall be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term. If vacancies 
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exist in the offices of churchwardens or vestrymen in such number that a 
quorum of the vestry or board of trustees is not in office at any time, the rector 
shall forthwith call a special election for the filling of such vacancies. If there 
be no rector the churchwarden longest in office shall call such special election. 
Notice of such special election shall be read by the rector, or if there be none, or 
he be absent, by the officiating minister or by one of the churchwardens, on the 
Sunday next preceding such election, in the time of divine service. If for any 
reason the usual place of worship of the parish be not open for divine service on 
such Sunday, such notice shall be posted conspicuously on the outer door of the 
place of worship for one week next preceding the election. Such notice shall 
conform to that required for an annual election. The provisions of section 
forty-three of this chapter relating to annual elections shall apply to such special 
election, except as Inconsistent herewith. Such vacancies shall be filled at such 
election for the remainder of the unexpired terms. The vestry may, subject to 
the canons of the Protestant Episcopal church in the United States, and of the 
diocese in which the parish or church is situated, by a majority vote, elect a 
rector to fill a vacancy occurring in the rectorship of the parish, and may fix the 
salary or compensation of the rector. 

8 43. Annual elections and special meetings of incorporated Protestant 
Episcopal parishes. — The annual election of a Protestant Episcopal parish, here- 
after incorporated, shall be held on the secular day in the week commencing 
with the first Sunday in Advent, designated in its certificate of incorporation. 
The annual election of an incorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or church 
heretofore incorporated shall be held on the day fixed for such annual election, 
by or in pursuance of law. or if no such date be so fixed, then on the Monday 
next after the first Sunday in Advent. Special meetings of any Protestant 
Episcopal parish or church heretofore or hereafter incorporated may be held on 
any secular day fixed by the vestry. Notice of such annual election or special 
meeting shall be read by the rector of the parish, or if there be none, or he be 
absent, by the officiating minister or by a churchwarden thereof, on each of the 
two Sundays next preceding such election or special meeting, in the time of 
divine service, or if, for any reason, the usual place of worship of the parish be 
not open for divine service, the notice shall be posted conspicuously on the outer 
door of the place of worship for two weeks next preceding the election or special 
meeting. Such notice shall specify the place, day and hour of holding the election 
or special meeting. The notice of the annual election shall also specify the name 
and term of oflfice of each churchwarden and vestryman whose term of office 
shall then expire, or whose oflfice shall then be vacant for any cause, and the office 
for which each such officer is to be then elected. The notice of a special meet- 
ing shall specify the matter or question to be brought before such meeting and 
no matter or question not specified in such notice shall be acted on at such 
meeting. The presiding officer of such annual or special meeting shall be the 
rector of the parish, if there be one, or if there be none, or he be absent, one 
of the churchwardens elected for the purpose by a majority of the duly quali- 
fied voters present, or if no church warden be present, a vestryman elected in 
like manner. Such presiding officer shall be the judge of the qualifications of 
the voters ; shall receive the votes cast ; and shall declare the result of the votes 
cast. The presiding officer of such annual or special meeting shall enter the 
'•occedings of the meeting in the book of the minutes of the vestry, sign his 
me thereto, and offer the same to as many qualified voters present as he shall 
nk fit, to be ako signed by them. Male persons of full age belonging to the 
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parish, who have been regular attendants at its worship and contributors to its 
support for at least twelve months prior to such election or special meeting or 
since the establishment of such parish, shall be qualified voters at any such 
election or special meeting ,and also, whenever so permitted by the canons of 
the diocese, women having the like qualifications may vote at the annual elec- 
tions and special meetings of any parish of such diocese, whenever such parish 
shall so determine in the manner provided in section forty-six of this chapter. 
The action of an annual or special meeting upon any matter or question shall 
.be decided by a majority of the qualified voters voting thereon. The polls 
of an election shall continue open for one hour and longer, in the discretion 
of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of a majority of the qualified 
voters present and voting. The churchwardens and vestrymen shall be elected 
by ballot from male persons qualified to vote at such election, and no person 
shall be eligible for election as churchwarden, unless he be also a communicant 
in the Protestant Episcopal church, nor be eligible for election as vestryman, 
unless he shall have been baptized. At each annual election of an incorporated 
Protestant Episcopal parish hereafter incorporated, one churchwarden shall be 
elected to hold office for two years; and one-third of the total number of 
vestrymen of the parish shall be elected to hold office for three years. At each 
annual election of an incorporated Protestant Episcopal parish or church here- 
tofore incorporated, two churchwardens and the total number of its vestrjmien 
shall be elected to hold office for one year thereafter, unless the term of office 
of but one churchwarden or of but one-third of its vestrymen shall then 
expire, in which case one churchwarden shall be elected to hold office for two 
years, and one-third of the total number of its vestrymen shall be elected to 
hold office for three years. Each churchwarden and vestryman shall hold office 
after the expiration of his term until his successor shall be chosen. 

§ 44. Changing the number of vestrymen of Protestant Episcopal parishes 
hereafter incorporated. — If the vestry of a Protestant Episcopal parish, here- 
after incorporated, shall, by resolution, recommend that the number of vestry- 
men of such parish be changed to either three, six, nine, twelve, fifteen, eighteen, 
twenty-one or twenty-four vestrymen, notice of such recommendation shall be 
included in the notice of the next annual election of such parish, or in the notice 
of a special meeting to be held not less than six months before the time fixed 
for holding the next annual election thereafter, and be submitted to such annual 
or special meeting. If such recommendation be ratified by such meeting, the 
presiding officer thereof, and at least two qualified voters present thereat, shall 
execute and acknowledge a certificate setting forth such resolution of the vestry, 
the fact that notice thereof had been given with the notice of such annual elec- 
tion, or with the notice of such special meeting as the case may be; that the 
meeting had ratified the same; and the number of vestrymen so decided on. 
Such certificate shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the county in which 
the original certificate of incorporation is filed and recorded, and such change 
in the number of vestrymen shall take effect at the time of the next annual 
election thereafter. If the number of vestrymen be thereby increased, then, in 
addition to the number of vestrymen to be elected at such annual election, one- 
third of sueh increased number of vestrymen shall be elected to hold office for 
one year thereafter, one-third of such increased number shall be elected to hold 
office for two years thereafter, and one-third of such increased number shall be 
elected to hold office for three years thereafter. If the number of vestrymen 
by such change be reduced, such reduction shall not affect the term of office of 
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any Testnrman duly elected, and at such next annual election and at each annual 
election thereafter, one-third of such reduced number of vestrymen shall be 
elected to hold office for three years. 

I 45. Changing date of annual election, number and terms of office of vestry- 
men and terms of office of churchwardens in Protestant Episcopal churches here- 
tofore incorporated. — If the vestry of a Protestant Episcopal parish, heretofore 
incorporated, shall by resolution, recommend that the date of the annual election 
be changed to a secular day in the week beginning with the first Sunday in 
Advent, or that the number of vestrymen be changed to three, six, nine, twelve, 
fifteen, eighteen, twenty-one or twenty-four, and that the terms of office of the 
churchwardens be changed so that one warden shall be elected annually, notice 
of such recommendation shall be included in the notice of the next annual elec- 
tion of such parish, or in the notice of a special meeting to be held not less than 
six months before the time fixed for holding Jhe next annual election there- 
after, and be submitted to such annual or special meeting. If such recom- 
mendation be ratified by such meeting, the presiding officer thereof and at least 
two qualified voters present thereat, shall execute and acknowledge a certificate 
setting forth such resolution of the vestry; the fact that notice thereof had 
been given with the notice of the annual election, or with the notice of the 
special meeting, as the case may be; that such meeting had ratified the same; 
the date determined upon for the annual election of the parish; the number of 
vestrymen so decided on; and the fact that the meeting determined to there- 
after elect churchwardens, so that the term of one warden shall expire annually. 
Such certificate shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the county in which 
the original certificate of incorporation is filed and recorded If the meeting 
determine to change the date of the annual election, the next annual election 
shall be held on the day in the week beginning with the first Sunday in Advent, 
determined on at such meeting, and the terms of the vestrymen and church- 
wardens which, pursuant to law, would expire at the next annual election shall 
expire and their successors shall be elected on such day. If the meeting deter- 
mine to change the number of vestrymen and manner of electing wardens and 
vestrymen, there shall be elected at the first annual election thereafter, one-third 
of the number of vestrymen so determined on, to hold office for three years; 
one-third thereof to hold office for two years; and one-third thereof to hold 
office for one year; and one churchwarden to hold office for one year, and one 
to hold for two years; and thereafter at the annual election there shall be 
elected one-third of the number of vestrymen determined on at such meeting 
and one churchwarden. Any Protestant Episcopal parish, heretofore incorpo- 
rated, which has changed the number of its vestrymen and the manner of 
electing wardens and vestrymen pursuant to the provisions of this section, may 
make further changes in the number of its vestrymen in the manner provided 
in section forty- four of this chapter. 

§ 46. Changing the qualifications of voters and the qualifications of wardens 
and vestrymen. — If the vestry of a Protestant Episcopal parish heretofore incor- 
porated shall by resolution recommend that the qualifications of voters and the 
qualifications of wardens and vestrymen be changed to conform in both cases to 
the requirements of section forty-three of this chapter, notice of such recommen- 
dation shall be included in the notice of the next annual election of such parish, 
nd be submitted to the meeting. If such recommendation be ratified by such 
leeting the presiding officer thereof and at least two qualified voters present 
lereat shall execute and acknowledge a certificate setting forth such resolution 
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of the vestry, the fact that notice thereof had been given with the notice of such 
annual election, and that the meeting had ratified the same. Such certificate 
shall be filed in the office of the clerk of the county in which the original certifi- 
cate of incorporation is filed and recorded. 

§ 47. Free churches in communion with the Protestant Episcopal church, — 
Whenever the trustees of any free church in communion with the Protestant 
Episcopal church heretofore or hereafter organized under the provisions of article 
nine of this act shall desire to change the management of its affairs and the form 
of government of the corporation by substituting a vestry in place of such trus- 
tees, such change may be made in the following manner: The trustees of any 
free church having first obtained the written consent of the ecclesiastical author- 
ity of the diocese to such change may by an affirmative vote of not less than two- 
thirds determine by resolution reciting the consent of such ecclesiastical authority 
and duly recorded in the minutes of such church to change the management of 
its affairs by substituting a vestry in place of such trustees to manage the affairs 
of such corporation and free church with the same powers, duties and privileges 
as are now possessed and exercised by church wardens and vestrymen in churches 
of the Protestant Episcopal church organized under this article, but subject to 
the provisions of section one hundred and eighty-three of this chapter and for 
the purposes set forth in the certificate of incorporation of such free church and 
for no other purposes ; such resolution shall fix the day of the week, commencing 
with the first Sunday in Advant, upon which the annual election shall be held, the 
number to constitute such vestry which shall be two church wardens and either 
three, six, nine, twelve, fifteen, eighteen, twenty-one or twenty- four vestrymen as 
may be determined, and shall also designate the persons to be such church war- 
dens and vestrymen to act until the annual election, and copies of such resolu- 
tion, together with a statement of the vote of the trustees adopting the same 
certified under the seal of the corporation and verified by the president and secre- 
tary thereof, shall be filed in the office of the secretary of state and also in the 
office of the clerk of the county in which such church or corporation is located. 
Upon and after the filing of such certificates the church wardens and vestrymen 
named in said resolution and their successors in office, together with the rector 
when there shall thereafter be one, shall form the vestry and shall he the vestry 
and shall constitute the corporation ; and at the first annual election the church 
wardens and vestrymen shall be divided into classes and their respective terms of 
office fixed and shall be elected by the persons qualified to vote for the church 
wardens and vestrymen in churches or congregations of the Protestant Episcopal 
church and the provisions of this article shall govern such election and all 
future elections and all acts of such vestry, subject to the provisions of section 
one hundred and eighty-three of this chapter.

Section 180. Corporation, how formed. — Any seven or more persons of full 
age, citizens of the United States, and a majority of them being residents of this 
19 
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itmie, who shall associate themselves for the purpose of founding and continuing 
one or more free churches, may make, sign and acknowledge, before any officer 
authorized to take the acknowledgment of deeds of land to be recorded in this 
state, and may file in the office of the secretary of state, and also of the clerk of 
the county in which any such church is to be established, and record as provided 
in section three of this chapter, a certificate in writing, in which shall be stated 
the name or title by which such society shall be known in the law, the purpose 
of its organization, and the names of seven trustees, of whom not less than five 
shall be persons who are not ministers of the gospel or priests of any denomina- 
tion, to manage the same; but such certificate shall not be filed, unless with the 
written consent and approbation of a justice of the supreme court of the district 
in which any such church shall be intended to be established, to be indorsed on 
such certificate. 

f i8i. Rights, powers and limitations, — Upon the filing of such certificate the 
persons named therein as trustees, and their successors, being citizens of the 
United States and residents of this state, shall be a body politic and corporate, 
with all the rights, powers and duties, and subject to all the restrictions and 
obligations and other provisions, so far as the same may be applicable and con- 
sistent with this article, specified and continued in the act entitled "An act for 
the incorporation of benevolent, charitable, scientific and missionary societies," 
passed April twelfth, eighteen hundred and forty-eight, and the act amending 
the same, passed April seventh, eighteen hundred and forty-nine, except that the 
limitation in the first of the said acts of the value of real estate, that may be held 
by any society in the city or county of New York, incorporated under this article, 
shall not be applicable to any church edifice erected or owned by such society, 
or the lot of ground on which the same may be built ; and except that the pro- 
vision in the first of the said acts, in relation to the personal liability of the 
trustees, shall be applicable only to the trustees who shall have assented to the 
creation of any debt. 

§ 182. Vacancies in hoards of trustees. — Any vacancies occurring in the said 
board of trustees shall be supplied by the remaining trustees at any legal meet- 
ing of the members ; but there shall always be at least five members of the board 
who are not ministers of the gospel or priests of any denomination. 

S 183. Seats and pews to be free, — The seats and pews in every church, build- 
ing or edifice, owned or occupied by any corporation organized under this article, 
shall be forever free for the occupation and use, during public worship, of all 
persons choosing to occupy the same, and conducting themselves with propriety, 
and no rent, charge or exaction shall ever be made or demanded for such occupa- 
tion or use.

Section 10. Marriage a civil contract. — Marriage, so far as its validity in law 
is concerned, continues to be a civil contract, to which the consent of the parties 
capable in law of making a contract is essential. 

§ II. By whom a marriage must he solemnized. — The marriage must be sol- 
emnized by either: 

1. A clergyman or minister of any religion, or by the leader, or either of the 
three assistant leaders of the Society for Ethical Culture in the city of New 
York having its principal office in the thorough of Manhattan, or by the leader of 
the Society for Ethical Culture in the borough of Brooklyn of the city of New 
York; 

2. A mayor, recorder, alderman, city magistrate, police justice or police magis- 
trate of a city, except that in cities which contain more than one hundred thou- 
sand and less than one million inhabitants, a marriage shall be solemnized by the 

* So in originaL 
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mayor, or police justice, and by no other officer of such city, except as provided 
in subdivisions one and three of this section; or 

3. A justice or judge of a court of record or of a municipal court, a police 
justice of a village, or a justice of the peace; except that justices of the peace 
in cities which contain more than one hundred thousand and less than one 
million inhabitants, shall have no power to solemnize marriages; or 

4. A written contract of marriage signed by both parties and at least two wit- 
nesses who shall subscribe the same, stating the place of residence of each of the 
parties and witnesses and the date and place of marriage and acknowledged by 
the parties and witnesses in the manner required for the acknowledgment of a 
conveyance of real estate to entitle the same to be recorded, provided however 
that all such contracts of marriage must in order to be valid be acknowledged 
before a judge of a court of record. Such contract shall be recorded within six 
months after its execution in the office of the clerk of the county in which the 
marriage was solemnized. 

The word "clergyman" when used in the following sections of this article, 
includes each person referred to in the first subdivision of this section. The 
word " magistrate " when so used, includes any person referred to in the second 
or third subdivision. 

§ 12. Marriage; how solemnised. — No particular form or ceremony is re- 
quired when a marriage is solemnized as herein provided, by a clergyman or 
magistrate, but the parties must solemnly declare in the presence of a clergyman 
or magistrate and the attending witness or witnesses that they take each other as 
husband and wife. In every case, at least one witness beside the clergyman or 
magistrate must be present at the ceremony. The preceding provisions of this 
chapter, so far as they relate to the manner of solemnizing marriages, shall not 
affect marriages among the people called friends or quakers; nor marriages 
among the people of any other denominations having as such any particular 
mode of solemnizing marriages; but such marriages must be solemnized in the 
manner heretofore used and practiced in their respective societies or denomina- 
tions, and marriages so solemnized shall be as valid as if this article had not 
been enacted. 

§ 13. Marriage licenses. — It shall be necessary for all persons intending to be 
married to obtain a marriage license from the town or city clerk of the town 
or city in which the woman to be married resides and to deliver said license to 
the clergyman or magistrate who is to officiate before the marriage can be per- 
formed. If the woman or both parties to be married are nonresidents of the 
state such license shall be obtained from the clerk of the town or city in which 
the marriage is to be performed. 

§ 14. Town and city clerks to issue marriage licenses; form. — The town or 
city clerk of each and every town or city in this state is hereby empowered to 
issue marriage licenses to any parties applying for the same who may be entitled 
under the laws of this state to contract matrimony, authorizing the marriage 
of such parties, which license shall be substantially in the following form:

There shall be endorsed upon the license or annexed thereto at the end 
thereof, subscribed by the clerk, an abstract of the facts disclosed in their 
affidavits or verified statements at the time of the application for the license 
made in conformity to the provisions of section fifteen of this chapter. 

The license issued, including the abstract of facts, and the certificate duly 
signed by the person who shall have solemnized the marriage therein authorized 
shall be returned by him to the office of the town or city clerk who issued the 
same on or before the tenth day of the month next succeeding the date of the 
solemnizing of the marriage therein authorized and any person or persons who 
shall wilfully neglect to make such return within the time above required shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars or more than fifty dollars 
for each and every offense. 

§ 17. Clergyman or officer violating article; penalty. — If any clergyman or 
other person authorized by the laws of this state to perform marriage ceremonies 
shall solemnize or presume to solemnize any marriage between any parties with- 
out a license being presented to him or them as herein provided or with knowl- 
edge that either party is legally incompetent to contract matrimony as is provided 
for in this article he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not less than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars or by imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year. 

§ 18. Clergymen or officer; when protected. — Any such clergyman or officer

as aforesaid to whom any such license duly issued may come and not having 
personal knowledge of the incompetency of either party therein named to con- 
tract matrimony, may lawfully solemnize matrimony between them. 

§ 24. Effect of marriage of parents of illegitimates. — All illegitimate children 
whose parents have heretofore intermarried or who shall hereafter intermarry 
shall thereby become legitimatized and shall become legitimate for all purposes 
and entitled to all the rights and privileges of legitimate children ; but an estate 
or interest vested or trust created before the marriage of the parents of such 
child shall not be divested or affected by reason of such child being legitimatized. 
Nothing in this article shall be deemed or construed to in any manner impair or 
affect the validity of any lawful marriage contract made before the passage of 
this article. 

S 25. License, when to he obtained. — The provisions of this article pertaining 
to the granting of the licenses before a marriage can be lawfully celebrated apply 
to all persons who assume the marriage relation in accordance with subdivision 
four of section eleven of this chapter. Nothing in this article contained shall be 
construed to render void by reason of a failure to procure a marriage license any 
marriage solemnized between persons of full age nor to render void any marriage 
between minors or with a minor under the legal age of consent where the con- 
sent of parent or gfuardian has been given and such marriage shall be for such 
cause voidable only as to minors or a minor upon complaint of such minors or 
minor or of the parent or guardian thereof.

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. After the administration of the Holy Communion, the President shall 
take the chair, and call the Convention to order. 

2. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary of the last Convention shall call the Convention to order, when 
the Presbyter, senior by ordination, present, shall take the chair; and in such 
case, immediately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall 
be elected from among the clergy. 

3. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue standing, or 
shall afterward stand, unless to address the Chair. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

^ First Day. 

4. Immediately before the assembling of the Convention, each clerical 
deputy shall place in a box to be provided by the Secretary his name written 
on a slip of paper, and also the certificates of the lay deputies from his parish 
or mission, having marked with a cross the names of the deputies in 
attendance. 

Deputies coming in after the session has begun shall give their names to 
the Secretary. 

If, when the Convention has been called to order, the names in the box 
indicate the presence of twenty of the clergy and of lay deputies from twenty 
of the parishes, the President shall declare the Convention duly organized. 

5. The first business shall be the election of a Secretary, a Treasurer, and 
a Registrar. The Secretary may appoint one or more Assistant Secretaries, 
announcing their names to the Convention. 

6. The Order of Business shall be as follows: 

I. Appointment of the Committee on Certificates of Lay Deputies. 
II. Notices, resolutions and motions. 

III. Nominations for the Standing Committee and for Deputies to the 

General Convention and for Deputies to the Provincial Synod. 

IV. Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 

Churches. 
V. Report of the Secretary of the Convention. 
VI. Report of the Committee on Certificates of Lay Deputies. 
VII. Reports of the Treasurer of the Diocese and of the Committee on 

the Treasurer's Report. 
VIII. Report of the Trustees of the Diocese and of the Treasurer of the 
same. 
IX. Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund and of the Treasurer 
of the same. 
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X. Reports of the Board of Missions and the Treasurer of the Board of 

Missions. 
XI. Calling the roll of Parishes and Missions for pledges for Diocesan 

Missions. (This may be, on motion, omitted.) 
XII. Report of the Committee on the Salary of the Bishop. 

XIII. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for the Widows and Orphans 

of Deceased Clergymen and of the Treasurer of the same.

J. On the Salary of the Bishop. 

K. On the State of the Church in the Diocese. 

L. On Apportionments. 

The reports above named shall be read when presented, and it 
shall be in order for the Convention to deal with the subject- 
matter of each report immediately after such report shall have 
been presented and read. 

Second Day. 

7. On the second and each succeeding day of the session, the order of business, 
which shall not be departed from without the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present, or a special order of the day previously voted, shall be as 
follows : 

A. Reading, correcting and approving the minutes of the previous day. 

B. Presenting and considering reports not presented the previous day, 

in the order of their mention in Rule 6. 

C. Report of the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 

D. Report of the Committee on the State of the Church in the Diocese. 

E. Unfinished Business. 

F. Miscellaneous Business. 
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8. The Bishop's Address is in order at any time. 

9. Five -minutes before twelve o'clock noon on the second day all business 
shall be suspended, and prayer shall be offered for Missions and for Chris- 
tian Unity. 

10. The annual election shall be held at eleven o'clock in the forenoon of 
the second day, and continued at the order of the House until completed. 

11. All reports embodying long statements of accounts shall be accom- 
panied with a brief abstract of them, and such abstracts only shall be printed 
in the Journal. 

GENERAL. 

12. When any member is about to speak, he shall rise from his seat, and 
shall, with due respect, address himself in an audible tone of voice to the 
President, confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

13. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate without 
leave of the House; nor more than once, until every other member wishing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

14. No motion shall be considered as before the House unless it be sec- 
onded, and reduced to writing when required, and announced by the Chair. 

15. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
amendment or decision, with the consent of the Convention; in which case it 
shall not be entered upon the minutes. 

16. When a question is under consideration, it shall be in order to move to 
lay it upon the table, to postpone it indefinitely, to postpone it to a time cer- 
tain, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it; and motions for any of these 
purposes shall have precedence in the order here named. 

17. If the question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken 
separately; except that a motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 

18. All amendments shall be considered in the inverse order in which they 
are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion 
to amend the same may be made. No after amendment to such second 
amendment shall be in order; but a substitute for such second amendment, 
or a substitute for the whole matter, may be received. No proposition on a 
subject defTerent from that under consideration shall be received under color 
of a substitute. 

19. A motion to lay upon the table shall be decided without debate. 

20. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order when no member is 
speaking; and, if unqualified, shall be decided without debate. If negatived, 
it shall not be renewed until some other business has intervened. 

21. When a question is put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices, for or against it; but any three members may require a 
count of the votes and tellers for that purpose shall then be appointed by the 
Chair; or any five votes may require that the decision be by yeas and nays 
and by orders, which shall be done by calling the roll of the clerical mem- 
bers and parishes represented, and the votes shall be entered on the Journal. 

22. When the President is putting any question, the members shall con- 
tinue in their seats, and shall not hold any private discourse. 

23. Every member present shall vote when a question is put, unless e- 
cused by a vote of the House. 
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24. A motion once determined, whether in the affirmative or the negative, 
shall stand as the judgment of the Convention, and shall not again be con- 
sidered during the same session, unless the motion to reconsider be made by 
one of the majority on the first decision, and be carried by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present 

25. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to an 
appeal to the House; and on such appeal no member shall speak more than 
once, without leave of the Convention. 

26. All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. 

27. The reports of all committees shall be in writing; and unless recom- 
mitted, shall be received of course, without motion for acceptance. They 
shall be entered on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending 
or requiring any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they 
shall be accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for its consideration. 

28. No rule of order shall be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one 
day's previous notice. 

29. No member shall absent himself from the session of the Convention 
without leave of the President. 

30. Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the minutes of the 
last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved. 

31. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves the chair. 

STANDING ORDER. 

Or THE Conduct of Elections. 

Whereas, it is expedient to provide by a standing order, for the manner of 
conducting all elections by ballot in the Convention of the Diocese of 
Albany, it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1. The President of the Convention shall appoint one clergyman and one 
layman to be tellers of the clerical vote, and one clergyman and one layman 
to be tellers of the lay vote, for each office that is to be filled, except that all 
the members of any committee, board or delegation shall be voted for upon 
one ticket, and only one set of tellers shall be appointed therefor. Vacan- 
cies, arising from temporary absence or otherwise, shall be supplied by the 
President. 

2. When the election is to be held, the tellers for the clerical vote shall 
take their places, together, on one side of the house or place of meeting, and 
the tellers for the lay vote, together, upon the other side; and the Secretary 
shall supply them with the necessary boxes, and also with lists of the clergy 
entitled to seats in the Convention, and of the parishes entitled to representa- 
tion, on which lists, as each vote is deposited, they shall make a mark against 
the name of the clergyman or parish voting; and these lists, signed by the 
tellers, shall be returned with their reports to the Convention. 

3. So soon as voting shall appear to have ceased, the President shall an- 
nounce that the polls are about to be closed, and not less than five minutes 

'ter such announcement, he may direct the tellers to count the votes, for 
ich purpose they shall have leave to retire. The tellers shall then proceed 
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to count the votes, and shall make written reports, stating the whole number 
of votes cast, and the number cast for each person, except that when less 
than five votes are cast for any one person, it shall suffice to include all such 
votes under the head of scattering. These reports shall be signed by the 
tellers respectively, and shall be entered upon the Journal, and the President 
shall announce the result. 

4. In case of any contest arising as to the right of any person to cast a 
vote, the tellers shall submit the question to the Convention, and such ques- 
tion shall be determined by the Convention before the closing of the polls. 

5. If in regard to any office there shall not be a majority of votes, either 
in the clerical or in the lay order, for any one person, or if there shall not be 
a concurrence of the two orders, the Convention shall forthwith proceed to 
another ballot, for such and so many offices as have not been filled at the 
first ballot; and such second and all other ballots shall be conducted in the 
same manner as above provided. In case there shall still remain any vacancy 
to be supplied after such second ballot, further ballots may be held at the 
order of the Convention. 

6. Immediately before any ballot, it shall be in order for the nomination 
of any person to be made and seconded; but no speech or debate shall be 
allowed upon such nomination, or while the Convention is holding an elec- 
tion; nor shall any nomination be considered as before the house until it 
shall have been duly seconded. Nominations for members of the Standing 
Committee, and for Deputies to the General Convention, and for Deputies 
to the Provincial Synod shall also regularly be made pn the first day of the 
Convention; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention to 
prepare, for the use of the Convention on the second day, ballots containing 
the names of all persons so nominated for these several offices, the names 
of all persons in each order, clerical and lay, nominated for each office, being 
set in alphabetical sequence, and without other distinguishing marks; with 
appended notes indicating the whole number to be chosen for each office 
respectively. The nomination and election of Provisional Deputies to the 
General Convention shall be made and held immediately after the result of 
the election of Deputies to the General Convention has been declared.
